The primate's gardens here are e3^tremely pleaf- 
ing, on an eminence along the fide of the river, 
very fteep.to the edge of the water, jind Ikirted 

*fro(tn tbprta bottom, ' vrith tree^ of various kinds, 
through which the roaring of the fall at the height 
of about fixty or feventy feet above it, has a 
very pleafing effcft, with here and there a break 
through the woods, to get a pep down upon the 

'rivei and the fall. 

To a traveller unufed to fcenes of this kind, it 
is really a mod diverting kind of entertainment 
to fee ;he miiny ttnfuccefsful efforts of thcfe;^ large 
.and beautiful filh to gain the top of the fall Wore 
they fuccced I have been often highly diverted 
for an hour or two in the-mkldle of the day, at 
this falmon-leap. When they come up to the 
foot of the fall, you will frequently obfervcthem 

^16 leap upjutt dbove water, as if to rhake anob- 
iervation of the height and diftance, for by fixing 
your eye on the fpot, you will generally foon fee 
the -filh leap up again, with aii attempt to gain the 
top, and to rife perhaps very near the fummit, but 

*■ the falling water drives them forcibly down again ; 

^ you will prefently obferve the fame fi(h fpring 
lip ag<iin, and rife even above the fall ;— this is as 
tinfuccefsful as the not rifing high enough, for drop- 
ping .with their bfoadfides on tlie rapnd curvature 
of the waters, they are thrown back again headloxig 
before they can enter the fluid. The only method 
of fucceeding in their attempts is to dart their heads 
into the water in its firll curvature over the rocks^ 
by this means they firft make a lodgment on .the 
top of the rock for a few moments, and then (cud 
up the ftream and are prefently out of fight. One 
would imagine there were fomelhing inftindtive 
in this inclination of the falmon to get up the fall, 
for this is the point they are obferved, by the dirct-

tion of their mojion, generally to aim at ; and the 
force of the ftrcam, on ibc top of the precipice, is 
undoubtedly lefs at the bottoiyx of the wattr and 
clofe to tl^e rock, than it is on the furface of the 
rapid curvature. *Tis almoft incredible, to a 
ftranger, the height to which thefe fifli w^iU leap : 
I affure you, I have often feen them, at this very 
fall, leap near 20 feet : you may think, perhaps, 
that I (hall want more credit for this than the 
generality of my readers will believe I have a right 
to; but, upon my honour, 'tis no lefs than matter 
of fadl; and if the opinion that prevails here in 
general is true, that they fpring from the bottom 
of the river, they mnft rife often 30 or 40 fieen 
But this is certainly erroneous, their fpring is un- 
doubtedly from the furface. The manner of 
giving themfelves this furprizing leap, is by bend-^ 
ing their tails almoft to their heads, and bv the 
ftrong re-aftion of their tails againft the water it 
is that they fpring fo much above it ; which, when 
the filh are large, muft be with very great force 
to carry them to fuch prodigious heights as they 
fl^re fometimes feen to rife. 

From this general defcription of the falmon-Ieap 
at Leixlip, you may form an idea of the reft of 
this kind, of which there are many in the rivers in 
this kingdom. At a little diftance from Leixlip, 
isCaftletown, the feat of Mr.Conolly, the great- 
cft commoner in the kingdom •, whofc houfe. is 
fitted up in the moft elegant modern tafte, and 
whofi? mode of living is in the higheft ftylc of hof- 
pitality. He has a public news or coffee room, for 
jfhe comhion refort of his gucfts in boots, where 
he who goes away early may breakfaft, or who 
' comes in late may dine, or he who would chufe tq 
go to bed, may fup before the reft of the family. 
This is ahgoft princely.

From thence I made a (hort efxeorfion to fee' 
CartoD-park, the feat of the dpkt of Leiniler, in' 
the county of Kildare/ Of' this noWema'n, it may; 
I believe, be faid, that he is the bcft ^ccomrtlb- 
dated* of any in Europe, both for a* town attd'^ 
country houfe. 

From Carton- park I rtiade ah exdurfion toTarah, 
a place fituated between rhlsfcat a;nd Naivan ; by a 
little poetic variation froih its' old name Tearhor" 
irtto Ten^ofah, it has given title to bne of the 
heroic poems of Oflian, fon of FingriL This 
fertious hill is fituated above di^tfeefl mtlfei'frotn' 
Dublin. 

After reading the p^^mpbtis accounts of tlie trien- 
nial conventions at Tarah,WlTitfe the mbhiarchV pro- 
vincial kirtg«, slnd ftibordiiiaic fovetfeigrts, folemhly 
affembled to adjuft rights,' enad llaHVs, and pro- 
njutge tliebi, one Wotild naturally cxpetk that thire 
might ftill jemain at leaft fome mbulderrng heap 
of that vaft edifici \Vheriin the ftalfes-geiieral met' 
The very fame expedkation is raifed by the ctymo- 
logift, who allures you that Tcamor is, literally 
interpreted, the great houfe.- 

Ho>V then muft you be fiirprked to heir, that 
there is not even the veftige of a paface to be 
traced ; ii^y^ that tl^ very hill itfelf is eviderice 
enoiijth to pr6ve, that (here never cbilld have been 
a confid<*fable hdiife of ftone and fime upon it. 
The drciflar forts ihdeed ftill remain; in which tb6 
feveifail chiefs lifed either tb f>itch their terits, or to 
ereft other femp6rdry fhedi; t>at thefe very in^ 
trehchmehts evlnee, thdit ftone buildings >*ere not 
lo much ais thought of for thisemiriencc.

V m\\ vbt^ prfetchd- to dcfiy tbat t6e monarch 
m'l^it hav« had^ f6r his own rdid^nfoe,<^a ftoile 
houfcr foraewhcrc near this hill ; perhaps at' the' 
foot of it where the earl' cf mcath's? houfe now 
ftfinds; But even this is problematical), e^peovAly 
when we conftdet that the palace, in which Idn^ 
John entertained thcf Irifh* kings in DiibHn^ yms^ 
reared by himfelf, and made of hurdk$. 

We retiirtK^ to Eeixitp, ftoM tfienee' went to 
Maynodth, a poll -town ten miles fitim Dublin^ 
and Kilccck, another poft-town oh a branch of 
the Liffy, three itfilW ftarthef, from thwcc five 
miles fbrtHer througH Clobncurry, and about one 
more to Johriffon-Bridge over a branch of ,ihe 
Bdyne, called Black- water*, which wecroflfed, ami 
about thre* miles further arrived at Caftle-carbery^ 
a:nd' three more to Edenderrj, in King's County, 
all IhtTe inconfiderable placet fituatcd on the verge 
of the bog of Allen, a^d iiorth of die grand canat 
fietwech Dublin and the Shannon. From Eden- 
derry kecptnjg the canal at a little diftance cm the 
lieft hand, we at feven miles diffance entered the '' 
poll town of Phifip's-town, thrrty-twcmiles from 
Jpublin, wheire are barracks for a company of foot. 
It had formerly a garriibn. Here we made no. 
ftay of obfervation, but proceeded acrofs tlie grand 
canal^ and at about five miles diftant paflfed through 
Tullaniore, a p6ft-town, and to Killeigh, another 
little town four miles ftorh thedce, leaving a fine 
country that has beeti jecovered from bogs ; en- 
tering Queen's Coimtv, with Lough Hanch on the 
right, and eroding Sheevebloomy-mouiitains, we 
proceeded to Burros, about fifty-thitc miles from 
Dublin, on a brdtich of the Noier-river, with Rpft- 
rea, a good poft-town about two miles on the 
right, on the border of the county of Tlpperarjr ; 
which county we foon after entered, and ctoflfcd

the river Suirc, which rifes hereabouts, and accom- 
panied us on the right hand to the poft-town of ' 
Thuries^ with the bog of Monely almoft all the 
way. This town is about eighteen miles weft of 
Kilkenoy^ on the river Suire, over which it has a 
bridge. Here are barracks. The country herea- 
bouts is very barren, and fomewhat further north 
very mountainous. Within two miles, fouth of 
this place are the venerable remains of the abbey of 
Holy Crofs, which once gave name to the country 
around it. This abbey was founded in 1 169 by^ 
Donald O'Brien, whofe monument is ftill to be 
feen near the high altar, of which Mr. O'Halloran 
has given a view, as well as of the flirine in the aifle, 
w.herein forae pieces of the crofs were fuppofed 
to be depofitcd ; both of which are more highly 
embellirfied than any other Gothic remain to be 
feen in the kingdom. The architedture of the 
building is more than ordinarily elegant for this 
country, and alone is fufficient to reward a long 
ride. From Holy Crofs it is about eight miles to 
Ca(htl, which I think the pcoreft city I ever fa,w, 
and may be ranked in the number of indifferent 
towns^ though an archbiflioprick. It was origi- 
nally furrounded by a wall, which, though now 
mouldering, feems to have been of better materials 
than the generality of fuch enclofures. Two gates 
are ftill remaining of tolerable workmanftiip; here 
is a court-houfe with a prifon under it* In the 
city are the ruins of an old monaftery of Domini- 
cans, and the walls of an old church that was 
dedicated to St. John the Baptift. Indeed there 
is fomeihing ftill of a venerable appearance in the 
very fl«letons of the churches and monaftcrics of 
this ancient city, which in ihe native language is 
called Ciafoil, a compound word that means to re- 
ceive the taxes of the king \ for we are aflured that 
before .the conqueft, there were kings of Caftiel, 

who 
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who were often bifliops as well as monarchs. We 
were fliewh a ftone, as we went up to'the cathedral 
where the kings of raurifter were fomierly crowri- 
ed* on which ftone the appointed perfon fat at 
fundry tinies, to receive the king's taiesfrom the 
fubjefts, which I fuppofe were not fmall, finie 
he received fpiritual with the temporal dues. The 
city and fuburbs- certainly were very larg« once, 
fince we find no lefs than thirty-eight brewers 
were cited before a convention, for not paying 
their dues to the church, of two flagons of ale at 
each brewing. King Henry IL in this city re- 
ceived the homage of Donald king of Linrterickj 
ann. 1172; and here h^ld a fynod. At prefertt 
it does not contain above 660 houfes, fome of 
which are very decent, and the mhabitants polite; 
for the amufement of whom, there is ah annual 
horfe-race ; and a genied affemWy reforted to by 
good company, among whom every thing wears 
the air of feftivityl and pleafure. Among other 
things, during my ftay here, I obferved in the 
market a great number of little bags; which men 
** carried in upon their fhoulders, and fet down for 
fale. Upon examination, 1 found them filled with 
wheat ; fome of them contained ten or twelve 
pounds, fome a ftone and a half, fome more, and 
fome lefs. It is hardly necelJary to review the 
face of the country, in order to learn the ftate of its 
agriculture ; this fingle fad reflefts it as a mirror* 

The cathedral is not in the town, but near it, 
built upon a rock ; and ufyally called the rock of 
Cafliel. It was founded by Cormac, both king 
and bidiop ; and has been enlarged by feveral kings 
and enhinent* men after hirri. There is a wall 
round the cathedral, on the fummit of the rock, 
and another below it. The church was dedicated 
to St. Patric^c, and has been a moft noble Gothic

Feet by eighteen in the clear, is a very curious 
•ftrudtyre, ^nd of a ftyle totally different from the 
churchy Both on the outfide and infide, are 
columns oyer columns, better proportioned than 
one could expe<ft, from either the place or the 
time. The ceiling is vaulted, and ihe outfide of 
the roof is corbeled fo as to form a pedinteot pitch. 
At the angles of the eaft end are two fmall towers. 
It inay not be unworthy obfervation, that the 
chapel is not parallel to the church, as it tends to 
conlimi the greater antiquity of the chapel ; for 
had the church been the older building, it is pro- 
bable they would have accommodated the chapel 
to ir, though,^ oh the contrary, they would have 
adapted the church to the chapel. As the firft 
builders of churches were religioufly exaft in pla* 
dng them due e^ and weii, the deviation of the 
chapel from the true line, we ma^y prefume^ ^aa 
oprre£|ted in the church. 

If we could be certain that due attention was 
mven to the meridian, at founding each of thefe 
ftrufturcs, then the want of parallelifm in them 
would become a datam for afcertaining the diffe- 
rence of their dates. For we know that the equi- 
noxes move in antecedentia^ one degree in feventy 
two years : therefore, by turning the angle, wh'ch 
thefe ^ two buildings make with each other, into 
years, we have the interval between their refpec- 
tive foundatipns. 

If this angle, the meafuremcnt of which I leave 
.Jo fpme future traveller, be three degrees^ it .would 
anfwer nearly to the fuppofed dificrence. but 
the angle w^ apparently much greater; fay 
nine degrees, aijKl then it will bring the foundation 
of the chapel to the' middle of the fifth century. 
And it is more than probable that it v^as crefted 

V^L. jr, B by 
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by Cormac, upon the very foundation of that 
church, originally built here by St. Patrick. 

That there w^s an edifice of lime and' ftone 
here in the fifth century, Major Valiancy ihews to 
be highly credible ; for the name of the place is 
mentionod in the adts of the life of St. Patrick, 
and that mmt Cas-iol^ fignifies literally a houfe of 
lime and ftone. As this was the. feat of the kings 
of Munfter^ we may naturally fuppofe, that the 
caftle upon the rock was their refidence, before 
, the introduftion of chriftianity, as it continued to 
be after. Cormac was not only king bat arch- 
bifhop. 

- The following is the quaint epitaph of an arch- 
biftiop of Cafhel, who was a great favourite of 
queen^EHaabetH. Bedrid, for two years before his 
death, which happened in his hundreth year, had 
the infcf iption deeply cut on a plate over his monu- 
meiit ; which is placed on a high bafis in the fouth 
lide of the choir, with his effigy inalto relievo. .

There are feveral monumets befides this within 
the church. Aa 
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As th^ rock of CaflicI overlooks the town, and 
at the fame time a great extent of country, the 
mod fertile in the kingdom, it is no wondtr that 
it was chofen for the refidence of the kings of. 
Munfter. It h!as however, loft its rank of impor- 
tance among the cities, for want of a navigable 
river. This would have more availed it at prefent, 
than that it was once the throne oi kings. 

Such a tradt or country as is f^en from the rock, 
if in England, or even under the hands of common 
induftry, would be as beautifully rich as any in 
the Brititli empire. Froni thence you have an 
extended horizon, except where the Gaultee 
mountains interpofe ; and this long chain of, lofty 
fummits gives a moft pifturefque contour in many 
places. The interjacent grounds, fertile as avidity 
itfelf could wifti, are not a dead level, but gently 
diverfified by lively undulations. 

After all the profpeft is far from being plea- 
fant. It requires an abftra<^ion of adventitious 
circumftances to perceive its natural beauty ; with 
a total ncgleft of cultivation, there is fearce a tree 
to be fcen. The country is interfered with walls 
of dry (tone, and ditches that never have been 
quicked. The fquire's country feat, the rich farm 
houfe, or even the warm cottage, are he looked for, 
but looked for in vain. If there be an habitation, 
it is that of the face-ground (hepherd, whofe fordid 
hovel ferves but to caft a deeper fhade upon the 
gloom of depopulation . Philantrophy would fick-' 
en at the forlorn ftate of this goodly trait. 

In the town is a large and comfortable fee-houfe, 

,built yrithin half a century. The old epifqopal 

feat was at the weft end of the cathedral. But 

this was battered in the rtbellion of 1641 by lord 

B z Inchiquin,

Inchiquin, who put all the priefts to death he 
found in it, as they were the principal part of the 
garrifon which defended the fottrefs. 

The prefent archbifliop has a houfe upon his 
own eitate, where he lives. You will be furprized 
when I tell you that there is not even a roofed 
church in this metropolis ; the fervice being per- 
formed in a forry room, where country, courts 
are held. The choir of the cathedral was kept 
in repair, and ufed as a pariih church, till within 
thirty years ; but the fituation not being acceflible 
enough,—— which, however, aol. w^uld have 

rendered fo, the roof was wantonly pulled, 

down, an a£t of parliament and a grant of money 
being firft obtained, to change the fite of the ca« 
thedral, from the rock to the town. A new church 
of ninety feet by forty-ftve, was aiccordinglv be- 
gun, and raifed as high as the w^U plates ; but in 
that ftate it has ftdod for near twenty years. 

You would be amazed, confidering how thinly 
the country is tnbabitted, at the number of Roma- 
nifts I faw on funday alfembled together. Round 
the altar were feveral pictures, which* being at 
the diftance of a very long nave of an old monafte* 
ry^ i went found to^the door of one of the tran- 
fepts, in order to fee them more diftindtly. The 
prieft was very decently habited, in veftments of 
party coloured filk, with a large crofs embroidered 
on the outfide a garment, which hung down behind* 
He muttered the fervice, and frequently turned 
round to the altar and kiifed it, after having firft 
bowed to it. On the altar burned two qandlesj 
juft emblem of their fuperftitton ! The dim light 
of tapers held forth in the blaze of day. m, 
even here, it is poffible that God may be worfliip- 
ped in fpirit and in truth ; for ** he dwelleth not 

in 
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in temples made by hands, zs if he needed any 
thing.'* 

This argues not, however, that true religion 
ihould let her temples fail into ruin and decay. 
Much, very much, depends upon a decent exteri- 
or. What elfe has the church of Rome to fupport 
herfelf upon ? Even that beggarly difp)ay of out- 
ward elementji, exhibited in this old abbey of Cafli- 
ei, has foniewhat to engage the invagination, and 
even to mend the heart. 

Oneof thecaufesafligned by Spencer fof the 
obftruftion of due reformation in Ireland, is the 
ncglcdl of churches ; which he complains " lie for 
the moft part even with the ground ; and of thofe , 
lately repaired, fome are fo unhandfomely patchol 
and thatched, that men do even fhun the places 
for the uncomelineft thereof. 

After quitting the abbey, 1 went to the court-leet 
room, to hear, and, I own, to fee the fervice of 
God,' performed, according to the ufage of the 
church of England ; and there I found a thin con- 
gregation, compofed of fome well-dreffed women^ 
fome half dozen boys, and perhaps half a fcore of 
foot foldiers ; For there is a fchool and a barrack 
in the town. 

How differently is the ftate of the diocefe of 
Armagh reprefented ! We went about a mile from 
this ancient city* to walk in the lovely meadows . 
that border on the river Suire, where we fa^v a 
very large caftle looking on the ftream ; and though 
a great part of it has fed old time, yet* the; e are 
apartments pretty well kept up, although covcied 
with thatch; but the high trees, which are inliari- 
tcd by a vaft colony of rooks, fet it oflf very much. 

From 
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From Callicl we proceeded over Golden-bridge 
and the river Suire to Thomas- town, about five 
miles on the road to the village of Tipperary, 
where is a venerable feat, and a parlj: th^ largeft 
and beil planted in this kingdom ; containing^ it 
is QAdj above 1500 Irifh acres, or near 20cx> Eng- 
li(h ; and abounding with droves of red, and other 
deer, proportionable to its extent. The Gaultees 
are fet at fuch a due dillancc, that they are the 
fineft termination for the profpedt a painter could 
defire ; the lands are rich, and the trees the beft 
grown I have feen in Ireland. Here are all the 
capabilities for a terreftrial paradife ; and yet one 
thing is wanting that mars the whole. Every vio- 
lence, that (he is capable of fuffering, has been 
done to Nature. 

Behind the houfe is a fquarc parterre of floweri^, 
with terraces thickly ftudded with buds and fta- 
tues ; before it, a long and blind avenue, planted 
with treble rows of well- grown trees, extends its 
awkward length. In the centre of this, and on 
the acclivity of the hill, terminating the vifta, are 
little fi(h-ponds, pond above pond. The whole 
park is thrown into fquares and parallelograms, 
with numerous avenues fenced and planted ; where, 
if a hillock dared to interpofe its little head, it 
was cut off as an excrefcence, or at leaft cut 
through •, that the roads might be every where as 
level, as they are llraight. Thus was this de- 
lightful fpot treated by fome Procruftes of the laft 
age. 

I own to you I felt more pain than pleafure in 
this demefne. I could not help wifliing, that in- 
ftead of torturing the place to the plan, they had 
accommodated the plan to the place. Indeedi^ all 
predifpofed plans for laying out grounds ^e dan- 
gerous ; 
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g6roiis ; for every place has within itfclf a plan^ 
rrom which true tafie can never deviate. Nature 
may be improved, but never changed to advan- 
tage. Levelling hills and railing mounds, at a 
vaft cxpence, is like the cuftom of the Indians^ 
who iaviOi their blood in flitting their ears, and 
gaihing their faces, to improve their beauty. 

From Thomas-town, three miles further brought 
us to Tipperary, a fmall, but thriving village, 
with little or no manufadure. Indeed an effort 
has been made to eflablifh the linen manufacture, 
and for this purpofe a colony of northern weavers 
were fettled there about forty years ago ; but it 
proved ineJflTedtual ; for the children of thofe wea- 
vers, like the other natives, neither weave nor fpin; 
and in every thing but religion, are.undiftinguifli* 
able from the general mafs. Such is the relilicncy 
of all nature to its original (late. 

General and inveterate habhs of floth« mud be 
removed from fyftematic principles, before a way 
can be made for the introduction of the arts of in- 
duftry ; a few examples are not fufficient to ex- 
cite an imitation of better things. We iare all by 
nature abhorrent of labour, for labour gives pain. 
Sloth muft prevail, till the incentives to diligence 
overpower the propenfity to idlenefs ; which can 
never be the cafe, till artificial wants become, at 
lead, as numerous as thofe which are really natu- 
ral. If an Irifliman feels no inconvenieoce from. 
walking barefoot, he will hardly be induced to 
work for the price of brogues. 

The manner in which the poor of thiis country 
live, I cannot help calling bealtly. For upon the 
fame floor, and frequently whhout any partition, 
are lodged the hufband and wife, the multitudin- 
ous 
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ous brood of Children, all liuddled together upoa 
ftraw or ruihes, with the cow, the calf, the pig, 
and the horfe, if they are rich enough to have one. 

Their houfes are of feveral forts ; but the moft 
common is the fod«waIl, as they call it By fods 
you are to underfland the graflfy furface of the 
earth. Some build their houfes of mud, others 
ufe ftone without mortar, for two or three feet 
from the ground, and fod or mud for two or three 
on the top of that ; their fide^walla^ being feldom 
above five or fix feet high. 

Sometimes you may fee an ingenious builder 
avail himfeif of the fide o( a ditch, which ferves 
for a fide wall^ and parallel thereto, he rears a wall 
in one or other of the modes I have defcribed, as 
his own fancy, the facility of the method, or abim- 
dance of materials may lead him. 

Another will improve upon this plan^ and make 
the grip or foffe of the ditch, ferve for th^ area of 
his habitation, by a little paring to widen the 
fpace ; for being thus (aved the labour of erecting 
fide walls, and having only the trouble to build his 
gables V for which his prompt invention has a no- 
ble fuccedaneum in the hip roof. 

Their tnode of roofing is riot lefs ingenious. 
They take the brandies of a tree, the largeft of 
which they ufe as principals and purlins, and the 
remainder they lay parallel to the principals, for 
fuppoift of a thin paring of the graffy furface of 
meadow ground, like the fods, only much broad* 
er, tougher, and thinner. Thefe they call fcraws, 
meaning to be fure fcrowls, fe^ng they are rolled 
up in that form, as they are pared. With thefe 
Bowever they cover the fmall branches or wattles, 

and 
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and over all they fafien a coat of ftraw, or, in de- 
fault of ftraw, thicy cover with nifties or haiim of 
their beans and potatoes, and in mountainous . 
trafts with heath. 

Sometimes they have a hole in the roof to let 
out the fmoke^ and fometimes none. For to have 
a chimney would be a luxury too great for the 
generality. The confequence is a houfe full of 
fmoke, at leafk in the upper region, where it floats 
in thick clouds, the lower part being pretty clear 
of ^. To avoid the acrimony uf which you are 
obliged to ftoop down, the poor man of the home 
immediately offers you a low ftool, that you may 
be, what be calls, out of the fmoke. And this, 
probably, the only ftool in the houfe; for the 
chiklren neftle round the fire almoft naked, with 
their toes in the aflies. Even the women, though 
not fo naked, fit upon their hams in the' fame 
way. But in fpite of their general adhefian to the 
ground, the old people are, for the qnoft part, 
blear-eyed, with pale and footy faces. 

The only folace thefe miferable mortals have, 
is in matrimony, accordingly they all marry young. 
Moft girls are, one way or another, mothers at 
iixteen •, and every houfe has (hoals of children, 
"^ot that, I fuppofe, women are by nature more 
prolific here than in England, yet their early mar- 
riages, and neceflary temperance, furnifti more 
frequent inftances or foecundity. 

Nor is this country without initancesof extreme 
longevity. Mr. RuiTel, of Cloneen, died, April 
1770, at the age of 145. But fuch are not found 
in the footy cabins, whofe wretched owners do nx 
grow to the fize of yrell-fed men, and confeqyent- 
ty pannot extend their lives to th^ natural term.

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jPeopie may fey ^vhat they pieafe about the whole- 
irpmenefs of ft nteve pdtatoe diet ; but (hew me * 
ftt of mien, with (itch a rofy hue of health, as the 
butchers of England. ^ 

From the prdmifcuous way thcfc pmpte life to- 
gether, a fufpidon naturally arifes in a ft^nger^ 
rtind, that in6tR. is unavoidable amortgft therii. 
Yet upon the ftrideft enquiry, I find, the fka to 
be othervvife. They are b^ed up in fudi' an ab- 
horrence of the tarpitiide of this crifee, th&t I am 
inclined to thirik it as infrequent hei'e, is among 
tnore civilii^ed nations. The better fort of people 
feem rather furpriifcd thit I fhould entertain fuch 
an opinion ; which only £hews, that Whjat we fee 
pradifed frdtn our irtfancy, though ever fo unna- 
tural, makes no Impreflion. 

A little reft^afon, however, will removie tvtn 
tlie grounds of fufpicVon.* Bred up from chtM- 
hood together, their wonted and innocent femili- 
arity is carried oil ftep by ftep^ without impure 
emotions being excited. One of thefe poor fouls 
is no rnore inflamed by the niidebofom of a fifter, 
than in a more affluent ftate he would be at feeing 
h covered with gauze. 

There is no indecency in mere nakednefs. 
Would drapery add to the modefty of the Me- 
dicean Venus ? The chafteft eye may gaze upon 
the naked figures of the graces. Yet nothin-g is 
fcen that our Madonas do not difclofe. It is the 
imagirialioh'tdo daiiity, froni miftaken refinements, 
that annexes modefty or imfebdefty to dlreft, or 
to the want of it. 

Thef€^fe certain adjundh/pectffiar, neither to 
the conc€a!hien\ nor dilplay of beauty, capable of

At a little diftance from Tipperary town, is a 
lajrgp unfinilhed houfe of Iprd Milton's, at Shroji- 
hUJ, but the country round it, is not much puhi- 
TAtied except for p?fturjige, nor its appearanCiC 
plffitant. §000 aft/er this we entered the county of 
Liwericfc 

The little culture, which is carried on hcrea* 
|x>iitfi, is exercifed by the ve;ry dregs of jhe peo- 
ple, upon one acre pr two, in the woift rp^inner, 
fyl)feryiflnt only to tjbeir ii^jpi^diatc f^Jppprt, with- 
out any farther profpetSt. Their very inipleraenta 
of labour are of the moft awkward and ineflfeftu- 
aj f^rms* 

.From what I have faid before, you may cpn- 
Q0iy:e that agriculture is at a yery low ebb in thisL 
CQUrnjry ; i .need not sfdd that you may ride ,for 
,jm^j VP the moil fertile part of it, without feeing 
'an ficre of ploughed ground ; except yvbere pota- 
tQ^ 1^ b^n ^ year or two befpre. This is a

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When I tell you the price of lands here, you 
will jperhaps fufpe£t I report upon hafty informa- 
tjion. Yet be aflured that 40s. an acre is the com- 
mon rent for good lands, and that the beft are 
rented at two guineas, which are z\. 5s. 6d. of 
this currency. It is true, that the Irifli acre is 
larger than the EnglUh, the proportion of the 
fquaresof the perches, viz. 7 and 5 and an half* 

A great part of Tipperary and Limerick, ii^ 
farmed at two guineas per' acre. The rents are 
made almoft entirely by grazing, and every care 
18 taken to iniprove the breed of cattle. They 
bring over, at the peril of forfeiting both (hip and 
cargo, Lincolnfliire rams ; and the race of thefe 
are fold from five to twenty, and fometimes thirty 
guineas a ram. 

The landlord, who gets his rent without trouble, 
and the grazier, who thrives upon depopulation, 
will tell you the lands of Munfter a^re fo rich, that 
they are injured by cultivation. ^ 

This, however, fcarcely requires a ferious an* 
fwer ; for, if their lands were as fruitful as Arabia 
Felix, induftry would improve them ; but they 
have many fpaces that demand perpetual culture. 
Their meadows, moftly in their loweft and wet- 
ted grounds, have never been drained, manured, 
or fowed with ^rafs feeds* If we add to this, 
what ground mtpht be faved, by feeding their 
flocks with turnips, peas, beans, carrots, cab- 
bages, &c. n will be evident that the fame farms, 
now occupied by brutes exclufively, would main- 
tain the fame numbers ftill, together with farmers 
and manufacturers five-fold. 

there 
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There is, I am told, a ftatute, unrcpcalcdt cn^ 
joining the cultivation of not lefs than five acres 
out of each hundred, under the penalty of 40s. But 
riiis aft is as dead as the letters of it.; for all the 
rich are delinquents, and none but the impotent 
poor are left to enforce the performance of it Be- 
fides the quantity to be tilled wab inadequate to 
the purpofe of population, and the penalty too 
fmall for a fandtion, if the quantity had been fuf* 
ficient. 

In Mr. Armftrong*8 library, a worthy clergy- 
man of Tipperary, may be found great entertain- 
ment, not only from the books, but from fom« 
antique curiofities, difcovered in the neighbouring 
bogs. Thefe are of fuch importance to the form- 
ing juft ideas of the ancient llate of Ireland, that 
it needs no apology to enumerate fome of the an- 
tique curiofities found in a fmall bog at CuUen, 
near Tipperary, with the time of their difcovery.

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Herodotus fpeaking of the tombs raifed by the 
Scythians for their kings, (ays, ^^ they laboux;ed to 
raife as high a ipount of earth for them as poflible/* . 
Thefe artificial hills then muft be attributed to the 
Scythian origin of this people^ I was furprized 
to find the ingenioi^s Mr. Molineaux afcribin^ them 
to the Danes, cfpecially as he mentions two coins ^ 
of the emperors Theodofiusand Valentinian, being 
found in that famous tuniulis at New Grange, 
near Drogheda. This, though not a decifive evi* 
dence, is certainly a prefumptivc one, that thefe 
fepulchres weie anterior to the Danes in Ireland; 
and the rather, as thofe coins ^re defizribed to be 
(harp and unworn. Suqh mounts, however,, arc 
not peculiar to Ireland, 

A brafs fword was found in a bog near CuUen, 
which is twenty- fix inches in lei^h, and weighs 
near two pounds. 

What makes thefe In'azeh fwords fuch a valu* 
^bie remnant to the Irilh antiquarian, is, they 
ferve to corroborate th^ opinion, that the Phoeni- 
cians had footing in this langdom, for the fword- 
blades fo lately found upon the plains of Cannae, 
were of the fame metal and conflrudion ; and be- 
ing ufed by the Carthaginians, who were originally 
Tyrians, they eftablifli the certainty, that thefe 
brafs weapops were Phoenician alfo. Confequent« 
ly, fomewhat more than prefumption arifes^ that 
Ireland had its arts and letters from thex:ountry of 
Cadmus •, as her traditions uniformly report. 

I cannot avoid mentioning to you a circum- 
ftance relative to the brafs fwords : Lord Town- 
fend liked its form fo much, that he told Mr. 
Armftrong he would adopt it in his regiment of 
artillery. For you muft know, that when this 

noble- 
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nobleman was lord lieu(enant of Ireland, he took 
a tour to learn the Hate of the qountry, and paf- 
(ing this way he outrode his fuitc, and overtook 
Mr. Armftrong. Then fell into converfation; and 
our worthy parfon hearing that the rcprefentativc 
of majcfty was to fleep at Tipperary, lamented 
the b^dnels of the inn, and that he could not pre* 
fume to offer a bed to fo great a gueft. But, fir, 
fays he, taking him for an aid-de-camp, I fhall 
be happy in giving you a bed and fupper too, 
when you can difengage yourfelf from your atten- 
dance on his lordftiip. J live not far from the 
town, and any body will (hew you the houfe of ' 
Mr, Armftrong,. the mmifter of the parilh. 

This adventure muft have been doubly pleafing 
to our facetious viceroy, when he alighted at Tip* 
perary, anil had a profpedt of the wretched en-. 
tertainment, to which he muft have fubmittcd in 
a dirty ale-houfe. Hei, howdVer, fineffed no lon- 
ger, but fent down his compliments to Mr. Arm- 
ftrong, with a meffagc, that lord Townfend would 
take a bed >yith him. And fo well pleafed was 
he with his hoft, that he took the firft opportuni- 
ty of promoting his fon, who was an officer in 
the army. This I relate to the mutual honour of 
both parties. 

In this neighbourhood lives the defcendant of , 
him who gave the laft and fatal ftroke to the un- ' 
happy Charles. He had been a comnion dragoon 
in Cromweirs army. ; and for this fervice, the 
ufurper rewarded him with a captain's double de- 
benture. 

After parting atTipperary, I foon afccdded the 
Gaultees, and then dcfcended into a valley, called

This is the tiniverfal order of .nature, aini I ^ 
v^ifli Getttemen^ who are fo . foild of circular 
dumps on the tops ^ hills, in hilly countries^ 
would attend Xo'it< Sittit^ nolv after a very go6d 
dinner, and having nothing to obferve of the place, 
but that comitig in late^^ I wi^h difficulty gpt a 
bed in any of the inns, and that I muft fisxiiretii^ 
to an ordiW!?y bed, and a dirty chamfber, I ftiU 
employ thei^>):^ryJllj,.i« feUing down my reflefti- 
on$i ttpo0 this fubjatiy confirftied by what I 6b* . 
fcrved to-day. . . 

It will not,; I believe,, be con^rovejUcd„ that the 
moft beautifal countries are thofe ^bicli are gent- 
ly varied with hill and dale ; equally removed frona 
theroughnefe of the mountain, or the dcadnefs of 
the flat. If mountains are introduced to embeHife 
the fcenery, they muft be placed at a diiedif- 
tance^ elfe their ruggednefs is deformity. It 
(bould then be the plartter'af objefit to reduce tlw 
bwidlkip to^ tlie .happy mediuro of bcin^ neither 
toio hilly nor tt>o leveK And in this picVurefepic 
mixoire of hiU and dale, £ew countries are^ 1 fup- 
pofe, more happy than Ireland ; it wants nothing 
but plantation and cultivation*

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means ta encourage the undulation. You are, bj 
planting it with ihe loftieft {oceR, tree^ to give it 
Daidiie& and yara^y ) for in ib doings you relieve 
it froai that tirefome uniformity whkhereepsakxig 
a dead flat. 

On^he other hond^ if the country is too hilly; 
you are, s^ fer as in you lies, to reduce it nearer 
to a plain; ^t by that expenfiye, arttefs, and ge-^ 
nerail^ ineffedkuai noode of removing earth, but 
by pkntini^ the vaBey, or along the feet of the 
hills i for k^ this means, you dedij^ the height of 
the plaQtati<i»3 from the height of th^ hill, and, as 
it wesei, level the hiil by appar^tly r^ng thci 
vaUey $ and thus approach nature's varied medium, 
the very effence of beauty. ' 

By planting «n great eminence, infteaid of cor- 
redking, yoa exaggerate the deformky of your 
gKmndS; IVees are in themfehres fo beau^ifol^ 
that I am always glad to fee them .wherever thejr 
are, efpecialiy in this naked coimisry, butithefintt-^ 
mk of hor bills are not the place for tbenu 

Fviext the circular figure of thefe clumps, on 
the tops of hills^ is of aM others the mioft arlkft^ 
for of ifopertime^icals the- circle is the moft: cap^^ 
cious. Confequently, inftead of difpiaying your 
trees to the bed* advant^e, you in aS^St hide a 
great proportipn of them 5 Avhilft you make an 
oftenfation of art, both in the choice of the figure 
and of the fituaiion. ' . 

Having paft apart of the county of Ltmerick, 
we entered that of Cork, and* foon after NficbaelV 
town, which is fourteen lafh, but near eighteen 
EngHlh rniles from Tipperary. And here, for 
the firft time, we fejt enough of that wretchedricla 

I had 
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I had fo often heard of in Iriih !nns. But it was 
not to be expected that fuch good accommodations 
fhould be met with m a crofs road as in the dired' 
ones from the dtpital. 

In all this way, though the grounds were ge- 
nerally fertile and pleafant, I few but one gentle- 
man's feat. This one was well wooded,, and fitu- 
ated on the brow of a hill, over hanging a little 
ftream which meandered through the valley, near 
• which were barracks, and fevcral ruins of old re- 
ligious houfes, at a place called Gaul-baliy, i. e^ 
the town of the Gauls or Celts. I then doubled 
the fouthern* ridge of the Gaultees, which was terr 
minated by what at adiHancefeemed a fugar-loaf, 
but at its bafe a promontory. 

This long chain of hills, which fences in the 
Glin of Agherlow on one fide, difputes with Man-^ 
gerton, in the county of Kerry, pre-eminence of 
altitude. Yet, in this refped, they are not to be 
compared to Snowdon, or even others of the 
Welch mountains. But they are of forms the moll 
beautiful, fantaftic, and pidlurefque, that can be 
imagined. Firft they rife from little hills, till at 
length they fwell into mountains, acclivity above 
acclivity, fhade above (hade ; fome piercing the 
clouds in fpiral lines, fome conically acuminated, 
and fome over- hanging the reft, in horrible mag- 
nificence. 

However poor Micbaers-town now is, it is the 
principal place in the barony of .Clangibbon and 
Condons ; near it is a fine houfe with a park, and 
improvements of the earl of Kingfton, feated on 
an eminence that commands a noble profpe<5t E. 
and W. In the houfe is a large hall, rou;id which, 
on the top, runs a handfomc corridor ; the ftair- 

cafe 
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cafe large and light, on the cieling of which is 
painted the rape of Proferpine. Above the hall 
is a gallery, 70 feet long and ^o broad; from 
whence is a fine profpcdt of the Gaultee moun- 
tains to the N. £• the high mountains of Knock- 
mekdown, to the S. E. and in the center of both, 
the CumeraghSj in the county of Waterford ; all 
ranged in the manner of the fcenes of a vail the- 
atre. Several of the chambers are furniflicd with 
variety of coloured marbles, found on the adja- 
cent grounds* On the E. fide of the houfe ftands 
an handfome tower, in which is an elegant ftudy, 
well furnilhed with bo(>ks, and beautified with 
bufts and paintings •, and to the N. is a fine canal, 
lately- formed, the fides of which being riling 
grounds^ are adorned with penfile gardens. On 
the S. ftands the paik, finely wooded^ and well 
ftocked with great variety of deer. Here are alfa 
other gardens, kept in fine order ; and near the 
houfe are the walls of a caftle, which belonged to 
a white knight, and was a fine old building, but 
deftroycd iii the wars of 1641* Michaers-town is 
feventeen miles from Cork, fituated on a height, 
and in a rich limeltone foil. Here is a pretty mar- 
ket-houfe, built of hewn ftorie, where is held a 
large weekly market, and fomc good houfes. 

At one end of the town is the church in decent 
repait, being a chapel of cafe to Biigowne, now 
in ruins, which, if we may believe Colgan, was 
an ancient bilhoprick. The walls of this church 
ftili remain ^ they were built of large blocks of a 
very line freeftone, brought hither a great way 
from the mountains : I have obfervcd, that moft 
of our ancient churches Were built of this ftone ; 
Here were the iremains of one of the round towers, 
whidi ftood thirty yands from the fouth weft angle 
of the church, and fell down in the memory of 

Vol. n. E fcveral 
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feveral people. A relic tvaS k^pt here> catted 
Bacuhis Finacbani, i. e. St. Finichan's ftafF; on 
which the adjacent country people uled to fwear, 
and to'which feint this building is attributed 5 hts 
fcftival is kept here on the 25th of November. 

Brigowne is a mile eaft of Michaei's-totvft. Near 
the latter place is a good chalybeat fpSVv^ tjot^^ 
flopped up by the falling of the earth into the 
well.. A gentleman havirtg mentioned a walfer 
near Michael's- town^, which heTaid had the qaa- 
lity of pucging horfes; when I weftt to the fpo't^ 
I found it to be a fine lime-ftone fpribg, anil thM 
the place abounded with the i^icuta Aquatica, or 
Hem lock- water Drop wort, which I imagine gave 
this purging quality to the water. A mife fouth 
ofMichei's-town, on a hill, ftands the caftle of 
Cahirdriny, i.e.. Fort ^rofpeft,b(iilt by the Rochefe^ 
at iprefent 1$ the eftateof Arthur Hyde, £fq; whdfe 
anceftor, Sir Arthur Hyde, lived in this caftle, in 
wliich he was often attacked by the Irifh. It com- 
mands a very extenfive profpedt, ahd is alfo fttn 
from evpry part of the adjacent country ; and a 
mile weft of Michael's town, is the caftle of Ca- 
rigahure^ built by the Condohs. 

From" Michael's-town the country becomes un- 
fpeakably dreary for feven dr eight miles. iThe 
gre^teft part of it is an unvaried wafte, witbotit 
eirher hijl or dale, bog or mountain, arable or 
pailure; for though high it is levd ; and Ihdugh 
black, it iis extremely Hard ; too ftony for tnfe 
plough, and too barren for grafs. 

We procfeeded to Phafabry, three miles^ to the 
weft. Where is a decent ilew built church, in En- 
glifti proteftant fchool, and a p[arfbnage prettily 
utiiatcd* From hence thfe river Ft^nchebh ^ ab^ 

com|>anied 
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cprppanjed us tlwee nailes fouth-eft to Glaaworthv 
leaving the ruined c^ftle of Dunmahonon the left. 

Glanwpjrth is fituated two miles north of the 
Bfec^water on the Funcbeon river, formerly a cor- 
pprajjion^ now a decayed village. Here was an 
a^>bey, of which the n^ve oi tb^ church, with a 
k>w fteepk, remain. : 

He»r this abbey, OiO the verge of the Puncheon 
river, i§ a fii^e ipring, bubbling out of a lime- 
ftone rock, of limpid water, held in great efteem, 
a^s an holy .well, by the fuperftitious Irifli ; it is 
d§4ic?^d \Q St. Dorainick, and vifited on his fef- * 
tivf^l. Over the well, is a large old tree ; on the 
troughs of which, an infinite number of rags, of 
aU colours, ^re tied ^ memorials of their devo- 
tion to this water, which, they affirm, has per- 
formed feveral miraclous cures. Here are the 
iixagn;ificeat tuins of a fumptuou^ caftlc, which 
ponfift^dof fev^r^i buildings, and a large high 
tower, ^U ftrongly ere(fted on arched vaults, and 
built of very lykaify ftones. 'Our modern . Build- 
ings may boaft of regular columns of Greek and 
JlQ(J>an archite(Si|ie ; but to raife fuch ponderous 
ftruftures as thefe, would. In the prefent age, re^ 
q«\re an infinite expence. This caftle is envi- 
roned with ^ ftrong wall, flanked with turrets ; 
near it is a fton^ bridge over the Puncheon. 

Frooi Glanwprth we proceeded fouth, leaving 
Hag's B^d, or Labacally, noticed in Journey IIL 
Qji the left, and John's Town, a fmall viliage on 
the TarnjB fide of the road, and vifited Creg-caftle 
Qfl the bJack'Water^ near which is an handfome 
hqufe and good improvements, where are (ome 
fiiie paintings; to the weft of which place is Bal- 
lyphilip, another decayed caftle. There are few

foils where apples ot various' kinds thrive better 
tijan in this country ; on the oppofite fide of the 
Black water is BallymacaUen, a good houfe, on 
the eaft of which about a mile is Fermoy, already 
vifited in the third Journey. About half a mile 
to the weft of Bally macailen, alfo on the banks of 
the Black-water, Is Bally-hooly-caftle and Wood^ 
formerly a foreft of great extent on the Nagle 
mountains, which range on the fouth fide of the 
Black-water river. Here we again crofTed that 
river to Riimy caftle, now in ruins, formerly, part 
pf the poet Spenfer's eftate ; and half a mile fur- 
ther north, on the eaft fide of the Awbeg river, 
is Kilcumber, a good houfe and extenfive planta- 
tions of fpruce fir. From thence we proceeded 
up the eaft fide of the Awbeg to Daniel's Town, 
and Bally voher, two good houfes, and continuing 
the fame route, paffing Doneraile on the oppofite 
fide of the river, and vifited Old Court, about 
one mile north-weft from thence, and another mile 
north brpught us to Kilcoleman, a ruined caftle 
of the old carls of Defmond, but more celebrated 
for having been tlie refidence of the immortal 
Spenfer, where he a>mpof€d his divine poem of 
the Fairy Queen •, a work that is fo defer vedly 
adniired, and had fuch an extraordinary effed up- 
on the great Sir Philip Sidney, that I cannot help 
repeating a particular inftancc of it. When Sir 
Philip read a few ftanzas of thd 9th canto, which 
was fent him by the author, he was fo tranlportcd 
with the difcovery of to uncommon a genius, that, 
turning to his fteward, he ordered hinv to give the 
perfon that brought it fifty pounds; but upon 
reading the next ftanza, he ordered the money to 
be doubled 5 and upon reading another ftanza, in* 
creafed his bounty to two hundred pounds -, ad- 
ding, ** prithee be expeditious, or I (hall give him 
my whole eftate/* 

When 
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When we arrived there my mind was filled with 
an awful pleafurc: that mountain, this river, thofe 
fields and meadows, and that town and bridge of 
Mallow, which were once familiar to his fight, 
feemed dignified to mine. But, upon enquiry, I 
found this eftate of Kilcoleman, (which name it 
bears) is now no longer in the family, but through 
the imprudence (and perhaps riot) of the grand- 
fon, fell into the hands of another, 1 own, it 
grieves me much, that what had been acquired by 
the wit of the anceftor, flic uld be Joft by the folly 
of the defccndant. But this is no new thing, wc 
have too many daily inftaoces to prove this vice 
prevalent. The caftle is now almoft level with 
the ground, and was fituated on the north fide of 
a fine lake, in the midft of a vaft. plain, termi- 
nated to the eafi by the county of Water ford? 
mountains ; Ballyhowra hills to the north, or, as 
Spenfer terms them, the mountains of Mole ^ Na- 

fie mountains to the fouth, and the mountains of 
lerry to the weft. It commanded a view of iabove 
half the breadth of Ireland, and mull have been, 
when the adjacent uplands were wooded, a moft 
pleafant and romantic fituation j from whence, no 
doubt, Spenfer drew feveral parts of the fcencry 
of his poem. The Guardian pays a noble com- 
pliment to the memory of this poet, when he fays, 
the generation of paftoral writers are very long- 
lived, there having been (fays he) but four de- 
fcents in above 2000 years. Theocritus, who left 
his dominion to Virgil, Vtrgil bequeathed his to his 
fon Spenfer, who was fucceeded by his eldeft bora 
Philips. While he lived in Ireland, he contradted 
a friendfliip with Sir Walter Raleigh, who was 
then a captain in this country, under the lord 
Grey, and had a large (hare of queen Elizabeth's 
bounty, out of Defmond's forfeited eftate, as well 
KS our poet. Tb^ poem called, ^^ Collin Clout's 
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*' come home again/' in which Sir Walter is de- 
fcrib^d, under jthe name of the Shepherd of the 
Qceao, is a beautiful memorial of this frieiidflafp, 
which tool^ its rife ffom a likenefs of tafte in the 
polite arts ; a^id is thus agreeably defcribed by him 
after the paftoral manner.

From 
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from Kifcofeman vre tutn abbat one mile and t 
haFF to the weft, and -arrived at Btf ttfcvant, called 
in the cclefiaftical books Bothon, by the Iiifh and 
Spehfer KilnemuUagh, fo^Tuefly an ancient cor- 
poration. Thei*e are ftill to be feett the remain* 
of a wall that furrounded the town; and they alfo 
(hew the traces of an outward wall, t?hich ^ncte»- 
fed the other, and took up a confiderable circuit 
of ground. In this pkcfc are the renJains ^of a 
fiwnpt'tioufs ruin of the anciertt abbey of Friors 
rflpifnors, fotinded by David de Barry, in the reiga 
6ff king Edward L who lies buried therein ; be 
was lord juftice df Ireland, and his tomb ftrH re* 
rrtJirns in the choir oppofitfe the great altar. The 
walls of the choir, with the nave of the churchy 
and feveral othfcr buildings, remain entire; alfo the 
ft^ep^fe, which te an high fq^ia're tower, a-e^d on a 
fine Gothich arch ; to the fouth^ is St, Mary's cha- 
pel, in which are feveral tombs of the ancient Itiffh 
familrfes, viz. the Bairry's, tbe Magnfers, Fitz-Ge- 
raids, Prendergafts, O CaHaghahs, Donegans. 
Kfcads, Dc^rwlings, and Mealyft». In ihrs chajpel 
arc the remains of an altar, and two others, in tfhe 
nave of the church on each fide of the choir ; in 
which are other tombs of the Earrys, Nagies^ 
Lombards, arid Suples ; alfo one of a latter date^ 
of Mr. Kiehard Morgan, who died Oftober '15-, 
1748, in the' 107th year of his age: This man 
lived above feventy years at C^ftlepooky, iwaf 
Donerailc; he had been clerk of the crown and 
peace for this county, in K\vg James's time; he 
r^ver eat fait with his meat, and died with no o- 
ther co'rnplainft than the nfiere eflfe(5k of old age. 
Beficles'the above mentioned foiribs, there are o- 
rhcrs-of theGoghlans, Mac-AulifFs, and 0-Keeff«. 
About twelve years ago, as they were making a 
grave, the body of a woman was difccVered, who 
had been buried here -twenty years before, quite 

whole 
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whole and entire i (he died of the fmall-pox. The 
(kin appeared hard^ dry, and very flifF, of a dark 
brown colour ; (he was interred in a dry vault, be- 
tween two lime walls, through which the wind and 
air had a free paiTage ; which, probably, contri- 
buted to parch up the body, and keep it fo long 
from corruption. 

On the north weft fide of the abbey ftands a 
ruined tower, faid to have been eredted by an earl 
of Dcfmond, who retired here ; they call it Cul- 
len. On each hand of the weft entrance of the 
abbey, are two huge piles of (kulls, which, fome 
fay, were brought hither after the battle of Knoc- 
ninofs, which was fought but five miles from 
hence. Near this abbey ftands a part of another 
ruin, faid to have * been a nunnery, dedicated to 
St. Owen; or, according to others, to St. John 
Baptift. The name Buttevant, according to tra- 
dition, takes its rife from a woid given in a bat- 
tle, fought near this place, by David dc Barry, 
who here overthrew the Mac-Cartys, and cried 
out, " Boutez en avant,'' i. e. " pu(h forward,** 
which is the prefent motto of the Barryrtxore fa- 
mily, who take title of vifcount from this place. 
In this town is a free fchool kept in a caftle, built 
here by the Lombards, To the eaft of the town 
ftand the ruins of the lord Barry's caftle, boldly 
and ftrongly erefted, on a rock over the river 
Awbeg i the infide of this building forms an odta- 
gon, and was no inconfiderable fortrefs, before 
the prefent art of befieging places was invented. 
Within the court is now a good modern hbufe. 
Somewhat more to the eaft ftands the church, 
which is a modern ftrudture v but the ancient re- 
mains, of two churches, one dedicated to St, 
Bridget, and ihe other to the Virgin Mary, are 
ftill vifible in the fame church-yard. This old 

town 
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town feems formerly to have been an aflemblage 
of church and religious houfes^ which, being dif* 
fblved, c6nfequenily went with them to ruin. 
*Thc new turnpike road from Cork to Limerick 
runs through it^ The fitAiation of it is fine^ but 
the accommodations for travellers are as bad as can 
be met with. * 

The halntations of the people are a collection 
of the yileft cribs, raifed of dry flones^ not fix feet 
high, interfperfed with the aptique towers of bat- 
tered caftlqs, and au^uft remains of ruined monas- 
teries, >yhere fine paintiags in frefco are yet vifiblc 
on the vvalls, highly pleafmg to thofe who have 
any tafte for the polite arts. 

Spenfer tells me, thfat Buttcvant was demoli(bed 
in the reign of Edward IV. by Murrough O'Brien, 
who breaking forth fr< m Thomond, at the head 
* of the difconterited Irilh, like a fudden tempeft 
over-ran, and. laid watte Connaught, Munfter, 
and Leiniler ; whilft O'Neil was doing the like iji 
Ulftcr. He foon created ' himfelf king, and was 
called king ot all Ireland, as Bruce of Scotland 
had 'done in the reign oi Edward IL 

* FroHi Buttevant we proceeded about five miles 
north tp Charlevilje, the p^cipal place in the ha- 
rpny.of Orrery and Kilmore, fituate on the molt 
northern extremity of the county of Cork, and the 
borders of Limerick, h was formerly q^led 
Rathgogan, but was made a corporation at the 
exp^nce, and encouragement of^ Roger, the firft 
carl of Orrery, lord'prefident of Munfter ; who 
here kept his prefideniial court,, and adorned this 
town with a magnificent houfe, built ia 1661 ; fo 
'whk:h he added noble gardens, and a fine park. 
This houfe was burnt down, in the ytar 1690. Jn 
Vol. II. F this 
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vtfiis to^rn the fame ear] df Orrery endowed a cfr- 
htAttdftteCchiyoij who, dltltotjgh he had great of"- 
ficefi and A pflbntiful eftisfe, yet Ms foul reamed 
itrach larger th&n his fbhune : the (ante nofaJemkn 
procured the tr^&kftt of bne of. the tharter-fchbdlii 
near thl^ tbWn^ whtth is properly provided with 
necclTaries. 

Ih tbi^ R>wn fe ft dfccetit parHh ehutch, ere<!ted 
by the lord Orrery befc^e mentioned, arid a good 
horfe-barrack,. on that part of the town which 
fiands in the county of Limerick; It is a confldira- 
ble thbrbdgh*fai« JFroni Qark to Linierlck, and ii 
very well watered 5 but thfere being no tiirf-bogs 
ntar the place, firing is dear. 

The lattdfi rbiittd Charleville are moftly iihder 
ftnck fur butter and beef, with very littW corn ; 
the podr^r inhabitants living on potatoels and mtik.

This caflle 
was demoliflied by the late earl of Egmont, who 
drained the ground^ built the yiU'age of Annagh^ 
and eftabliflied the linen manufadure therein. 
Through this morafs the road runs from Church- 
town to Charleville, which, from the deepnefs of 
the foil, is in winter extremely bad. As lime- 
ftone abounds in all parts of this countrv, tillage 
might be carried on at an inconfiderable expence, 
the foil being naturally very rich ; on the contra- 
ry, one fees very little corn here, but herds of 
black cattle and (beep, every where ; fo great is 
the encouragement for beef and butter in the mar- 
kets of Cork and Limerick, and fo fmall is that 
for corn ; yet there' are large quantities of wheat 
yearly imported into the city of Cork, which is 
one of the moft plentiful places in the kingdom. 

Church-town is a fmall village* prettily planted ; 
in it arc the ruins of the old church called Bru- 
henny. In the ninth of queen Anne, an aft of 
parliament was obtained, by the late earl of Eg- 
mont, for removing the fcite of this church. The 
new church is a good buildings in form of a crofs, 
the chancel is paved with black and white marble, 
the produce ot this couritry ; in the chancel is a 
vault, where feveral of the houfe of Egmont are 
interred. 

Burton, near Church- town, was formerly a no- 

. ble feat of the Percivil fafnily, burned down in 

the late wars, by the fame party of king Jameses 

forces who btirned Charleville. The plantations 

and improvenlents are very beautiful and extenfive. 

Here are large orchards and a noble park. The 

. walls of the houfe ftill remain, which fhew it to 

have been i large elegant building, moftly of hewn 

i ftone 
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ftone. From Burton to the new parifli chtircb^ 
there is an avcpv»e» wtll planted. The manor of 
Burton is very large ; the foil in this neighbour- 
hood is exceeding good, Heirtg a light loamy 
^arth, confiderably deep, over a limeftone bvOttom. 

Near Barton is Egmont, the houfe of whibh 25 
now- taken down. It was finely fituated with a 
gccd park, well {locked >yiih deer. * 

The country for fome miles is planted with a(h, 
elm, oak, and large quantities (^,f fir, than which 
iall no timbei: tree, in the winter feafon, affords 
more beauty ta a kndfcape. Round iEgmdnt, the 
foil is a grey clay, refemb!ing marie ; but it does 
not ferment with acids, and yet the roCks are aU 
good limeftone. Walfli^Ttown, a taile north-reaft 
of Bur]ton, is a good houfe, rouqd which are good 
plantations ; here was fornierly a caftle, built by 
the Barrys, feveral centuries ago ; in the wars of 
1641, it was fortified and garrifoned ^ but was 
taken by the Irilh in i645> with the reft of his 
caftleSi And more eafterly, on the river Awbegt 
is Ballin guile, a good houfe, with large orcfhards, 
and numerous plantations; this houfe was built on 
the foundation of an ancient caftle of the Staple- 
tons, eredled foon after the reign of king John. 

From thence we pafled again through that part 
of Buttevant on the weft fide of the river Awbeg, 
which river has accompariied us fome way on the 
left hand to Ballybeg, which is but a fmallwalk 
from Buttevant. Here was a monaftery founded 
io 1*37- Some part of the building, particularly 
the fteeple, which was a ftrong ftrudure, and the 
caft window of the chancel, have outlived the in- 
juries' of time. By \he holes which remain in the 
vaulted roof of thc'fteeple, there were here a chime 
• of

comienttifed to be (hot, tbget h H* with another ftew- 
arti of Sir Philip i^irdVari, h\x\ by his indulgenee 
they were pardoned iThis csditlfe is a j^raHefo* 
gram, or oblong fquar^ ef i^<i by 140 fi?et ; jit 
was fltinkcd bv fix great towte«, two iquare, af^. 
four rbund ; iitt gatfewaj, which fACed the fauth, 
Wais defended by a ftro 'gtafttei from which, 6n 
cither hand, were the apartments ; the w^lfe wert 
thirty feet high. This caftle is faid to have been 
btiih by king John, h wis recovered from the 
hiih in i^ijo, when a breach'made it ftill vifible, 
rtrar thefouth weft to^ver; and it has ever fin€c hk- 
mainedin a ruinous condition. This caftte has ^• 
fc(ftiTally fuflfercd from the loyalty of its inhabi- 
bitants ; the ruins <>{ its feveral lufrets, and other 
works, afford the imagination a more pleafing 
Idea, 'than tlie moft mag:wficent ftrtifture coukl 

well 
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well do ; as one looks on the wounds of a veteran 
with more veneration^ than themoft exad pro- 
portion of a regular beauty ; and as thefe ruins call 
to mind the devafiation caufed by our intedine 
^foubles, the hillory of thofe particular places is 
Wturally fought after. In a fteld, fouthi of Lif- 
caroll, is a deep hole, which, the country people 
affuired me, could not be fathomed ; I threw fome 
iloncsdbwn it, winch I heard diitinctly for about 
fift^n feconds, before they reached the water, in 
which I heard them plunge; this p]acc^ they call 
Kate*s hole. There are alfo feveral fubterraneous 
patTages near the caille, in a limeftone ground. 
The lands hereabout are ail paflure ; the foil is a 
yellow clay, intermixed with a grey earth, in fome 
places deeper than Qthers. 

To the north weft of Lifcaroll, is Altamira, an 
degant feat i^nd neat houfe with pretty improve- 
ipents, which commands an extenlive profpefl to 
to the eaft. At a place called Kilbrahar, i. e. the 
church of the brotherhood, was a ruined monafte* 
ry, but of what order is uncertain *, it ftood be- 
tween Church- town and Lifcaroll. A mile wefl 
of Butteyanc, isDunbarry, a good houfe and plan- 
tation on the Awbeg river, at Lifgrifiin^ on the earl ' 
of Egmont's eftate, two miles weft of Buttevant, 
Several cbryftals have been found of the Kerry- 
ftone kind. 

Having left Ballybeg and SpringBeld we turned 
to the left, with the river Awbeg accom partying us 
on the fame,haDd« and at about two milci^and a 
half arrived a(c Doneraile^ about three miles eaft of 
Buttevant, one of the moft plf^fant and beautiful 
villages in this kingdom ; it is almofl; furrounded 
with groves of lofty fir, which, flourifhing all 
feafons of the year^ render it always agreeable ^ 

but 
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^ blit this place Is indebted for the greateft part of 
its beaut) to the fine hbufe, and cxtehfive improve-* 
ments, of Hayes St, L-eger, Efq ; fituated on a 
rifi^g ground, at the fouth-eaft end of tl;e town, 
fidng th€ riVer.AwbegV which is formed into a fine 
fCdfcade with refeiVbirs. In the front court on a' 
pedeftal, Hands the ftatue of a glkdiatof, with" 
other leffer figures, The out-offices are large and 
regi^Tarfy built; the gardens well laid out, and of 
a* very confiderable extent ; in th^m Vs a wilder- 
n^ ahd labyrinth'; and towards 'the foot of tlie 
gardens is a canal^ of 370 yards long, and 140 
broad, well ftpcked with fifli ; the water is con- 
fttfritly fiipplied by a large wheel, that cafts up .a, 
pkltof the riVer Awbeg Into a refcrvdirj which ^ 
is conveyed, under ground, into the canal, and 
returns back , oyer a cafcftde, into thei rqa^* On 
tffe brtief fide of \he riVef are plpaJa^^t lawi|S, and 
ad ei^tehrive'deer-paik, Mrell planted ai^,enclb- 
fe& i. arid 'td the eafl of. 'the houfe is*a |ine <^ecoy. 
NrdaV th6''briage,' t6 'the well encl of Doncrailc^ / 
tKe^riVeris bro^d arid d^eep, beirig retainccl in a 
fine bafon for fapptyihg the cafcades foirhiedl by it, 
as it paffesthe above improvements ; and it is ador- 
ned' with ifla^d^i planted with grpves of fir, 
whtfihladdlm i'n^iii:'preflit?(e beauty to this place.

park adjoining $ but the houfe was burned down 
by the Iri(h, ann, 1645. 

On the remains of the caftle, a barrack is ete£kr 
ed for an hprfe troop. This place being a bo- 
rough, has the privilege of returniDg two mem-* 
bers to parliament. 

In this place is a charity (chool, for ten boys^ 
which is fupported by a b^ueft of the late lord 
Doneraile. 

^htrt Was formerly a good pottery of white 
ware in this town, the clay feeming to be very 
g<x)d ; for from the fpccimen I law, it appeared 
not unlike that of Carhngford, being a bluifh ftiff 
clay. There are, round the town, fevcral quar^ 
Ties of beautiful variegated marbles. 

About i ihile eaft of' Doneraile isCaftle-SaSron, 
fo called from the large quantities of that plant 
formerly growing there ; adjoining is a well built 
houfe, agreeably fituated on the banks of the ri- 
ver, which forms feveral pleafiint cafcades in view 
of tfie hottfe, which has a regular front pf grey 
marble. The caftle was boldly eredted oh the 
bacds;s t>f the river Awbeg. 

Ia the houfe is an original painting, well exe- 
cuted, of the poet Spenfer ^ alfo a good pidture. 
of the taking down from the crofs, and another r, 
of the holy family; and fevcral rooms Jp this.^ 
hottfe are handifomcly ftuccoed by the f'rancHihis^^^ ,

On the land^ of Drum^eer, near Doneraile, is 
fi red and grey marble quarry. Upon finking of 
this c^uarry, there w»s happily difcovered a chinl^ 
in the ^rth, leading to a fubterraneous palfage, 
not uncommon in lime-ftone fojls^ by which the 
adjacent grounds were drained of gre^t quantities 
of water, that before were unprofitable bog and 
mountain, for the greateft part of the year. Here ' 
is alfo reclaimed a large tradt of bog, on the fide 
of the river, wUdi is now a rich and valuable piecQ 
pf ground. 

About a mile below Caftle Saffron, on^ the Aw<t 
beg, is the ruim^ ^aftle of ISallynemony, once 
belonging to the Nagles ; lower down the river ia 
Wairs-town, a large building i and near it is the 
houfe of ^4r. Andrew Ruddock, with (bme plan- 
tations. As the river \ifinds towards the (buth^ 
Ballyhemic, with good ii^prov^i^ent^, (lands on 
the north fide \ n^af this houfe, ^s they were dig- 
ging the foutkiation of a barn, feveral large gi- 
gantic human bones,, and, in particular, a great 
fkuU, were difcovered ; but by the negligence and 
iiK:uriofity of the workmen, they were thrown in- 
to the rubbilh, and not preferved. 

From hence the river winds foutheriy through a 
deep romantic glen, towards Caftletown Roche. 

Th^caftlc is built on a rock, over the Awbeg, 
from whence there is a pallage qut doy/n to the 
river. Oppofite tp it is a. fiel^i which they qdl 
the Camp-fieldj from whence a battery was 
erected, by a party of the parliament; forces^, ai^- 
no 1649, againft the caftle, which was then de- 
G 2 fended 
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fended by the lady of locd Rocbe for fweral idays,^ 
in a gaHant manner ; this lord refufed a . coinpQ- 
fition for his eftate from Oliver Cromwell. Caftle- 
town is but. an inconfideral^lp yillage, ?,Qd IQ it 
ftands theparith church. 

. About one mile lower do\vn the Awhe^ ^whf tp 
it empties itfelf into theBla9k->vater^ we ar^ved 
at Bridge- town, where arc the r^ins of an Ab^y% 
built in 1314, pppofitc the gre^t .altar of ,whjch 
are the remains of the ton^ of th^ £our>der, Alex- 
ander Fitz-hiigh Roche. It wa^s mpft pl^fjintly 
fituatedi at tfe very confliienc^ .gf ijbie twp riv/djfs, 
which glide tfirougn a deep rocky glen, pppoUtj5 
to the building. Here was former ly a bridge over 
both rivers. From thenjce we proc«e4ved .tp ^he. 
weftward, on the banks. pf thc'^lackTHvat^r, .ip 
fight of Carrignaconny, pd $allymacbpy, two 
good feats' on ihe {buth fide pf the jfenie xiy^rj 
and further off the Nagle rpqupt^ns, ^t f bqut 3. 
mile and a half from ^ridgp to>yn, Istheriiiped 
church bf'Monanimy, with ^ l^r^.chanqel.. Ad- 
jacent to it is a cattle, that, in fqrm^r . tinier, w^ 
a preceptory belpngitig tp the knightp cf St. Jc^ii 
of Jerufalem • rpahd tl^e ^aftle £^^c .t^es of very 
farge buildings, ^the whole augyftly JUtuftted on ajp 
high bank, over the Black-water.

A little beyond' M^onaniniy is p^llygri|5B, s^ 
pretty feat, and about a imjle further pn %Y^B\^f)g^x 
water, is Cari^enileary, a gp9<l hogife^ )^ldly»jrf- 
itiated on a higli rock over tlie.ifivef, aji^ut amjte 
tb the ridrth orwhjch is Ca^le-Kjmnj, ^ gPp4/f?f^t 
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t^o, miles to the weft df vehich «6 the C^flle of 
Cahirdawga^i, b^h of which formetly ))elQnged 
to the Roches. The lands in tl»s trad are but in- 
different^ natwUhilanding it is all a lime-ftone 
botlom; ttie fietds ar e fuU of idw furze, Httleor 
very poor pafture^ being a (hallow foil of clay^ 
qiiiced withfand. 

From Caftle Cahirdo wgan- we -proceieded di reft: 
ly fouth about three miles, and arrived at Mtl^ 
low. This town was once reckon^ed to be the beft 
viHage in^Ireland, and thongti rtot incorporated 
till'aRno i68Ji, it has the privilege of (ending 'twd 
bu^gjdfTi^s lo parliarnent. !t is pleafantly fituated 
on the north bank of the ^Black water, over which 
there is an excelteni llone 'bridge, whereby it is 
made a great thoroughfare^ Not far from the 
caftle is a^neforing, of a moderately tepfd wa- 
ter, .which burm out of the bottom of a 'great 
limeftone rock, and approaches the neareft, in all 
its qualities,' to the Hot Well Waters of Briftol, 
of any that has been difcovei^ed in this King- 
dom. Here is generally a refort ^f good compa- 
ny during the fupimer months^ both for pleafure, 
^d the bejQcfit of drinking the waters. Near the 
fpavf there are plea&nt walks, agreeably planted, 
and ciQ each fide are canals aij^d cafeades for the 
tmufement pnd exercife of the company, who 
have muiic on thefe walks. There is a long room, 
yrhare affemblies 9it bdd for dancing, card-play^ 
ing, &c. Adjoining to the well is a kind of grot- 
to. Here were, formerly^ two caftles; one on 
tht north fide of the town, called the Short Caf- 
tle ; a'lid the other oti the fouth end, being a noble 
pile of building, crefted hf the earls of Dcfmond, 
, which was rwiied in thq rebellion of liSj^i. ' 

The 
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The town beijng well fituated, the countiy 
^bout it ple^faiU, and the company agreeable, it 
hath obtained, among fome, the name of the 
Iri(h-6ath. Here is a well-built churchy alfo a 
flfiarket-houfc, and a barrack for a troop of burf?. 

The principal feats near Mallow are, Anabell, 
to the N. W. of the town; and Quarter-town, 
with g^Kxi plantations on the foiitb ftde of the 
Black v/ater. 

: , At Carrigoon, near Mallow, was a garifon fop

ing the bonndary of the Englifti and Irilh quar- 
ters. On the oppofite fide oT the river is Bally- 
garret, a good houfe ; and fomewbat further eafk 
is RocKforreft, a plcafant feat, on an elevated fi- 
tuation, commanding an cxtenfive profpe6t of the 
country, and r^^er in front, ftnd B^iforreft to the 
foyth. ^ 

Mount-north, withiii three miles of Mallow, is 
an elegant feat ; the houfe is. a fquare building, 
with two wings \ there are fine plantations to the 
north of a(h, oak, and fir, with large groves, 
beautiful avenues, and pleafaqt gardens ; fronting 
the houfe is a noble canal, well flocked with fiilx. 
The adjacent domain is alfp finely planted, and 
well laid outt into bfautifql mteadows and patture 
grounds. Nbrth-eaft of this pja^e is Drumdowne, 
9 ruined caftle of the S^rry^ 

From thisi p^irt of the country, on both fides 
the river Blackwater, down to Lifmorc, there arc 
fcvcral plcafant feats, and large plantations of cy- 
der rruit i and from them conAderable profiti.arife 
to the iriduftrious planter. 

From 
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From Mallow, up the Bkckwater, to the wicft* ■ 
ward». the (bores are compofed of limcsftonc pd> * 
'Ucs, . bUck flint, red marble^ aod (ome Iron ftone ; 
in heavy rains the river qvoiflows great traas of: 
land, which are moilly laid out for meadows, and 
produdce abundance of hiy- 

~ A road goes from Mallow to Cork^: ^hich;is 
diftant only thirteen miles, but it abounds' with ^ 
little natural or artificial decoration, except in the 
.neighbourhood of a poor village^ called To>ynf- 
michel), where the ruins ^f the fpacious^abbey of 
Mourtie in a valley, a?id of a proud littlecaftle oa 
the^b^qw of a hill, arc ftill to'be feen. There fixnc. 
Venerable oaks ftretch their long arms acrofs the 
road, and from thence wind down a romantic glen, 
in view of a new boufe of 4 gpod appearaiioe;* 

^ Frqm Mallow we made an excurfion north-weft, 
leavii)g ^^unt^north already mentioned, on our 
i^ft hand, and proceeded, one mile ftirther to Bally- 
dough, a pretiy village.. :Ai»tftle wias bi^U hei e, 
the remains of which are ftill to befee6„built by . 
the Barrys. A few years fince a jsiialybeate 4)ftw . 
near this place was in good repute, but it is nOw ne- 
gieded, and overflowa by a neigbbouring hrciok. 
About a mite further weft is Bloifom-fort, a good 
h^Hife with improvements. 

About a mile more weft, is the caftleof Log- 
hqrt, built in king John's reign. This caftle re- 
mained, for many years, a melancholy proof of ^ 
the deyailat^ ot th^ civil wars ; but it has been '.' 
of lace, repaired by the earl of EgmoAt. It'is a 
eighty feet high, the walls, are ten feet thick,, and 
xxiMated rojund with a deep trench, which is.paired 
by a draw- bridge. In one of the upper cham- 
bers is an handiome arpiory for ioj horC^.well

In queen Elizabeth's tinfdtll^'ered^^d a tiloft- 
magnificent pile near this place, the walls of 
which Vehiam entire^ It was a |>aflillclogr&nV,' be- 
ing I abffeotin' length fey eightyja breadth, 'flanked • 
with fouMfqitetfei'buiidingSw ThisiftifticStilre Was 
fout>i8ori«ifc Jhigh; and tteftawlterfe ffvi* -, eUthe

ftrong and regular fortrefs ; upon which the lords 
of the council of England tranfmitted an order 
hither, to havt the work (lopped, fo that the, fi- 
nilhing or this noble biiiWing was prevented, which 
was one of the fineft ftruitures, credcd - by any 
Iriih family, that 1 have fcen, -and very far from 
beihg capable to be. made any ufe of, fo as to an- 
noy the, government. Thus it remains ilill in the 
fame condition, the walls having braved all the in-: 
Juries of time. 'The town of Kanturk is in a 
thriving condition, feveral well built houfe^s hav- 
ing been crefted in it. Here is a neat market- 
houifc, biit no church nearer than Nef.market, 
ihr^ miles diftant. : It is tollerably well peopled, 
Byperfons moftly employed in the worued raa- 
imfafture. At Curragh, a little to the north of 
Karifurfc, was a cafile of the Mac-Cartys ; and 
ii€ar it is a moft excellent chalybeate water. The 
foil in this neighbt)urhobd is a whitifli day.j in 
fome places it is yellow, brown, and very deep, 
producing grafs in plenty, but very little tillage^ 
except foihe barley, -oats, and potatoes. ' 

' Five m'eafured Englifh mileiS vveft of Kanturk 
13 Newmarket, the laft place of any note in the 
north wefi part of the county. It is adorned whh 
aftatcly hoiife, compofcd of two regular fronts of 
hewn ftone, which ftands on the foutb eaft fide of 
the town* Newmarket confiits of one regular 
i!re:fet, ind is a confiderable thoroughfare into the 
county bf Kerry. In it rirc fomc well looking, 
houfes, and a decent parifh diurch. To the weft 
of this place, on the left hand of the road to 
Blackw^ter- bridge, ftands Caftle-Mac- Awliffy for- 
riierly the chief feat of that fept ; and there is al* 
ib another of their caftles at Cariga(iu&in, a^ mile 
VoL.Ii. H nc^th 
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north eaft of Newmarket. From thence we re* 
tamed to Kaqturk. 

The cafUe of Droma^h ftandii about three railes 
fonth weft of Kanturk ; it was built by the Q- 
Itiefe, and was their chief feat ; it is well walled, 
and flanked with four turrets. Near this place a 
vein of coal h^s been difcovered, aiid confideiable 
quantities have been raiied ; they are nc^ altoge- 
ttier as bright as the Kilkenny coal, but make a 
lafting fire, with little or no fmoak. They have 
very good culm which cpvers the large coal, ufe.- 
ful in forges, and burning lime. The lands l^erc- 
about^ aie coarfe, and afford little tillage. 

WcjR: of /Droma|h is the parilh of Cullcn, and 
near tjie church are fpme ruins, f^id to have been 
^ an ancient nunnery, not mentioned in any jrecprd* 
In tliis parifh are lymptoms of the fame coal vein ^ 
and in it is th.e ruined qaftle of Du Aragil, biiilt 
by the O-Kiefe. Near the church of Nohavcl, 
which ftands on the Blackwater, on the verge of 
this country, is the ftpmp of a round tpwer, whicbt 
with the church, are dedicated to St. Finian^ 
whofe fisftival is here celet>rated on fhe 13th of 
December. 

Near the Blackwater at Drumfhicane is a good 
boufc* Drumlhicane was a forfeited caflle of the 
O- Kiefs, with turr^its, and an high fquare tower 
in the center^ all lately demoliftied. The vf^lh 
were built of flat ftones or flags^ exceedingly w^U 
cemented. 

On the fouth fide of the Blackwater, m the p»-» 
riib of iClon^ene, is a range of niountali^^f cal* 
lecl St. Hillary's, firoxp whence feveral rapid rivu* 
lets^ Ml into t^e Kackw^ter. (Hlonmene has a good

hcHife near the. pari(h church 1 and more ep& are 
the rdiiains of the caftle of Clonmene; ruined in 
the wars of 1641. At Clonnaenc, was anciently^^ 
according to Colgan, a monaiiery of Auliin friars. 
The mountains here, that were formerly covered 
with wo9dY are now generally redaimed ^ but 
where the land was bare of trees, it is for the 
rhofti part beconie boggy and utiprofitable. Be;' 
nei^tli the turfy fbd, is a' bluifh, hard, cold gra* 
vy, fcarce to be penetrated without niuch labour. 
Not far from Clonmene is the hill called Knbckhi* 
clafliyy celebrated for a defeat given to Doiioughy 
then lord* Mufkerry, who, with 4000 lri(h, was 
mai-cliing to raife the ficge of Linierick, by tH6 
lord Brog^ly with icxx> Engliih, in July li^i. 

On ^the north fide of the river ^lackwater^. arc 
fcvcral feats, particularly Gurteenbagh, and Bally- 
raftih, both of^ which have good improvements, 
as is alfo Drumraftill, lower down the nverV atiove 
which ((ands Pallice, a good houfe and pTantatiohl 
Two ipiles Ipwer down, near the river, is l>ng- 
^e)d^ a' pleafaht^ fit uation,,commahding a profpe^ 
of the north (ide of the Blackwater, and a confi-< 
derable way up and down that river^ alfpSommer- 
vide, a neat i«!ge lower down. 

Tixe pa'riflfi of Kilftiapiclclicfi oh^ the fou^h fide 
of the Blackwater ^ in it are feveral gpod feats, 
"fo the weft of the parifii i^ I^mbardV^own, ao 
hbufe lately builf, with improvements^ More eaf(, 
D^f the parifli church, is Kewbur^r ; the church 
ofKilfhahlck ftands near this,, kept in good repair. 
'the ^caftle of Drurnaneen ilands bblaly on the 
tilackwater. About the reign of king Janties^ I. 
they crc&ed a very ftately houfe oh the foundation 
^thepaJlle,' which was ruined in the late wars. 
The^Ic bawn is large, and well incbfed with 
H% an 
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an high flone wall, flan keS with round tovers ; 
and the whole, though in rains, from the oppofite 
fide of the river^ by its lofty fituation, has fiill 
an auguft appearance. .... 

We now returned v ithin fight of Mallow, on 
the oppofite fide of the river, where is Woodfort,* 
an handfome houfe, wjth elegant plantatior^s," ^nd 
confiderable large orchards. To the fouth of the 
houfeis a circular hill, covered over with tfees, ex- 
cept fome villas that are cut through them.' On 
the top of this mount is a turret, wHcrxe the eye 
may be feafted with a luxurious profpedk of a 
great tradl of country, with the adjacent town of 
Mallow, and^the high mountains. 6fWateffi?rd, 
Limerick, and Kerry, Near the foot of this nciount 
runs the river Clydagh, in delightful mcjtndcrs, 
through groves of ever- greens, ahci foori Iboics it- 
felfiin the Black water, near Kilbolady, where are 
cpri^derable plantations of cyder friiit, firs, and 
other forcft trees. ' .... 

Dromotc, feated in the eaftero extremity of th? 
parifhHwo miles from Mallow, on the weft of the 
river Cfedagh, is a pleafant feat; the houfe was 
jately rebuilt, with an elegant froht of hewn ftonc^ 
ftucco^ between, arid a Venetian door and win- 
dow, in tjie (buth front. The ii^pprovements. are 
fitiiated op the weft fide of a fweet romantic glen, 
formed by the abovementioried rivef, whofe fides 
are etiibi:bidered WFth delightful groves of timber 
trees arid ever-greens. On' the Weft fide of the 
river,' which i% here confined fo as to fofrri a noble 
canaV, is an high terrace walk. To the north and 
fouth gf the hdufe are beautiful plantations, and 
all the valley is (haded with full grown woods, 
through wVich three viftas are cut ; the firft ter- 
minates on the north, in a view of the pleafant 

* * * mount 
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maiiiitof Woodfort abovementioncd -^ rhe fecoad 
^it h. a Roman templ^ .; and the middle . one corn- 
mands, a profpedl of a water?*fall, cafcading pver 
a I ude rockf. Another water-fall is a]fo defigned 
on the caft fide ; the viftas to the fouth guide the 
eye to the n«it. church and fteeple of Temple^ 
ryli^hael i and another to the ruin;s pf Otitlemorje. 



From thence wc proceeded fouth on the; road' 
froni fallow ta Cor k^ paffing Ol^ltmore one iiiile 
from Dromorc, owe of whofe viftas it termipates. 
Near it, on tbeeait, is Temple-Michael, and noc 
far .further Mourne^ or Bally namony -in which 
>va$ a preceptony of knights hofpitallers, founded 
in the reign of king John, r It was. ruinated in ,ihe 
reign of fid ward iV. Jt is (itiiated on the hig^ 
road, three miles fouth of Mallow. The body of 
the^ruined church fiill remains, whidi was iSofeet 
fong. The foundation walls of the preceptory 
irnclofed feveral acres, of ground -, the. fouth was 
defended by a Itrong caille, which was lately 
ftanding; and there Were two towers to the weft^ 
but feveral parts of it Ijave been of late demolifh* 
ed, and the Hones ufed in repairing the turi^ike 
road. In the church are feme grave-ftones of the 
Barrets, Qmnlaqs, ^nd qt^er ^cietit Irilh fami- 
lies. ' / 

A (faort way from this ruin is a fmall well fi* 
jfiiflied church and ftoeple, adorned with a (pire 
and weather-cock, called BallynamoYiy, rebuilt 
anno 1717 5 at whicH tin^te,' in the ruins o( the 
jpld church, was found a large fpur, and the head 
of an antique fpear, prpbably belonging to one 
of the knights biiried here in his martifil habi- 
jiments. Adjacent to the church is a charity 
fchool-houfc. This ik th? neateft country chui^h 
ih the county of Cosiu Thie ch;^)cel is femicir«*

The parilh of Dorjagbnjbre h'es in th< fouth-eaft 
bounds pf the Boggra. At this place is the mi* 
n§t^d f^&lf of fMiaghnxore^ end near a mile 
rpHth i9 ^iQpnt Riveri^, 9 good hpufe, whii;h com- 
mands an extenfive profpeA touth. Near it we 
were Informed, a large human fkull, almoit dou- 
ble the common fize^ was fome time ago dug up. 
From th^ncQ we proceeded fouth to Agh^ollog^, 
n^ar the old phutch of which ts ^ celebrated welU 
In the ch\^^cVyard k a ftone called St. Olan's Cap^ 
by which tb? comn^oh pcpple fwear on aH folenia 
oc;9afr)ns, a^d they pretend if thia ftone was cajr- 
ried oflf, it wqijW return pf Ufejf to its old place of 
refidence. Not fc^r from hence at f eak there were, 
in ^7^5, a gr^^t riuijib^r q( fqbtercgaequsf rooms or 
c^verpsi dilcpvered, feme of whigh captained a 
co^f^d^raUe nuiRibcx oiF human (kcl^tonSi. A little 
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further foutb is the ca^ftle of Girignamuck, and 
near it a ftone bridge of eight arches pver the 
Dripfcy liver, v/bich we avoided, and keeping 
foutb paffed a new parifh church at Magoutnty^ 
near thejundion of the Dripfcy and Lee rivers. 
From thence, obferving a weftem diredion with 
th? river Lee on our left, we paffibd to Macfoom, . 
or Macroomp, through a deep, gloomy, bol- 
Idw way, called Glincaum, i. e. the crookai Glen. 
On either liand is a perfect wall of fteep craggy 
rocks, covered, in fomc places, with oak, alh, 
and tnrch. To the .fduth of this hollow way 
ftandi the high tower of Maihanaglafs. 

At Mahallagh, five miles csatt from Macroomp, * 
is a plea(ant feat on the fouth bank of the Lee.; 

Four miles caft by fouth froip Macroottip, in ' 
theparifli of Canaboy, fsa pleafanc feat, graced* 
with an handfome houfe, good gardens, large or-^' 
cbards, fifh ponds, and a great number of trees 
planted In the fame parifti is Shandangan, a 
mile (outh-weftof the former, another pretty feat ; 
the gardens lie to' the Weft of the hdufe, ztid are 
formed out of a dreaned bog, which is now cut 
into pleafant ponds ; here are good orchards, and ' 
a deer park. 

Kilbarry,' three miles fouth froiii IVfacrdomp, is 
flti handfome houfe of Robert Warren, Efq ; the 
door, ¥findow frames, and belting, are of hewn 
ftone* Here are good orchards, gardens, and a 
deer park- This land is in the parilh of Madbnyi 
thpuffh in the midft of Kilmurry parilh ; in t^^hich 
laft (land the ruins of Ciodagh Caftle^ faid to have 
been built by the^ MaC'Swine)rs, w^ho Iven? anci^ 
ently famous for Iri(h hofpitality. On the welt 
fide of thd high road, near Dunuffcy, there was '

The towfi of Ma)eroomp, or, as U is proikmn-^ 
eed} Macrodn^,; is fitua^ed among hills; in a dry 
gravelly ibd^ftohcr foil. Tfhc adjacent country is 
well improved with lime, brought fix miles from 
tfceHS»ii^ fidd'Op the river Lee' This place iis'Taid 
to take itir name kath sn old crooked oak, (fo 
t»Hedki*^Irifli5) whidrfomierly grew^hffre^ uMer 
tfce?tK)ugHsof whch'traveUerstuftd'to p^^^ TH6 
€a&fe»0riMa^r6omp^ is very andenty bernj^ firft 
kmtk in king Jbhn'ia time^ tbon zfx&thQ «igliifli

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conqucft. Th<! late carls of Clancarty altered this . 
caiilie into a more modern ftrufture^ it having 
fuflfercd by fire in :i64i. It now oonfifts <>f 
t^ fquare towers, ibout fixty feet high, with 
a large modern building i)etweenthem. It is fi- 
tuated ^n ihQ fouih fide of the river Sullane, and 
has gardens and fine plantations of firs on a plea- 
fant terrace over its banks. In this caftle is an 
handfome . large gallery, with other good apart- 
ments; Sir William Pen, the faimous fea admiral, 
was born in it. At the foot of the caftle is an 
handfome ftone bridge over the Suiranc : Oppo* 
fite to the bridge is the parifli church The Fa-' 
piils have a fplehdid mafs^houfe eredled on ian 
eminence at the entrance pf the town. Here is a 
barrack for a company of foot, and a mailcet* 
, houte. I In this town a confidcrable number pf 
per fons find dpployment iq combing and fpinning 
wool 

There arc here four falt-pans conftantlv at 
work ; they have the rock fait front* England, by 
the way of Girk, from. whence it is brought by 
lawf, manufactured here^ and by carriers difper- 
fed into the country, where it is ufcd for falling 
butler for exportation. The north bank of the 
Sullane, from hence, wefterly, is very rocky, co* 
vered with heath and furze ; the feuth fide is not 
much better; yet io fo^e places there are dairy 
hoiifes, the land being general!) meadow and paf- 
ture, and^the foil a kind of farown brittle clay. 

About fijur miles north weft of Macrdomp, 
are the rem^inr of a Danilh entrenchment of an 
oval; form, the greateft diamettr is 60 yards, and 
the fntaller 40, furrouhded bya broad accp <£tdt; 
whbfe tides are almoft perpendiculari^ It has one 
narrow, path into it, facing the. cad. At a fmall 
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tfiftance from it, near. the road fide, arc five ve- 
ry large ftones, pitched end ways, forming, nn 
equilateral trijjngle, whofe infide area ma}* Cjontain 
a dozen perfons. 

A litde to the weft of Macroomp is a good feat 
called Codrum. The gardens of which are on 
the fcite of another Danilh intrenchment vaulted 
under ground. 'There are alfo (everal large ones, 
near the old church of Clondrohid, about a mile 
more north. Abput a mile further weft, on the 
top of a hill called Iveflccrefig, are the remains of 
a Pagan aitiar, compofed of three ilones pitched 
dofe to|;^her^ and a broad flat ftone lying near 
them* 

Near this is a large circular intrenchment of 
ftone, made in the fame manner as thofe of eaith; 
thefe r^ifed of dope the Irifh call Caheras. 

Cahirkegan houfc is in the parifh of Clondrohid. 
The foil is cold, mountainous, rocky, and bnggy, 
throughout this pariflb, and not fitted for tillage, 
without the greateft induftry, not only in manu- 
ring the land, but alfo of clearing it of ftones, 
otherwife it is impoffible to plough it. When the 
flones are removed, the foil ili iufficiently deep^ 
but this requires great labour,* Upon the larger 
rocks they kindle turf fires, and keep them burn- 
ing till the reck grows hot ; after which it eadly 
fphts,' and the readier, if cold water be poured on 
before it cools. This labour is not unlike Hanni- 
bai'$ in paiTmg the Alps, which Nat Lee makes 
that hero relate in thefe ranting lines : 

What after ages will with pain believe. 
Through burning quarries did our paifage cleave* 
I 2 Hurrd 
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HurPd the dreadful fire, and vinegar Inftis'd, • 
• Whofe horrid force the ncfvos of Sint ui^loos*d» 
Made Nature ftart, to fee us F€)pt up roeks, 
And open all her adamantine locks ; 
Shake off her moffy bars, o*er mountains go, &c. 

After ttie ftones are Ipofboed, tb:3 u& thfimi« 
forming enclofures and ditohes, wbieh they Odtdosn 
fail to make fufiftciently thick, having no ivam of 
materia^ ar>d no otbsr way to difpole of them. 

The cailk of Dun^larerh (whkh- Unifies Mount 
Proippift) irfeatedon a hiU^ about ^wo miie9.£buth 
of the former, ar^d aoi3imand& a vaft ^«teod:ed 
view to the weft, as far as. the bounds of Kflrcy ; 
to the eaft, almoft to Cork ; and a great trail to 
fhe fouth. it is an kiek fq^ase boil^hg, having 
feventy ftoncfliepsto^.Batticmenta : adjdi\i«igt^ 
it, ftood ibmc modern biuldsaga, ndwi in rusiot; hiMe ^ 
were large gardens and orchards, alfo dcftroyed. A. 
little to the north is t^a mined chmch 6f Klbaajaoar* 
tery. The country to the north aod wcA, ail fai! as 
eye can fee, is intermixed with lacge ^ihiius codiGs, 
and ^reen (pots; at^firft ftgbt a firafig^^ at' a dif- 
lance, might B^kc them for the riiin^tef a vaft esty^ 
the white crajgjstefbmibling fix mmy ruinedi oafttes^ 
.palaceait towerst, ancl cmirchea. iiba more levjel 
country, the eye is,perliaps, plfoafed with) little hkijb

From thence we proceeded weflt on the foulh 
iidvidf t'ReSulto€ river toBdly'vourney; (terthe 
to^¥i> of- the bek)vlsd> fix miiea weft^of Maeroomp, . 
4 ftnall vittage and niiin^ ckurch, felted ca a 
hill, to the fouth of the livcr Sullane, which runs

fiti^ more to tha w^ft. Tte dftirch is dedicat<ld 
1» St. Gobfiaie. T|iiscbu(Ch iBi 104 feet: loag, by 
a^ br^Md, whofe fteepieis readfy fa ftil urttfr agtf.

Adjaceiit is a well, dedicated to the fame iaint, 
nor is it unddfef^ing of t6e honour, fcnr (lie water 
n^pur^^ t^gfat, aind fcft; A IMe tp the ncMrlfrof 
iKfl w^^ i» a> ««rote> o& ftoma^ about; raropfeet 
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. higfaV and about nine feet in diaireter, which feems 
to be the fbundaticm of one of the finall round 
towers placed in church*yards; round this and ihe 
weii there are paths worn by the knees of the de- 
votoes. Thischurch* is feated on a fmall green 
fpot, on the fide of an bill, from whence is a fine 
view weft of the Kerry Mouiitains, which like an 
immenfe wall arc ranged feveral miles from north 
to fouth, an^ divide Cork frona ICerry. They are 
moftly rude, naked rocks, of a prodi^ous height, 
wora in nuroberlefs furrows by thjg torrents, which 
for fo many ages have been pi'ecipi rated down th^ir 
fides. 

The only place near Ballyvouxney, that bears 
the face of cuUivatit>n, for Tome miles round, is a 
good Carm, called Killeen, a ny le to the Qorth-eaft. 

, Many of thefe mountains have been forn:ierIy 
tilled ; for when the heath that covers therh ^ 
pulled up and burned, the ridges and. furrows of 
tlie. plough are vifible. About lop years ago this 
country was all a foreft. The woods confifted 
of large oak, birch, alder, fome aOi, and many 
yews of as great a bulk as the largell oak ; grea^t 
.quantities of fir are ftill taken oat of the turf 
bogs,-.. 

From Bally vourney we proceeded fouth in order t6 
vifit GouganeEarra hermitage, and.lake. through a 
country as dreadful to a traveller as tbe A)ps. After 
about a mile we palled the head of Toone-river, 
and another mile brought us to a head of the Lee, 
both of which rife in tnia romantk fpot. 

.. A fi^aU mile w«ft of lofliigeelagh. t*he river . 
I-.ee ppen«ri|rto a fine lake^ called Lough AUua, 
three £ngli(h miles long, and half a mile broad. 

ftretching 
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ftretching out into fcvcral bays; it is deep, arid 
not fordable from end to end . Salmpn-trouts j at-^ 
mod as large as falmon, fmalll river trout of vari- 
4>u8 kinds^ and eels abound in it ; ^(o the charr,br 
Alpi|>e«4rout. The river here is of a ftill flow 
motion, till emptying itfelf at Infhige^lah/ it is 
contracted, and runs with a rapid and violent 
courfc; On tbcTouth fide of this leak arda range 
of lofty rocks, in fome places covered with yew' 
and birch; and on the horth fide is a fine green 
plain cxtefuiing the length of the lake. ^ 

The upper ^nd is replenifhed with feveral rhoafi-' 
tain rills ; the chief is a rapid little brook, dc- 
fccnding from another lake, called Gougane-Barra.- 
Before one arrive at this lift; both man and hbrfc 
rauft perform penance ' for two miles y)Ver the' Ai- 
deft high- way that was «ver pafTed. A wellfpi*' 
rited bSft trembles at every ftep ; fome- parts of 
the road lie fbelving from one fide to the other, 
which often trips up an horfc ; other places are 
pointed rocks, ftanding like fo many fugar-loslves,' 
from one to three feet high, between 'which a 
borfe muft take lime to place and- fix his. feet. 
It was wit^h great difficulty that I pafied two miles 
of this caufeway in two hours.* Gougane-Barra, ' 
fignifies the hermhage of St*. Finbar ; he having 
<as tradition fays) lived here a. fcclufe before he 
founded the cathedral of Cork. This retreat is 
cfteemedoneof the greateft ciiriofniys in thefc 
parts; it lies in the remoteft folitude irAaginable, 
and is,, in reality, a imoft elegant and romantic 
i]^t ; its very afpe€t and fituation betraying a pl^ce 
fecmingly ddigned by nature for a tectujfe. •' ItjlieS 
in the bowels of vaft high mountains^ making (b 
many cnclofures round it. St. Finbat's hermit; 
age is a Imall ifland, furrounded by a fine deep aiid 
capactoas leak, of about 200 acres, almoft circu- 
lar.

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Gou^ane ]^k« ^&6x4s a very good trout, of a 
broader and flatter idnd than other trbuts* Th^ 
mountains produce a long coarfe grafe, called by 
*^the country people, fenane, here wholly employed 
ia f;;ra2ir^ young ftock and dry cattle from May 
to November. The riches of thrfe mountains are 
not on the furfacej' probably a diligent fcarch into 
thw. bowels might d-ifcover fome very valuable 
minerals. , 

We pfocecded to Inftiigeelab, fix miles fouth- 
weft of Macroomp, where is a good barrack for 
one foot comptmy, buHt in a ftone fort of fou^r 
baft ions, ereded pn.thc north end of a bridge over 
the J^ee. Near thi^ place, many pieces of metal- 
lic fubfiance^iave been found in the form of cubes^ 
as hard as iron, and glittering with fparks inter- 
mixed, of aipaie yellow, (hining like gold. Thefe 
cubes ftffe wa(hed out ot the rocks on the banks of 
the riVier, by winter floods. 

From thence to Macroomp are feverarl good 
feats and cafttes, particularly that of Carignacurra, 
near which we paffed in our journey to Dirnmana* 
wayv It :is a miy pik, being above 100 feet higii, 
itanciing on the fouchbank of the river Lee, This 
river :has its courfe here, av.d for a confiderable 
way below, interrupted wiih iflands and a deep 
sboggy traift, until it runs to the bridge of Bally- 
inaclaflfefi near Mac^oomp. Thefe jiland^ are co- 
vered moftly withoalq, alh, hazel, and biich -, at 
the feet of which grow »fern, poliypodium, and 
waier dropwort. Here are great quantities of fe- 
vcral kinds of water .6>wl in their feafona, as bit- 
terBS, cranes, duck aad mallard, ieal, &c.^ Tliffe 
.bogs Aav€ been attempted to -be dramed, ;but it 
was found impracticable. In one ottled Anaghaly, 
iisabodrt.lhbee acr^ of ground, on which is <xcel-

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lent limcAonc^ th^ fupplicsthc townof Macroomp, 
the weftern inhabitants of this barony and Carberry^ 
with linie for manure and building/ 

From Cafigracurra-caftle wc proceeded foutb^ 
through a dreary mountainous tradl which forms 
the north-weft boundary of the barony of Carberry. 
This ftupendous chain of mountains runs through 
the northern parts of Bantry, into Glanerought in 
Kerry ; the principal of thefe in Carberry are, the 
l^aunce and Sheefliv, at the foot of which we 
pafled, either of whom art little ipferior to the 
mountain of Knockmelcdown, in the county of Wa- 
tcrford, whofe perpendicular height is 90 > yards. 
At the foot of the Sheelhy is a lake ftored with a 
fpecies of red trout, which never rife at a fly. 

. About two miles diftantfouth- weft is Toghcc* 
caftle^ in a wild defolate trad, if Ve except a little 
tolerable land near the caftle. About ode mile 
further fouth is the head of the river Bandon, 
whole couffe wc followed to Dunmanway, which 
4s a chearful thriving little town, twelve miles weft 
iprom Bandon ; to which place through Conorvillc, 
is a pleafant coach road ; a great part of which 
was made a few years fmce through a morafs^ to 
avoid an old road leading to the fame place that 
was hilly, rocky, and a great diftance further 
about. Here the lat« Sir Richard Cpx eftabliOied 
a.liti' ti manufa<5ture, which is now in a nioft prof* 
parous ft.^te. The houfe wherein Sir Richard rcfi- 
ded, is in the midfi of the town, and pleafabtly 
adorned with handfome avenues, and good planta- 
tions of fir, elm, lime, chclhut, and fome beech. 
The tov^n is fcated m the centre of a fmall valley^ 
r urrounded with hills to the weft, north, and fouth. 
Th(ife to the north are rough and rocky; but from 
he;)ce to Bandpn, along the river of that name, is 

a fine 
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a fine well improved vale, eonfifting of a light 
gravelly foil. Here are a conflderable nmnb^r of 
looms at work for linen ; and the manul.ilurcrs 
were, by fcveral prcmiijms given by their land"" 
lord, according to their rpfpcdive • merits, kept 
conftantly employed. A good houfe, rent-free, 
was given to a matter, who, that year, ipade up 
the beft and greateft quantity of li-en ; and this 
infcription, in gold letters, was placed over the 
door of fuch as defer ved this reward.

- Which board was antiually removed with great 
pomp and folemnity, being called the table of 
honour j and fo greatly has this manufacture in- 
crcafed, fince its firft fettlement in this country, 
but a very few years ago, that, in 1748, there 
virere by a moderate computation, 400 hogfl»eads 
of flax-feed fown on this fide of the county. But 
its cfFcdts will ftill appear in a ftronger light, from ' 
the increafe of the number) of hdufes and inhabi- 
tants' in Dunmanway. In i735> there weje no 
more than 50 very indifferent houfes; 12 not in- 
habited, or by beggars only j and 30 by people^ 
who were» for the moft part poor and idle, fbr 
want of employment. In May, 1747^ there were 
87 houftrs, which contained 250 proteftants, and 
307 papifts, in all 557 ^ there were reckoned in 
the town 87 flax- wheels^ and 51 wollen-wheels. 
In May, 1749, the hpufes were increafed to 117, 
containing 40^ proteftants, and 402 papift», in all 
807. In all the houfes there were 226 flax-ifrheels, 
and 28 wooUcn-^Recls, befidcs thofe of tiSi© fpin- 
ning-fchool. On the firft of May Sir F.t<j ud an- 
K 2 . rually 
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riually appointed a review of all tbe wheels, on a 
pretty green near the town, which makes no incl«- 
l^gant entertainment to fee fo nnany young cres^- 
tures refcued froni want, idlenefe, and mifery^ 
decked out in decent apparel, earned by their own 
induftry ^ and to countenance this review, ihc 
young' ladies of ihe beft diftiodion in the n^^ 
boiirbood, exhibited their flti 11 in f]^nning inthia 
public a ffembly. 

Here are two very good and convenient bleach- 
yards, that n^yer want full employi;iient. That 
to the fouth is fupplied with water from an adja- 
cent lake, which is very foft, and found CKcHi^l^t 
for whitening linen- cloth. 

Happy would it be for many parts of this conn- 
try, if, infte^d of that fpirit rf devaftation whidi 
dairies produce, our villages were thus filled wit-h 
njunufackur^s, who ought to be Supported and 
encouraged, in this manner, by an .inctulgeqt land- 
lord; which would, in the end, produce hortOur 
and wealth to him and bis depeiuknis. 

Sir Richard Cox gave two acren of land, rent* 
free, for building a charter-fchool ; and fet 1 8 morc^ 
. at half rent, for 990 years -, the whole well ci^lo* 
fed. He provided date and ftones for the building, 
a^ alfo labourers \ and beftowed aol. fxic ann, to ir. 
This fchool is defigned for 40 children* 

. The country to the north of Dunmanway, is 
prodigious rocky; within a mile of the town, 
thtre is a perfeft wall, or mou^id, of rocks, run* 
ning fi Gonfiderable way 5 a y«w tree grows out of 
tjie crevices of thefe rocks, the body of which hIs 
ftventeen feet iu dreumfqrcnce, zod grows in a 
reclining manner. :

Bantry*. is a. vaUey called 
Murdering-Glcn ; ia it areyaft quantities, of lij^e- 
racks and Itbnes, thrown together in the (m^. 
fpartive conf ufioa, as i£ they were (hot out ^f the/ 
qxouth of a prodigious large volcajio ; ftqd . tbft* 
adjacent hill, on the i^p^ being hollow,, with ;* 
rugged ftony edge jwouod it,, toota joot unlike th^ 
mouth of one. About the towa of Bantry, on tl:^ 
adji^ceol hills, are fome well cultivated grounds;, 
and: I have feen a large hieadow, redainaod frar» 
a bog, that "afforded njsar douUe as much hay as I 
ever few mowed off the fame quantity of land,. 
At IS^Iurdering^Glen we entered the compouiKj 
barony of Beat and Barttry, which is very larg<i,* 
hat barren and defoiate,: there, being but two or 
three refident clergy in the. whole barony; but 
what it wants in the goodnefs of the landj is amply 
mafie up by the noblcftbays/inthe ivodd^ tha-tof 
Baalrry being capable of containiDg all the flaapping 
id Etirope: this bay is alfb called Beer*havea. 

The town of Banlry ia feated at the bottom of 
th^ extenfive bay, 6atl)e eaft fide: It wasior-^ 
merly called Ballygobbin ; as alfo the Old^towti ;. 
to diftinguifh it from another fettlement more to 
the north, called the New^^^towny where Ireton had 
a fortification ere<^ed, with four regular bafliona, 
which caufed the iixhabttafits to build near it,; but 

when 
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when this fort went to decay, they returned by 
degrees, to the Old-town, called Bantry, from its 
being the chief fettlenient of this half barony/ 
A few years ago when the pilchards frequented 
this bay, it was a thriving town ; but for want of 
employment is again fallen into decay. Near it 
flood a Francifcan abbey^ founded anno 1460, by 
Dermot O'Sullivan, now entirely demoliflied. In 
many creeks round this bay, are fe vera I fifli pala* 
CCS, a^thcy arc called, built for (aving, preferving; 
and faltingof pilchards, of which conimodity fe- 
veral tliouland pounds worth have been fent from 
hence to Spain, Portugal, and Italy ; but of Jate 
years there has not a fingle pilchard appeared on 
the coaft. The SuUivans had formerly feyeral 
good feats round this bay ; that of Rinedizart, 
was demolilhed by a Ihip of war in Oliver Grom- 
well's time : they had another at Black-rock, where 
xhett is a good houfe. Three rivers fall into this 
bay from the north, viz. Moyallah river, being the 
moft eaftern, next to Bantry, which empties iffelf 
down a fteep rack into the bay 5 neither falmon nor 
trout can get up into it, fo that it is quite deftitude 
bf cither; the Ouvane, i. c. the middle river, 
apd the weftcrii river called Curlcom. In, the towrr 
oit Bantry is a barrack for ,^ foot company, and a 
decent pariih chgjch. The bay of Baniry is twen- 
ty-fix miles long, and in moft places above a 
Jeague broad ; in the midft of it are forty fathcwn 
water : therc^re few ftands round it, the coaft s being 
all high ft upenduous rocks. The entrance of this 
bay is formed by the mountains of Beer-haven to 
the north- weft, and.ShcepVhead point to the fouth* 
eaft. On the larboard hand lies the ifland of Beer- 
haven ; all the weft fide is one continued chain of 
lofty mountains, runntug far up the country to the 
north, and dividing the counties of Cork and Ker- 
ry. The ifland otWhiddy, anciently Fucida In- 

fu!a, 
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fula, lies oppofitc to the town of Bantry ; it is a. 
picafant fpot, of a triangular form, and the^oii is 
excellent : in it is a deer park, where are both a 
f rclh and fait water lake, at no great diftance from 
each other. The deer are very fat, and this ifland 
produces as large mutton as any in the county of 
Lamerick, where the iargeft in Ireland is faid to 
be : it is not unpleafant to fee the fmall Bantry 
mutton, which is exceeding fat and good in its 
kind, compared to this of Whiddy-ifland, and 
bears no proportion to it as to . bignefs. In this 
ifland are good orchard^, and alfo a profitable hop-* 
yard; it abounds with hares, as the owner fuffers 
none to be killed. Near Whiddy- ifland are fomc 
^jmall ones, viz. Horfe-ifland, Hog-ifland, Chapel- 
ifland, and 0)ney-ifland ; and all thefe fatten leaa 
horfcs in the fpring feafon^ to admiration, ' ^ 

From Bantry to Bcer-hayen, by land, there is 
nothing remarkable exceprthe iron furnaces at Co- 
noolin, which have been in a thriving conditbn for 
fome yearis pall ; but wood begins to" grow very 
fcarce in the bay of GlangarifF, and towards the 
north weft part of Bantry bay, they dredge up 
large quantitits of a coral fand, found to be a moft 
excellent manure, and lafte in the ground above 
twenty years. 

Not far from Rofs-Mac Owen is one of the 
iargtft and higbeft water- falls in this kingdom. 
This cataraft is very vifible from the town of, 
Bantry, at leaftv fourteen miles diftant from it : ths 
water is colle^ed from various fmall rivulets and 
fpriiigs, forming a large lake on the top of a vaft 
high, rocky, and almoft perpendicular mountain 
called Hungry-hill, which is'at lead feven hundred 
yards above the level of the bay of Bantry. The 
water cafcades from the top of this mountain, in a 

beautiful 
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|)e^irtifu}Aieet, at Icaft ten yards broad, which dc- 
paiidsas it &Us ; about half the height of the moun- . 
taia in daffaes perpendicular on a promtnent rock, 
from whence amiftarifesaiizioit athiiid part of the 
ftnH» which iii feme partieulaf ftations, the fun's 
rays playing on it, and fneeting with the eye clE a 
fpe£bitor, muft make a charming appearance; 
iAk(c kind cf mifts, in fuch po^fitkms, generally Jrt- 
fle&ing the colours of the Iris ; hence it falls, from 
Tock to rock, till it has pafi<;d the ruggy decKvity 
:of Hungry-hill ^ and beifone it gain^ the ocean, it 
lias another fall^ cafcading, in an arch, over a law- 
«r hill ; all which mak^ a fine light as one fails up 
and down the bay. But 4iiofe who are curious, 
will not murmur at the labour they may have in 
vifi ting every part of this noble cataradl ; nor will, 
I hope, the poetical reader, at the following dcf- 
cription of one, from Mr. Thompfon, which very 
literally agrees with ours.

Caftle-town^ alias Cafile dermot,- is a fmaJl. vil- 
lage tif jitilenote,. oppofite to jhe iCiand of Bcer- 
liavcn^ which is about fix miles Jong, is very, 
coarfe, ^mountainous, and rugged, yet. is of great 
u(c in defending this noble bay from the fury of; 
the fouth*weft winds • fo as vcffcis within the if- 
land may rkk ibbure. 

South-eaft from Caftle-dermot ftood the celebra- 
ted Caftle of Dunboy, Which in the year i6oz, 
was.takeii by fir jQeorg« Carew,- after a moft ob- 
ftinate and .vigorous defence. Croffing a rude 
^od uncultivated country to the wefl, tlw river of 
Kenmarq; a^ it is called, though really. a large bay 
of the /Ocean; appears. The eaft fide of the 
mouth of, this riyer, is in this county; and far- 
ther up, both fides belong to that of Kerry. . 

From hente, orte l^a^ a profpeft of the. Pur fey s; 
anciently called Bea Infula. This ifland is very 
ftfong by nature,' bccaufc of the difficulty of land- 
ing, whicli-is convenient but bypoe narrow en*- 
trance, that might be defended bv a^ few hands, 
and was f<)fmerly fortified with . a caftle, by fome 
inillakcn for the ruins of. an abbey ; befidcs, it is 
impofiible to arrive at this (pot but in actead calm; 
the lead gale of wind raifing fu<:h billoyv^^ as it is 
very dangerous for any bo^t to come near the 
ftiore. This iflaod i? ^ •xcccdingly rough and coairfe, 
and }s abput three Irifli mile&long.

Mady of the rocks of this ifland are ct^mpofed 
of an excellent white fxte-ftonc, refembling Fort- 
land ftone ; they haye alfo a black kfnd, proper for 
flags and hearth ftones^whicb they carry, by fea,- 
to Cork ; ftod round the ifland arc plenty of >crab0 
and lobfters. 

. Adjoining to Cape Cl^ar^ betwe^ ft and the 
4nain land, is the ifland of Inifliirtan^ In this iflarid 
ftood the caftle.of Dufielpng, overagatni^ that of 
Dunafliad^ which, caftl^ defended the mouth of 
Baltimore harbour. Near it are the remains of a 
barradci and there are (bme old pieces of iron 
ordnance dill lying among the rocks. Within the 
walls of cbe fort is a good houfe. About a mile 
tothe fouth are the remains^ of an ancient abbeys 
founded, anno 1460. The fteeple is a low fquare 
tower, from whence juns the n^e of the church, 
with an arcaded wing to the fouth* Some pari of ~ 
thebuildiag a^flaJfcd^ bavii^ been ufed for fi(h«- 
houfes, when the pilchards frequented thia^coaft. 
This ifland has. very good bnd. in it, and h^ foil 
is vaftly preferable tu that of Cape Clear.

'To the n^w-th-^w^ft of Inlhij^can ifle, lies Hare* 
idftnd,* a :la*ge'iyuitfai^fpm, and near it are four 
ftnsll iiflandi^, caUed tbe Schenies ; alfo along the 
qodtj in the Icdldwing order, f iroRi caft to weff, 
ar© 'iJotfe41Iandi containing one hundred acres ; 
Caftle-iflaj«l, cofitawMng up acres; Long-ifland, 
containing 316 acres; and weft of all thefe is a 
fyoa\l6psit calkd Goat-ifland. ' 

All thufe iflands together, with tlie adjacent 
<;dLfti produce large crop6 of fine fingHfli barley, 

Oftiour return to Baltimore, we proceeded three 
wiles 4iorth*ettft, where the fea ehters a harrow 
Qraik^ and fioiniis a itaft water ^akc^ called Lough- 
bytte; This lake being furrourtded with liig^ hrlk, 
has i moft Toman tic appearance ; Vt is about two

oM^ne, remarkable for a very fine echo ; and a lit- 
tle to the weft of it is the Caftlc of Ardagh. 

From thence we travelled north-eaft about four 
miles to Caftletown^ or Caftle-Townfend, where 
is a hew ereded caftle of fome ftrength^ fituatiod 
, on the fide of a declivity^ where boats may land 
at the door< Off this bay is a good filhery, and 
in it are cxciellent oyfters, the water being eight 
fathom deep in moft places. CaftJetown is a fmail 
but we)l looking viHage. . An high promontory, 
called the Toerhead^ ftands a little to the weftward 
of Caftlehavcn, due fouth of which, in the ocean, 
are the high fteep rocks called the Stags, which 
being always to be feen, are eafily avpided. 

On the weftern fide of the haven is Horfe-illand, 
which produces a wonderful fort of herbage, that 
recovers, and fattens difeafed horfes to adoMratfon. 
From Caftle-Townfend we went to Rahine^aftie, 
which is fituated at the head of the haven on the 
eaftern bank. In the walls are feveral cannon- 
balls, which were (hot at it from fome veffels in 
the harbour. The eaftern point of this harbour is 
called Galledn Point, on which ^re the remains of 
an intrenchment caft up by the Spaniards, and the 
ovens ufed by them are alfo ftill to be feeh. From 
thence it is about a mile to Miros, called j in Irifti 
Garry, or the Garden, from its being better land 
than the r^ft of this barony. It is on tlie weft fide 
of Glandore harbour, in Miros pariih was anci- 
ently an abbey called San£to Mauro. At a place 
ci^Ped Carrigiliky, in this pari(h« the foundation 
of extenfivc ruins were difcovercd, together with 
a large cemetery, with great quantities of human 
boncjs y it; was probably the fite of the Abbey dc 
SanAo Mauro, which fome falfely place at Abbey- 
mahon, near Timoleagae. The houfe.of Abbey 

Shrowry 
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Shrowry wasacell toth is; the parifh church: (lands 
in ruins on the coaft, and oppofitc to it, in a 
fmall ifland called Arahas, is a ruined chapel. 

Near Glandore harbour is another iHand, called 
the Squince. 

The weft fide' of this parifli is bounded by the 
bay of Cafllehaven, formerly called Glanbarahane^ 
and by the Spaniards, Porto Caftcllo ; and the 
caft fide by Glandpre harbour, which, though 
finall, is an exceeding good one ; and neajr it is a 
caftle of the fame name. At the upper end of 
this harbour is a deep and dangerous gten, called 
the J-.eap ; on both fides of which Is the high road 
from Rofs to the other parts of Weft Carbery. 
The road croffes this glen^ which is here as fteep 
as a flight of ftairs, fo that few horfes, but thofe 
who are well ufed to it, attempt it with courage. 
To the weft of this precipice is an handfome feat, 
called Brede, with large plantations. 

At Keamore^ above the Leap, its a vtry exten- 
fiyc profpeft of a great part of the fea qoaft, with 
the harbours of Glandoreand Caftlebaven. 

On the weft end of Glandore bay, not far from 
the Leap, ^by the worldng of the fea, a large part 
of the Wll fell, down, on which grew feveral trees ; 
this piece formed an ifland of about twenty yards 
in circumference, and the trees continued to grow ; 
but It is riow almoft quite waflied away. 

From Skibbereen to the Leap in a direft line is 
only four milfs^ between which arc many loughs 
fiored with trout and eels, which the Irifh call Ag- 
hills ; and fome have fmall floating iflands, which 
fwim from 6nc fide to the other ; I have feeri fome

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of them above tf n yards broad i thcv. are ufuaUy 
compofed,at firft, of only we-ds,; atid.ftdgy Ipng 
grafs, which gathering together^ by deg-rei^,. bt>r 
mg blowii off the adjacent grounds in September* 
fdrnf\ a kind of a tuff^ck, aj.d incr^afc every year, 
by the addition of llime ani oth^r rnatter, xHm 
they collect in floating about the fides and edges 
of tha lakri^. In the parifli of KLflm-icabea i$ a

In the fame parifti is another,^ ^t^ Bailinbjugb^ 
ftored with a fine large red trout j pp. a^hili- to t'he 
eaft fide of it, i^an ancient Danish; intr?nchmeot^ 
faid to have a fubterraneoiis 'paffage .down tp. tfee 
lake. In this and other loughs, are feveral frc(h 
water wrii>kles; ex^d^ly refemWing thofo on, the 
fta fliore ,. ^)4 as mufcles and ovher kinds pf (t^ 
ihtil fifhar^ often fpunc^ in frefli.iwiter^ I do, not 
wonder that we often difcover varieties of (bells in 
places remote froni the ocean. 

. Frorh the Leap it is foiif mil^tg Ro]^, or R^fs- 
Carbery^ formerly called Rofs^Aljthrr^ i. Ci th^ 
field or pilgrimage. Hanmer, in bis Glironicle^ p* 
53f f^ys, tliis town was walkd about^ ,by:a:ja4y 
of that country ; , biit by fhe wars of the Irifh 
Septs^ particularly th(T Ctyrtys^ Drifcols, &c, the 
foundations could fcarce be traced. He.adtISs 
** that there was in it anciently a famous- umv^rft* 
ty, whereto reforted all the font h- weft p^rt ^ 
Ireland, for learning fake." It is novf a. fnplail 
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friiVKfet lowi^:, iifKfia! bi^op^^; Tfab ctthfedral 
w {upf)o(ed to hAVc faeea foundiidf by Stj FachiYsm^ 
in (he 6tb century, as .wcilras an Mxfi the rn* 
to rf which ftil! rcmslra.

in the ground, 80 yards deep, anc^each about 300 
yards from the cliffs^ inboth wliich the fca fl-iws 
by fubtt^rraneoud paflages; thefe hbkfs are called 
E. and W. PouUdufF} ondis^oh the laadsdf Dowu 
naeDy and the other on Trak>&g» 

A mite hbrth-weft of Rofe ftands BanduiF, bow 
Gidle-Salem, a ftrong rbteiantic buiMin^. About 
a itiite weft of Rofs rtins the tivet Rory ;.ntear itf 
at Bally venine^. ftand the ruins 6f the lar^eft houfe 
in Carbcry, credcd by Sir Water Goppingfer, who 
dlib de6gned to build a matket toWri«here^ bnli 
Was iHhdered fty the rebeflfon of 16^1^ m Which 
wafs thk houfe was ddfttoycd- Tht* foil betw^Tt 
this and Rofs is a light grey thiy^ fcntxed whh 6iik1; 
their' m^ure i6 fea land, whi^h afibrds tht»n pten^ 
ty of cOTiiy potaiues^ aad ferae flax. 

About 
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About three miles fouth-eaft from Rofs is Caftle 
Freke^ a pleafant feat, that commands an extervr 
five view of the ocean and ceaft to the yfcA. Ad- 
jacent to it is a large park, and alfo a fine frefh 
water lake, ftored with pike, over which is an 
agreeable terrace. To the eaft of it is Kiifcerin- 
houfe, where is alfo another frefti-water lake of 
fifty-two acres, ftored with fifti. 

At the extrerpe fouth point of land hereabout; 
is Dundede, a caftle on a very fmall ifland, to 
which there is a narrow paifage from the main, be- 
ing equally the work of nature and art. It is 
commonly by fea-men, called the Gaitey-head, 
and is fometimes fatally ipiftaken by them tor the 
Old head of Kinfale, when the light of the latter 
is not feen. This promontory, like that of Kin- 
fale, ftrctches itfelf a good way into the ocean, 
and is alfo of a confidertble heigth ; there are fe- 
veral cavecns formed at its bafe, by the working 
of the waves. 

From thence we went to Cloghnakilty, five 
miles from Rofs, where we made no ftay, but 
proceeded four miles further eaftward to Timo- 
league, i. e. Teemologa, the refidence of Saint 
Mologa. This village is fituated on arm of the 
ocean, which flows in between the hills,, whofc 
feet it walhes. From Court Mac Sherry, * (the 
harbour's mouth) to Timoleague, is two miles. 
This harbour was formerly navigable, but is now 
quite ob(lru£ted with farKl ; fo that only fmali 
fioops and boats can come to' Timoleague, ahd 
fmaller fand veiTeis about a milelabove it. A 
fmall river difcharges itfelf here, called the Ari- 
gideen, i. e. tba little filver flream j it runs at the 
foot of an hill, covered with an oak wood, for a 
mile before it reaches this town, ih a ferpentine 

^ current 
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cui^retit. At its entrance into the town it walhes 
tlie wall& of ^ caftle, which a few years ago was 
fitted up, and feme looms erected in it for linen 
weavers. The Arigidcen, in its courfe, next touch- 
es the verge of the church-yacd, whidi commands 
a profpe£t down to the harbour's mouth ; and th^s 
other fideis bounded by, a circular meadow lately 
reclaimed from the river. It next glides by the 
walls of an ancient abbey, founded in the begin* 
Biiig of the 14th century^ ! The building (though 
notroojfed) ia entire^ confifting of a large choir. 
With an aile formed by arcades on the fouth, which 
lead to. a lateral wing. There is an handfome 
fquare . Gothic tpwer^. about ieventy feet high be- 
tween the chcirand ^the.aile; and on one fide of 
the fame aile, is a fquare cloifter arcaded, with a: 
platform in the middle; tjhis leads to fevcral large 
rooms, one wherectf is faid to have been a chai>el, 
another the chapter room> a third the refetftory, 
beiides a ^ fpacious apartment for the guardian of 
the houfe -, there was alfo an hall, dormitory, kitch- 
en^ cellars, &c. altogether compofing a large 
pik of building. Here are fevetal tombs of the 
Irifh families. It is fituated between the caltle 
and abbey, under an bill which fhelters it from 
weft and northerly winds. Here is a regular ftreet 
on one fide of it, being new built for the accom* 
modation of linen weavers. In it ai^e fome good 
ilate-houfes, a market^houfe, and Ueach yard 9 it 
has alfo four fairs in the year, but no regular mar-^ 
ket. Near it is a Well, dedicated to the Virgin 
iVIai y, much frequented on the 8th of September, 
by. numbers of the irifli who imagine it to cure 
flpveral maladies. 

To the fouth-weft of the town on a rifing 

ground, is Barry VHallv a modern built feat, which

This was a pbce where the irifti 
formerly fecured their cattle by mgbt } there are 
many fuch on the coaft, particularly one, to the 
weft, defcftded by a wall, a caftle, and two tur* 
fet$ I MfKkr the caiftie are fevieral fubterraneous 
caves, ffuonmg inio tiie middle of the ifland, the 
grouiKlof which is very fertile. NearDnnworly 
iiband i6 a fpring, caUed 6t Anfi*s WelU vifited 
bj the I^^Kadftitious irUh 00 her feftival To the 
wefti the coaft is all a bold iugh fhore, abounding 
with ftupendious clifls, which aftonilh while they 
plmk m. The vuft ^panfe of the ojsean adds to 
thfi.'gmndefsr of thjs foene ; there is no obje^ af^ 
£eAs^einlod:fo much; for one cannot fee the 
faea^kig df it, ^eyen in a i^lm, withoot a pleaiing 
aftonifhment; Imt if^rhen .it is worked up by a 
tempeft, fo that the horizon feems to be nothing 
bat fciMSning ibiiiows, and floating mountains, it is 
Hapoflfible to d^foribe the agreieable horrco: thM 
affifes im fi;iGh ja j^rofpcft. 

On nJKlft sS ithis ooaft ar^e great variety of c^ves, 
worked by the fea ; the caves are generally the 
habitation of wild pidgeons, gulls, and other fea- 
fe^wls, >who.ti1^in the upp^r cfeyicibs; Mobile por- 
palfes, (eals^ .and other naonfters of the deep, ^ve 
Itttir^dxxleiiebw.

We returned hack by water to Clop^hnaldlty, 
paffing through its bay, where is a pleamnt iflaod 
called Inchideny, on which is a very delightful feat« 

Cloghnakilty, (anciently Clowncallow) is a town 
fituated near the (ea, which affords it more pleafure 
than profit; the mouth of the harbour, being 
choaked with fand, prevents veiTels of burden from 
coming up to the town. It is built in the form of 
a crofs, and here is a decent new church, fituated 
on a rifing ground ^ this is a noted market on 
Fridays for linen yarn. 

Before the wars of 1641, it was a flouriihing 
place; but being then burnt down, it has never re* 
covered itfelf. At prefent it begins to thrive. 

About a mile to the north-eaft of this place, on 
the lands of Temple-brien, are the remains of an 
arfcient heathen temple. 

Six miles north from Cloghnakitty is Iniikeen, a 
village, confiding of about thirty-eight houfes^ 
which lies on both fides the Bandon river ; to this 
place we proceeded^ intending to make the bed of 
our way to vifit the lake of Killarney. 

About three miles weft of Inifkeen there is a 
manufadureof earthen ware, the clay for which 
is brought from the county of Kerry : the lands 
here are moftly under meadow and pafiure; there 
is likewife feme corn, and no inconiiderable quan- 
tity of flax. 

A little eaft of loifkeen is Palace Anne, aa 
hantlfoine, large, well-built houfe, with pleafure 
gardens, &c. To the weft of Inifkeen, on the 
fjuth fide of Bandon river, isi Warren's brook, a 

good 
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good houfe, &c. and not above a mile further wtft 
is Phcal, and on the fame fide oF the river Caftle* 
ballincarrigy, and not far fouth-eaft from it the- 
caftle of Ballinward- A littJe v?cft of Inifkeen ift 
C3onnorfville, on the north fide of Bandon-river. 

From Inifkeen to the village of NuccVtown, 
the country is for the moft part mountainy and 
rocky, being covered over with heath, furze, and 
fern. To the north of Inifkeen is the round church 
of Kincigh, with a remarkable round tcwcr, 
about 70 feet high, and 124 feet from the weft end 
of the church ; contrary to all others of the kind ; 
the firft ftory is in the form of an hexagon, but ' 
the other five ftories above it are round. 

From NuceVtown we proceeded about three 
miles north to Strawhall, formerly Kilbrenin, an 
abbey founded in the eighth century, part of 
whofe ruins are remaining on a rifing ground. 

About a mile further is Caftlemore, in good re- 
pair, and half a mile eaft Ryecourt, an hand* 
fome hpufeand improvements, befides which there 
are raifed and planted, withiii a few years, many 
thoufands of oaks, and other fdreft trees. 

A mile weft is Crook's town, a good houfe with 
fine gardens, large orchards, 8rc. to the weft of 
which are large groves of fir. The phurch of 
Mbviddy was lately rebuilt. 

* About a quarter of a mile north of the clnirch 
is a quarry of excellent white free ftone •, and 
on the weft near Kilmurry, is a well dedicated to 
the Virgin Mary, and much frequented on her 
feftival by the common Irifli ; near it is a ftone, in 
which they pretend i3 the miraculous impreiSon of 
N a - a man's 
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a man*6 knee. On the weft fide of tile pad ftnn 
Crook'a^town to Bandon, is a targe ftaaemottti- 
rnent^ of a great Icngrh and breadth. TcaditMa 
fays it was ereded to the memory of mic Nial^ 
who was faid tb.be flaid in battle near this {ddce^ 

Near it Ib Agharbw, a good houfc whh im- 
provements^ and abotit a mile eaft by north from 
thence is the caftie of Kilcrea^ a ftro^ bnildiag) 
having an excellent ftaircaft, of a ^rk marble 
from bottom to topv about feventy feet iugfa. ft 
ilaixls a little fouth of the river Bride. The bar- 
l^cans^ plalforois, and ditch ftHl remdm. On the 
eaft fide is a large field called the BawiL» the otif 
appendage, ficMrmerly, to great iiieo^ oafties^Jiidiifill 
places were ufed for dancing, goaling, and fuch 
diverfioiw i pibafure gtrdens^ aiid 6ther improf e- 
rpents being thdn unknown in tfaia country. . fat: 
t^fe bawns they alio kept tbdr cattle by nlghtriib 
prevent their being carried oflf by wotveji^ M 
their more rapacious neighboUrb. 

About two 6dds eaft.of this cafite are tha rmm 
of the abbey of Kiicrea. A. great part df die 
l^uiiding ftili remains i among wfaiich ic the nave^ 
and choir of the chtirch. On thAfin^th fide of the 
former is a handfome arcade, of three Gothic 
arches, fupported by marble columns, thicker than 
Ihofe of the TufcaA order. This arcade cmitinaea 
to form one fide of a chapel, being a crofs aufe. 
In the choir are fome.old tombs^ iaveral6f the 
lords Clancarty being here interred, as 'Were the 
Bnrrets, and othcSr principal peiibna.of the coaxitry, 
who always oppofed the entire demOlifhtng of this 
pile. The fte^le is a lighv building, about dghty 
ieet high, placed between the nave a^d choi^ ; jt 
is (till entire, am) fupported by Gothic arches*

At 
the «nd of a lone leafttiftg tx^ this f uk Iwidi a 
lati^ wDoden ctofs, whi^ibaatemaittd th^o^ever 
fince the demolition of the abbey ; and ^^thi^ kft^ 
trance to thie abbey is by an avenue of venerable 
oak.

and Very^eep, quite inacoeffibte^ and edgt^bd thei 
eaft and wjsft with red bogi$* aitd, till tMtft ^klf 
year;i axgo, fi^quekiisd by wolves to the jgreat ait<* 
noyaace-^^ acykcent iiohabitantfr. This deftrip^ 
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tiofcbf^it vasreturited by an inqueft of jurors, on 
a . oomtniffion of furvey* anno 1656 ; and fo it 
continued, till lately drained and made excellent 
land. We proceeded on to BallinoollT, a large 
caftle not far diftant, and 6nly four miles weft of 
Cork. Here we turned north to^CooIeroe, On the 
(buth bank of the Lee, with good plantations, and 
an handfome avenue lading to the hoiife. Near it^ 
is the bridge of Intfcarra, of (iK ilohe arches over 
the Lee. The river is here contradted, having a 
fall, and runs with great rapidity. 

Upon this river are feveral feats : on the north, 
fide is Inifcarra, a decent church, and neat built 
pbrfonage houfe. Sirmount liee a mile more to 
ihc weft, on a rifing gtound over the Lee ; it is* 
Bofily wooded on the eaft fide, and has a good 
fouth profpeft of a great extent of country* v Not 
fw from, and opponte tp this feat, are the remains 
of a caftle named Caftle^Inchy. A mile north c^ 
Inifcarra, on a rifing ground is Arduum, a plea-* 
i^nt fc^t, near which is the village of CJoghroe/ 
More weftftands Ballyally, an handfome houfe 
and park.: 

: From thence we fct oul for Mill*ftreef, through 
a country, rough and uik:ul<iyated, with the Bog* 
gra mouittaiDs to tbe north, and the Muikerry^ 
Mountains before us. A dreary profpcft !. Here 
weleave Macj;oomp43n the fouth, about fix miles, 
from whence is CaumCari, (i. e. the crooked 
fccka) a rugged hill, which rouft be pafled over 
before one arrives at Mill-ftreer. On the left the 
eye is entertained with various profpeAs of the 
Kerry mountains above mentioned : the laft of the 
range, tathe north, is a lofty cone, called Clara- 
hHl ; at the foot of it is Mount-Xieader, a good 
houfe and plantations. On the left is Kilmedy, a 
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ftnall caftle now in ruins, near which wasare^; 
doubt for half a foot company. North of Kiime*^ 
dy about one mile is^Mill^ftreet, the lall village of 
any confequence in this part o£ the barony ; the 
new turnpike road from Cork to Kerry ruiw 
through it, being carried' over the Boggra moun- 
tain ; a new barrack, and fome manufodiires in* 
the linen trade fet up h^r^, will foon make it a 
place of feme note. About a mile to the eaft^ ia 
Drifhane, an high caftle ; near the caftle ia a.neilkr^ 
handfome houfe. 

From Mill-ftreet we proceeded on the new turn^ 
pike road pvef the nr^ountains that divide Cork 
from Kerry* to Glanfleik, which, till of late years 
was deemed impolTible. From tHence the river 
Fleik accompanied us to Killarney. On the left of 
the road the mountain of Mangerton reared itaf 
fiatdy head, efteemed on^ of the higheft: in the 
kingdom, at leaft 1020 yards perpendicular above 
the lake of Killarney, which is confiderably high- 
er than the fea. To the weft of. Mangerton are 
theReeks^ which feem, by the eye, to be rather 
higher than that mountain, but hills that are <^ni- 
cai, and terminate in points, appear higher at a 
di&ince than thofe which have a large furface, or 
table, on their tops ; as fteeples with fpires feem 
tp be higher than thofe which are covered with 
domes. 

The Reeks are fteeper than Mangerton, and 
have nipre terrible precipices, and declivities, fo 
that it iiB tmpoifible to determine their height by 
the baromcier. 

On the weftern fide of Mangerton is a large 
deep hole, filled with water, called the Devirs 
Putich botwli which overflows and makes ah agree-^

petlutps few ooumciea jb& Eueo|>e aflR^d t>etier. 
But thiE i& ftuih « mafter^f^oei thut ftvca -tiha^ 
Fotffldns, .&rivator Kofil, or the moft cmiftervt 
pfidnfcer is that woy^ inight hwt furoifli jbbim^ 
iifllAfafiddiitniiKttet^ not asAy to form mc, but 
fisvefal cntiMitakitiig. prafpd^bi. From this ei»i<* 
n^nc^ a ftir%jf may ba nken^ die greats part 
of tUe beaatiittl hktif and likewife of that fttipea* 
dam amphitheatifi ti nfiountmns, iirhich^ro rang^ 
ed idoag^ the loppdOae Ihores. The tovw 'of KiU 
kmey i^ ^ftatM ana it^^aaftqrn fide $ and &em the 
eaft «nd of *dtt middle bioe^ entirely i^ound Iho 
upper and lower lakes^ Ofor notibwithftanding tfacy 
aye gctsecajly reckoned but t^wo, they may not im^ 
properly be diftingui(hed in three lakes) to the vil- 
lage at the well end of the lower lake, (one narrow 
ikiiUey cXG^Med^ b the feoth, through which runs 
a riiw into fhd^upper lake) k otie ooatimod rang4 
of mdk oDormouipiDoufiiainSi the immenfe decli^^ 
vities of which are covered with woods, ffprnxiear^ 
ly their tops, down to the verge of the lakes. 

Th« romantic intmnix'ture of homiblo impend- 
ing pcociptces with tbefe to&y mounlaiA%.,JhI|C ar« 

moft 
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«xK)ft beautiliilly covered down their fidefi^ to tlie 
very verge of the lake| with arborage of every of 
the common forts of w^, miTted with ever-greens 
-of various kinds, all of which appear to be the 
fpontaneous produce of the fcni, ind witH their 
different and diverfified (hades and tints prefent 
fuch a g^rand and beautifull|y variegated fcenery on 
the immenfe dopes of the(e furrounding hills as is 
^yood defcriptipn : — add to this the numberleft 
livulets cafcadin^ in rocky channels, (kirted with ' 
trees of every kind, down the fides of theie enor*- 
dious riiountiins, fon^e of them to the height of 
a hundred yards or more at one view; while in 
4dther places are feen €atar»£^s or water-faUs, over 
;Focky precipices^ n^r ortnore diftant from (hore^ 
4nd the whole together pr^fents fiich a grand and 
jftriking profpe^ as pleafes and entertains beyond 
imagination. 

' ' Thefe are beauties exterior to the Isfke, to be 
Teen on the furrounding rocks and mountains, ei** 
ther in a ix)at or frcin the iflands, of which there 
are many and of very dif£er.6nt extent, dilperfed 
over the lake, and all of them, of any fizc, one 
only excepted^ which is inhabited by an innumer* 
sAle fight of rabbets, beautifully ornament^ witk 
4i>ee8 of every kind, with a moft delightful inter- 
mixture of ever-greens, as box, holly, yew, and, 
which is 4^ greateft curiofity of this kind, the ar* 
rfe^tus, ot ftrawberry-tr<5e, the whole of which, 
>|iere4ikewtfe, appear to be a fpontaneous produc- 
tion, and ibme of them grow to an immeme fize 
oil theici iflands.— ^e;faw at lord Kenmare's ji ta- 
lkie made ^f one of thefe yews, dae leiikves of 
<^hich w^e above two feet 4icroifi ^without ^ny 
joint ; add hollies of a prodigious magni;tude are 
<0und here; Ihave feett man^ of them equal to, 
and fome above two feet in diameter in the body 
tVot, IL O pf 
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of the tree. On fome of thcfe iilands th^rc arc 
found likewtfe (hrubs of various kinds, fuch as I 
do not remember to hayefeen, many of which I 
make no doubt^ have their medicinal virtues, from 
the refcmblance they have in fmcU to the contents 
of a Galenic Shop. 

•• The cooling and refrefliing (hade of the woods 
with which thefe iflands are ornamented, with 
their .diverfified figures, extent, and difFerent ele- 
vations from the furfaceof the Jakes, fome of them 
with flat (hores^ and rifing verdant eminences in 
itheir interior receffes from the water, others fo low 
and. generally E^ that you can form but little idea 
of theic extent, without lauding or furrounding 
kbeni^ while others again are raift^d on rocks, with 
precipices,. that muil be^ clambered if you would 
make a landing. 

'Ti$ cafier for the rural and romantic genius to 
•conceive than for me to exprefs the pleafyre, that, 
in every profpeft derives to the curious traveller 
jfrom fuch a mixed and diverfified fcene of enter- 
toinment. 

. A ; general profpeft of a beautifut fcenery of 
thefe lakes may be obtained, an<l will amply re- 
ward, thofe whofe curiofity is ftrong enough to car- 
ry them up to the top of fome of the furrounding 
mountains, particularly from the top of the rough 
and (haggy Turk, a name given! to a lofty, rocky 
'mountain, that ftands a little detached from the 
neighbouring .MangertoA, on the eaft fide of the 
entrance into the narrow ilrait that leads to the 
upper lake ; a fituation that comnt>ands the mod 
extenfive profpcft of the feveral lakes and coun- 
try adjacent, of any that could be found on the 
fdrcounding eminences. > 

'His 
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. His name he derives from the likenefs of his 
white chalky top to the Turkifli turban : you will 
find him on the righj of and not far from the 
Devil's Punch-bowl. 

From the lofty fliaggy top of this rocky moun- 
tain is feen a profped, the mbft fertile of aqueous, 
rural, and romantic beauties, within the extent of 
half a dozen miles on either hand, that any hill, 
perhaps, in the world affords, within the fame ex- 
tent. The extremities of your view, from, this 
eminence, prefent the outlines of the fcvcral lakes, 
with the furrounding verdant mountains, rocks and 
precipices ; a general view, likewife, of the deep 
and moil irriguous valley and ftraight, that leads 
frofn the upper to the lower lake, and which in any 
other fituation, is feen but very partially ; inclu- 
ding afo the country acrofs the lower lake, to the 
north and caftward, which is, in general, a very 
fertile foil, and not thinly inhabited ; with a view 
of the town of Killarney, and the feveral feats and 
villas in the neighbotirhood of the lake ; and be- 
low, in a literal fenfe, indeed, from the lofty emi- 
nence it is taken from, you have a profpedt of the 
lakes, with the verdant, luxuriant iflands, that 
beautifully ornament them, intermixed with num- 
bers of fraaller ifles, that are chiefly bare rocks, for 
they are only narrow ridges of rocks, or fingle ones 
fcattered up and down amongijt the large iflands; 
that lift up their heads above the water, as if to 
view and envy their more extenfivc and fertile 
neighbours. Taken altogether, the perfpeftive 
from the Turk is unequalled, in Great Britain ot 
Ireland, and, perhaps, in the world. 

The moft wandering eye may here rove for 
hours, from variety to variety, without difcovering 
all the beauties that lay within this view. 

O 2 But, 
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But, Indeed, to afceiid with exc^ffivt toil and 
labour this loftyi craggy mountain, tho* the plea* 
fare of thcprofpeft fcoiti iti perhaps, will itwarfl 
the curious and indefatigable traveller, yet it is not 
the plan, in my opinion, for derivmg the moft 
fetisf ying entertiinhient, that the lakies iare calcu- 
lated to afford. 

For as a Turk of thfe greateft fenfibility, woirid 
have lus tafteand choicp tbnfobnded amidft a fe« 
raglio of furrounding beauties, and till he had fe^ 
parated then>, could nether bfe fo fenfible of thdr 
particular charms, nor hive that iexquiute joy land 
iatisfa£tion that each^ in a more diftind ^ni left 
interrupted fituation, would be capable of giviog^ 
fo here, on the Lake of Ktlktn^, the beft plal^ 
for oteathing the higheft entertainment, Ihoold 
feem to be the ^ilin|; firom one beauty to anoth<»^ 
from variety to vs^riety. Atid for filch a progffiA 
the general fprm and fitiiati6n of die l^ke^ are by 
nature moft happily adbipted, froioi the extrei||e itr 
reguU^rity of the outlines, *and the infinitely div^r- 
itfied dtfp^tion of the feveral parts, which itis 
curvature round theinountains, from the weft to 
^e fouth, and the ftretgbts atid narrow paffes ftcm 
one lake to the other, naturally produces. 

For fail which way you wiH, there is continually 
Ibmcopening profjpeft of iftands tjnfeen, or differ- 
ent vtew8 of themounlfains, or of the rocks and 
horrid precipices, a new cafcade or water-fall, be* 
fore undifcovered, from w¥idi mixture andtUver* 
fity thefpcaator is perpetually getqng a variety 
of entertainment, cither frojn new objects, or from 
different views of thofe before fecii^ Natture, in- 
deed, in thtsromantrcally beautiful of her Wo^ks, 
fems to have providently confehed the imperfec- 
tion of humanity-, which ts not capable, of ftifdi 
/ high 
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high ^njbyment of her besluties, when oonfounded 
in its choice^ in pne point of ticw^ fay too great « 
muhiplidty of inviting obje£ls. 

Thferefore here (be has been carehil to malce 
Tuch a difpofition of the federal parts of her esc^ 
quilite workmanlbip, as that oaelbeauty ihall^ in 
general, conceal another^ and by tlUs good-natured 
diftribution, has given time to her votaries to ad« 
mire at itifilre^ and diftindly, as they fucoeflmdy 
tome under their obfervation • but, at the iame 
time, has generouily put into their power> if thdr 
rdblikions are equal to the difficulty and laixwr iii 
the acquifition to obtain an extenfive and xaore ge** 
0eral furvey. 

The paflage from the lower to the upper lake, 
wl^ch is one among the principal beauties of tht 
^Iftce, afford an inconceivable variety of entertain* 
ment, that cannot be had in «ny perfeiftion with- 
out navigating the ftreight. There is, however, 
juft at the entrance into this niarroW pafs from tbe 
lower lake, a length of about thirty or forty yards, 
that is unnavigable. The upper lake ftwding 
about nine or ten feet higher than the lower, ooca- 
fions a (hallow defcent df the waters, for the dif- 
tance above-mentioned, over w htch the boat rtiuft 
be drawn by the rowers, the paffengtips getting on 
(hore, and embarking again above the (hauow. 
For the waters that are coUo^ed into the upp^r 
lake, fironnt the tnountaitls, and the river that ruiiis 
In at the (buth^ pafs from thence into the kmcx atld 
larger lake, and from that, with the tivers thlit 
are coUedted into it from eaft and rtorth^ XvUh the 
waters that fall from the moisntaitis on the ibuth, 
aire difcharged kt the weft end of the lake, by a 
river, into thefea, bebw Cai^lemain tti the weft 
of Kerry, about twenty miles from the lake. 

The 
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The little check or difficulty this rapid defcent 
of the waters throws in the way in bis infaliable 
puHuit of vanity, if properly improved, is not 
without its ufes to the half-enraptured traveller at 
the place where he meets with it, who, juft before 
he comes up to it, has had his mind impreffed 
with the highefl and moft delightful conceptions 
of grandeur and fublimity, perhaps that can pof- 
fefs the human underftanding, from an aqueo- 
mountainous profpedt ; for fuch will be the efFed 
/of the profped from a boat behind the long ifland 
of the bsautifurbay he pafles through up to the 
ilreight, and the lofty mountains that delightful- 
ly encompafs. the greateft part of it. The im* 
menfe declivilies> and hollov< bofoms of which, 
over-fpread with woods of various kinds,, from 
the verge of. the. lake or bay almcft to their very 
tops, prefents a prolped that efFefts the mind of 
-the fpcCtatorina manner unfpeakable, andpoffef- 
fes the imagination with the higheft conceptions of 
.natural fublimity. You may laugh at my rhapfody 
if you pleafc, but to add to the efFcd of fucha 
fuper-emincnt landfqape, what will carry his ima* 
gination to the higheft pitch of frantic enthufiafm, 
the melodioys echoing of the horn, refounding 
with ineffable fweetnefs from the lofty circulating 
bofom of the mountains. If any fccne ii the' 
world can elevate his conceptions to the fubiimc 
of nature, it muft be a fituation like this. But ill- 
prepared i3 he indeed to meet with this cheek in 
the career of his inflamed cuiiofity. Yet nature, 
ever provident for her faithful votaries^ has happily 
thrown. it in his way. The debarl^tion at the 
. (hallow ^bpvc-mentioncd,;aDd.the rufsling through 
the woods that verge upon the ftreight, at this 
r^picjd^fcem,. gives'" him time to cool, ^ud by 
tracing, in fomc degree, the . imprefiions on his 
mind, from, the enchaniing fccne he hasjufl,paffed 

. through. 
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through, prepares him for the more perfect cqjoy* 
ment of the new aod opening variety that prefcnts 
itfclf in his navigation above the (hallow. 

The ftrcights, as they m^y be'cailled between the 
upper^ and lower lakes, are three or four miles in 
lengthy running through one of the njoft irriguoqs 
villlies t,bat nature ever formed, occafioned by the 
croffing and proje<!ting of the rocks and rnountains 
on eitlSr hand, upon each other, through which 
the navigation is continued, butbythe moft fer- 
. pentine and intricate paffage that can be imagined^ 
and. at very uneqital breadths. At fome places^ 
contrafted for roo yards or* more, into a narrow^ 
but generally a very dcpp pafs, of not much more 
than room enough to work the oars; thence 
opening into little lakes of 50 or 100 rods wide 5 
froiti whence it contrails again, and winds round a 
projcding rock or ifland,,that at. a.diftant view 
fcems to deny a paffage ; .and after turning round 
a mountain, through a narrow inflefted pafs, th? 
navigation widens again for a quarler of a mile, at 
the end of which the eye meets with the fame forh 
bidding appearances. 

Through the whole of this intricate paffage yot;i 
are prefented with . the mod diverfified fcenery 
that imagination can conceive. In. the narro\jr 
parts, with rocky (hores in various figures and 
fliapes, that are dffimilated by the bo^t-men to 
Various fubjeds, one is a horfe, another is a (hip, 
a church, &cq. and in. the wider parts, with little 
ifls^nds, fome of which are bare-rocks, while others 
%re adorned with trees, and verdant pafturage, 
la others, and more diflant profpefts from the 
(hore, you are prefented with horrible and fright- 
ful precipices, verdiant declivities of the mountains 
and glens covered with trees of every kind, corn- 
mon and ever-green, with a moft delightful mix- 

• lure 
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ture of watert&lls, ca(fcade% nearer or more di& 
tant, firom the rocks and mouatains. 

In ferious truth, the face of nature through this 
enchanting maze, between the lower and upper 
lakes, has fuch a mixture of the fublimc, or the ^ 
romantic and rural, as is infinitely fuperior to adc* 
quatc defcription, and can be conceived only by ai 
intiagination rural and romantic 

It is in feme of thefe high, craggy, and inac- 
ceffible rocks that furrond the lakes, that theea^le$ 
are fometimes known to build, but their number 
is not very confiderablei we faw but few of them 
white we were on the water. There is a moll 
ftupendotts and frightliil rock that ftands on a 
fuddcn narrow turning of this watery defile, which 
4s called the eagle's neft,' from its being feldom 
without a ncft of them on U« top. It9 front to 
the water is a mod horrible precipice. Its lidcs 
are of a pyramidal figure, and lined with trees 
from bottom to top, and with many of the ftraw- 
berry ¥md in particular. At a diftance it has a 
fine effeft, but as you approach nearer, and come 
under ihe precipice that fronts the water, its fright- 
ful impending height poffcffes the mind of ^ the 
Ipeftator, who is obliged to navigate dofc under 
H, with equal terror and admiration. 

After winding through this terpentine naaze, in 
^hich the ftranger will often think himfelf fhut 
up without any outlet, but by the « known bafk- 
' ward paffage, to enter at laft through a narrow 
pafs, of not more than ao feet, between two pro- 
jeaing rocks, into a fecond lake of two or three 
miks acrofs, and three or four in lencth, beauti- 
fully ornamented with fruitful iflands, forae of 
which feem covered with lively evcr-greens, and

one in particular, whofc beautiful produce is cn- 
tirejy of the arbutus or ftrawbcrry tree. Others 
of them fertile of ftatcly oaks, a(h, &c. mixed 
with yews, hoUys, &c. of an immcnfe fize ; the 
whole fur rounded with lofty mountains, rocks, pre- 
cipices, interfperfed with numberlcfs cafcades, and 
water-falls, will altogether be an opening fcene, 
that after his clofe and intricate pauage through 
the ft'reights, for three or four miles, will be ex-^ 
quifitely pleafing and entertaining to the curious 
fpcdkator. 

Human nature has a ftrong propenfity after va- 
riety in all its plcafures, profpcdts, and enjoy- 
mcnt&» and ccpnefted by reafon, it is indifputably 
a pamon that may be juftly and laudably in-^ 
dulged. The beauties of nature aw certainly ob- 
jects that may rationally (Engage our attention, and 
mod extenfive acquaintance ; to admire here, is 
doing honour to the God of nature, and as Pope 
moft elegantly exprelfcs it.

The lakes I have attempted to defcribc, afFord 
an incxhauftible fund of entertainment of this 
kind. To a mind fond of rural and romantic prof- 
pcfts, nothing can give a greater pleafure, than 
the face of tiature, on, and about the lake of Kil- 
larney. The variety, both high and low, that eve- 
ry where offers itfclf to our view, on failing among 
tiie iflands, and between the rocks and precipices ^ 
the copious and delightfully fliaded bays found un* 
dcr the floping mountains, on the verge of the 
lakes ; the numberlefs bays ar^d coves of lefs ex- 
tent, but not lefs beautiful, that are found among 
the iflands, (haded on all fides with groves of trees 
and ever*greens, growing on peninfulas, which 
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the fportive fancy qf nature has delineated ontjio^c 
fotilc' illes ; 'their different extent ;* their yarfoijs 
iand luxuriant, though uncultivated produce ;' eyqi 
the bare rock$ that peep up above the fur/ace in 
various (hapes and elevations, that arc agreeably 
interfperfed among the fertile, and are no inQonfi- 
deraWe addition, will, .altogether, furnidilKe 
hightft natural entertainment to §very ^seling 
spectator, - .- 

Nor h it the eye only that nature has ,ia[d Ijgr- 
fclf out to pleafe, in this aquaHnfular'paradiffe*;

This may 
be thought a little piece of Irilhifm ; but, in 
truth, it is plain good Englifh ; for it is pofi- 
tively a hunt- on the water ; ihe gentlemen who at-^ 
tend are generally in boats on the lake during the 
diverCon. 

. The ftag i$ roufed front the woods that (kirt the 
lake, and generally from thofe that grow along 
the ftreight between the lakes, in which there are 
many of them that run wild by nature, like decrs 
in an eaftern foreft, and are properly enough cal- 
led wild ftags. They are often fcpn feeding among 
the woods on the deplivUics of the mountains, that 
flope on this ferpentine valley. Horfes arc here 
made no ufc of, for. they would be ufelefs. The 
bottoms and fides of the mountains are almoll uni* 
verfally covered with woods, mnd the declivities 
are fo long and fieep that no horfe could either 
make his way in the bottom, or rife thefe imprac* 
ticable hills ; and the fta^ will very rarely atteixtpt 
to afcend the mountains. It is imprafticable, in- 
deed, to follow tlje bunt by land, either on foot 
or on horfeback \ the chafc is ^loug the valley ia 
the woods, and over the few ifmall, and, from 
their foftncfs, for the moft part, impaflable lawn? 
that verge upon the lake. Tl^e only pl^ce, there- 
fore, for the fpeftator to enjoy the divcrfiom, with^ 
out infupportable fatigue, is on the lake, where 
the cry of the hounds, the harmony of tl>c horns 
refoundirg from the hills on every fide, the uni*- 
vcffal ftiouts of joy along the vallles and from th^ 
fides of the mountains, which are often lined ymi 
foot people, who get out in great numbers, and 
go through almoft infkiite labour to partake and 
afTift at the diverfion, re-echoing from hill to hill, 
from rock to rock, gives the higheft joy and fatis- 
faction that imagination ihould coiiceive can arifc 
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pom the chafe, and p^rb$ips can no where be en- 
joyed with that fpirit and fublime elevation of foul, 
that a thorough-bred fpottfman feels at a ftag-, 
hunt on the Ijake of Kill^rncy. There is, how- 
ever, one imminent danger that awaits him, which 
is, that he may forget wl^ere he is, and jump out 
of this boat, , ^ . . 

When hotly puriiied, and weaijed with the con- 
ftant difficulty of making way, vrithhis lofty ^ ra-. 
mified antlers, through the woods that every way 
oppofe his flight, the terrifying cry of his open-, 
mouth purfuers, that thirft for his blood, at his 
heels, and aimuil withiti Jight, no wonder, , if in 
the few critical moments he now has to confult for 
his fafety, that he fliould look towards thejak^ as 
his only aflylum, or if defperate in the choice, 
that he (hould prefer drowning to being torn to 
pieces by his mercilefs purfuers.— —Once more 

he looks upwards but the hills are infurmount- ; 

able, and the woods, but lately his favourite 

friends, now refufe him fhelter, and, as if in 
league with his inveterate enemies, every way 

oppofe his paifage. A moment longer he flops

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credulity in that as well as irr many other cafes, in 
which I found them poflefted of in xio fmali mea* 
iure. 

The depth, indeed, of the upper and lower lakes 
ts, in many places, furprizing, frwil the accounts 
our pilot gave us, equal to three or fourfcore fa- 
thom, and in fomc places clofe' under the rocky 
(hores, fifteen and twenty fethom deep. Even * the 
depth of the middle and l^ft exteniive lake, clofe 
under the Mfangerion, he affur^d us was, in fome 
places, equal to 76 fathom, though not abovctwo 
miles in its greatell extent. And whatever may 
^e the depth of the Devil's Punch- boWl, as it is call- 
ed by OS, but by the na'ti>^es in the neighbourhood 
Pouier-Infriri, or the Hole of Hell, it is certainly, 
in a Vuperficial view of it from the top of the 
mountain, a moft aftonilhing produdtion. The 
horrible depth, but at the fame time, regular form 
of this immenfe concavity, the narrow diafm 
found on one fide for the difcharge of its waters, 
theexceffive d?pth likewifc of the water within, 
altogether confidercd by the fpedator, it will be 
thought one of the moft furprifing produAions of 
the kind, perhaps, in the world, and wdl worthy 
the notice of every curious naturalift tliat (hall vi- 
fit the lake of Killarncy. 

The northern and weftern fides likewifc of thefe 
lakes, add very confiderably to the variety of 
entertainment of a voyage on the lower lake. 
——From the valley at the weft end, through 
which the whole colleflion of waters difcharge m- 
to the fea, is one continued range of hills, rot 
equal indeed to the mountains on the fouthern fide, 
yet affording much beauty in profpedl from the 
lake ; and as they are ornamented from the very 
(hore with woods and cuhivated enctofures, with

fom<5 feW houfes interfperfcd^ they make a moft 
agreeable addition and diver fity to the more imrne* 
diate beauties of the lake. The ground alfo riling 
with a gentle afcent, affords a moft ample and par- 
ticular view from the lake of thefe rural ornaments, 
even to the top of the hills, on the very fummit of 
which^ and terminating the profpedt, (land the 
inconfiderable remains of the ancient city of Ag- 
hadoe, very little of which, befides the ruins of 
the cathedral, is now remaining. 

• Oh the caftern fide is a rich and fertile plain for 
two or three miles, through which defcends a river 
into the tower lake. On the north-eaft fide flands 
the town of Killarney, in a delightful fituation^ 
as every place in the vicinity of this beautiful lake 
muft be, and in the fummer time, from the num* 
berof vifitors to the lake, is a very chearful, lively 
town. So great is the refort here, jndced, that the 
faihionabl^ cant at bur public fpaws of^ good and 

bad fealons, of providing for the feafon,— 

of expectations from the cnfuing fcafon, with other 
expreflions of the like kind, are here very impor- 
tatitly introduced. We were not a little at a lofs 
at firft hearing the word feafon mentioned, 'fill, 
upon enquiry, we found it was the feafon for vifit- 
ing the lake, which is a very long {eafon indeed, 
for it may be feen with great pleafurc from May 
to November, in which month, as the fruit of the* 
ftrawberry-tree begins more generally to ripen^ 
that beautiful ever-green, which is one of the pecu- 
liar beauties of the lake, appears in its greateft 
perfection. Thiscircumftance is true indeed, but - 
though the people of the place affirm that the 
month of November is the beft time to fee the lake 
in its utmoft perfection, I do not think fo.

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themanfion, or palace rather, of the duke of De* 
von, is not, I affure you, comparable to it. Uni* 
formity in an artifiqal cafcade is the greateft ab* 
(urdity that can be introduced, becaufe really the 
fartheft frc^m a juft imitation of qature. We had 
the good fortune to fee this with the advantage 
of an extraordinary fall, for it rained one whole 
night almoft during our ftay at Killarney, and the 
next day morning we puflied off our boat again, 
on purpofe to fee this cafcade in its greateft per- 
fedlion. 

There is, in truth, the moft deltght&l and en- 
tertaining fcenery on the peninfula; near Mucrufs, 
and in profpect from it that imagination can painty 
or the moft romantic &ncy conceive ; it is in the 
very centre of lakes, mountains, woods, lawns^ 
and fertile rocks, for even the roc\sis appear to ve- 
getate into trees and (hi:ubs. This laft is a natural 
curiofity 'of the place I have not yet taken any nof 
tice of; there is really fomething extremely curi- 
ous and entertaininjg in the appearance of this roc- 
ky vegetation ; it is really furprifmg to fee the tlou- 
rifhing growth of trees among, fome of thefc rocks 
where there is hardly an inch of earth vifible to 
fupport them, and the wild extravagant manner 
in which many of them grow, twifting and curl* 
ing about the rocks, is very diverting. 

The bodies of fome of them are really feated 
on the folid undivided rocks, with their ramified 
roots curling like ivy over the furface of the rocks^ 
till they reach the earth down the fides : even the 
trunks of many of them are fertile of feveral kitids 
of woods. You will frequently find old trunks that 
(liaU have three <pr four trees growing out t)f their 
bodies. I have feen an oak, an a(h, an hazel, a 
birch, and a bulb, fo incorporated into the trunk 

of 
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of an (M HvcJy holly , tliat'thcy appeared to grow . 
out of its very body^ and to exift by feeding on 
its vitak. ' 

The account that is given for thefe vegetable ex^ 
travagations of nature, is not only very probable, 
but undoubtedly the truth, that the feeds of the 
different kinds of woods are carried by birds and 
dropp>ed, and fome by the winds are blown into 
their hollow mouldering trunks, and there ftrike 
root; and in a place like this, that till within a 
few ages paft has beeft unnoticed, and almoft un- 
inhabited,' fince the expuliioh or difperfion ot the 
monks, about 6 or 700 years fince, but by the 
; birds and quadrupeds, it is'ruiural to expeft pro- 
digies in vegetation, and, indeed, many fuch have 
been fou^d here ; but, however, eafiiy accounted 
for, fuch wild extravagant phcenomena in v^geta* 
tion are very entertaining. The uncommon mix- 
ture of tr^es likewifc» which is found among thefe 
rocks, is very furprifing. In the compafs of fifty 
or fixty yards I have found above twenty different 
kinds of trees growing in a flourifhing manner. 
The arbutus in particular feems wonderfully luxu* 
riant in ifituations of this kliKl, and what is more 
extraordinary, it would coft any man more labour 
than he would chufe to beftow for one day, to be 
able to get a cart load of earth together from 
within the whole compafs. 

Even the very ..bowels of the peninfula arc 
fraught witfaiximes of copper ; and filver, we were 
told, has been cxtra£ted from them. I picked up 
foRie^ pieces of ore near the (haft (the well where 
they raife the ore from the nuine) tliat appeared to , 
bfifthe moft like the kind that (hould produce it, 
from their likoiefs to filver ore, which I hav«^ be« 
foreXeen.

produdtion; but, indeed, were Very probably plants- 
ed here by the Monks that fornierly inhabited 
thisfe. iilands, and the envircms about the lake. 
There are even fruit trees on foitie of them, that 
h^ve outlived the defoktioh that has iekeed the ceiJs 
( f ihofe Monkifli recluf^nt^ atid fometimes bear a 
rich and fine flavouced fruit. » 

• When in hs perfeiftion, < about November^ the 
ft raw berry-tree is one. of thfe molt be&iitiful ever- 
greens, perhaps, that Joiir climate produces, hav- 
ing at the (ame time bloom, and green and /ripe 
fi'uit on its branches. But it has nek < thef? orna> 
ments throughout the year/ asivithout fufficifent 
foundation has be^ii aflertdd of it; ... 

The fruit, by the natives in the neighbottrhood, 
is called the cane*apple ; ^vh^n ripe it is in Ihape 
much like the wood ftrawberry, but nearly as large 
as the garden ftrawberry, of a fine fcarlet colour 
Md hangs in beautiful clufteris among the branches. 

From the tempting beauty of its form and co- 
lour, *tis not a rlittlc mortifying to find ; its tafte fo 
infipid. However, I know of no danger pf eat- 
ing mdre than one or two at a time, as isiiiTerted 
by Mr. Salmon, in his account of this tree. 'Tis 
certain, they are eat in great numbers by. the peo- 
ple who live ab mt the lake, without any fenfibic 
ill efFe^ai.-— — — ^The fame gentleman has given us 
monftrous accounts of ths nze ofthis tree, that it 
is equal to twenty ^nch^s, or two feet in diameter, 
and high in proportion. But he, certainly, in this 
account, as well as in many others, wrote mod 
implicitly. The largeft to be found on thefe 
iflands, where they grow in as great Perfe^ion, 
perhaps, as any where in the kis^s dominions^ 

does

dftdiTrHHi tiento'li'ftcen feet high in gertchil; wheir 
it%'6biis up aitiaigft other tiffees oq -the iQands, it.

It fs, rfeaTly, 'a;ilnoft 'beauViful ev^^^r^^^ and 
mixed with otffers, :as ^k)X, )^eW," hbJly, 'and the 
common kinds of woqd, moft.agi;ceably. variegates 
the profpcif!. . But what adds to the ,pfi fpedtivc 
'beauty ctf the rfl{]fnas in'gjincral, is, th*al,the ever- 
grtens, and part'culariy the arbutus, .grow injh0 
gt^ateft plenty near the outfides, iiid'ia profpeft 
from the'lake.— Others rimy be fond as niyfelf of 
rural and naturarcuribfities, arid therefore 1 have 
been the more copious in my .dcfcription of the 
ini;mitable. beauties of the lake of Killarney, ftill, 
-hcJWev'er, with this humiliating refled\ion^ that the 
utmdtt efforts of the pen or pencil will fall very 
(hprt of the inimitablfe origirial. It is impoffible, 
in' dcfcriptions of this kind, where the fubjeds-of ^ 
entertainment are fo mixed and various, to obferve 
any regularity in the accounts of them. I have 
fldid ho attenti(j® to this, but only to introduce, 
fomewHere or other in the dfefcript\on, the princi- 
^1 articles, as hearts I could, tnat. were curioi^s 
and enteriairiing. The feverM fubjeds, however, 
follow in nearly the feme order that the originals qc- 
currcd to me, in tfielevcral trips I made aver this 
moft -enchanting lake ; tliroughotit the whole of 
^Which 1 have endeavoured to give the beft idea that 
^ c )uld, witlioift .ricaggeration, o^ the general fee- 
nery, and of the principal and moft remarkable 
curiofities and entertajnrrtcnts. Indeed, the fubje<5t 
will not admit of any heightening^ fo far as the 
beauty a^d grandeur of the place are concerned. 
The higheft defcription will be unequal, and muft 
•fink far below the conceptions and impreflions of 
the curious fpeftator on the fpot. There is fuch

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M trtle& difpofition of the feveral beauties, fuch an 
f mertaining variety, fuch a fublimity throughout, 
as will be fuperior to the moft laboured portrait. 
The fincft fubje^s in the world for painting and 
drawing in the rural or romantic tafte, are here ex- 
hibited in the richfijt perfection front nature, the 
fovcrcign miftrefa of thcfe ingemous arts. 

I am 4^rmcd with the place, and mud finifh at 
laft where I firft began ; I hardly think that nature. 
In any . part of this habitable globe,, has thrown 
together a finer colled ion of niaterialsfor improve- 
ment, by a very little introdudlion of art, into a 
fccnc the moft enchaniingiy rural a;id tlie mcft 
fertile of entertainment to her curious votaries. . 

The manner of returning from the loWer lake, 
IS either back through the fame fcenc, or 0:1 horfc- 
back, over the mountain, on a ttcw road, which 
■wjs made by a fubfcription of the principal gentle* 
men of tjic county/ 

This was for feveral years thought impradticable, 
'and yet confidering its length, and the carrying it 
'through ailmoft impaffible mountains, wasat length, 
completed at a frnall expence, to the great im- 
provement of the country. It leads from the head 
of the river of Kenmare, to the town of Killar- 
ney, through the barony of Glanerpught 5 by 
which an interoourfe is opened between that town 
and the fea : whereby that place c^n be fuppiied 
with ^fi(h and other fea produdions^ and it hath 
been of infinite fervice in facilitating the carriage 
of the copper ore to that river, to be (hipped tor 
Briftol. 

IHhall now mention fuch feats and bmldin'^s wor- 
thy of notice, which (lands near this IxHigh. And 
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fitft, towards the fouthern par? of the lake, mua- 
ted on a peninfula, flands Mucrufs^ the feat of 
Edward Herbert, Eft^; a fituation where nature, in 
her native attire^ very little affifted by art, out- 
dbcu every thing that human fancy, fupportcd 
with the higheft expeqce, hath yet performed •, for 
whcthci we firft rcflcd on the delightful piofpccis 
that this feat affords, as the lofty mountaios barg* 
ing over the lake, wooded almoft to their fummitsi 
tafcddes pouring ^owh from feveral of them, par^ 
ticularly that already noticed, from Mangertpn, 
which fends down a roaring torrent not far diUat t i 
the beautiful exptnfe of water which wafli^ ihe 
verge of this gentleman's gardena and imprcve- 
ments, feattered over with iflands, fb wooded as to 
repret'ent feveral wdl cultivated fpots ; alfd a par- 
ticular lake tailed Mucrufs lake, or the third lake, 
divided by the peninfula frqm the great one ; and 
on the oppofite (hore, a level, well improved coun- 
try : I 6y, whether we take in at one view all this 
enchanting fcencry, or ftop to admire in detail the 
particular beauties of the feat itfelll^ we (haJl Bnd 
fiifficient matter for pleafure and admiration. The 
natural appearance of this place, before it was 
adorned by any improvement, was that of a lu3«- 
uriant garden j where great variety of trees and 
Ihrubs, the produce only of a more (Congenial clime^ 
floui idling fpontaneoufly j as the arbutus, juniper, 
yew, buckthorn, fervice, and others, fbuhd grow-* 
ing among the crevices of marble rocks ; the feeds, 
and original plantation of wfaiqh^ I fufpe^ to have 
been laid here, many oenlur^ ago, by the monk^ 
of the adjacent abbies ; ivhere, meeting -with a 
foil and climate favourable to their prefcrvation and 
propagation, they have wonderfully ftouryhed ever 
(ince without any aflfiftance from a>t. 

R z Thcf^ 
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Thefe natural gardens, the^ffece, want^ lit^o 
afliRance to beautify them, except an eDclpfure; tp« 
wards the land, and the lopping awajf^pan of riiqnf'. 
iuxuriar ce, to form avccHies aod '.walks through 
them t befides the addition of fqchexolicS) a^h^v^: 
been but of late years ^introduced, into Irelarvd j 
among which, there has b<?en planted' a confiderar 
blc niimber of vjnes, which are novy ^reading theyr 
branches, and crawling up i^sveul llt^iog wck^^ 
variegated marble. 

It was indeed an handfom« cosnpjiment v^i;h 
was paid to this place, by a |ate rigfat reivcrcndprp- 
late. Dr. Berkley, wbofe high ta^e iu tt^^^^eautit^ 
of art and nature, as' wxlj as gpocinefs^of h^xX^ 
aod folid learning, ail the world equally ^dimir^. 
and acknowledged ; vfho being \aiked what* h^ 
thought of thi;5 feat, immefijatcly anfwered^ th^t. 
the French monarch might poflibly;beabIeto ere^^ 
another V^rfailks, l;>ut oould not with all hisirevcr 
nues lay put another Mucrufs. 

The gardens of this {^t e^t^4 to th^ ruins of 
an ancient rricry9.ca.lled Irrel^, L e. o^ the lo^g^ 
fouuded in the y^ar 1440, tor. oainorites, an4* r^ 
paired in ^468. It wasKagain^r^-ecii^cedin the y^r 
^6oz^ bat foon after fuf&red to go to ruia The 
wa>ks are furxounded by ^ venerably giroveof a(h 
trees, which are very tall^ aryi in fof^epla^estgrow. 
fpomaneoully^ from the ruins of the ^tjbey. T*w 
choir, nave and ^eepile, ftill rcnfMiin int^re, in which 
are feveral decayed tomb?. The cloyftcrs ai:e like- 
wife intire, and corif^ft of tVenty'two Qothjc ai<^s. 
of folid marbl^ which cncjofe a. fnaall lqvi«e^ of 
about thirty feet, in the ccntr? of whi^ ftands 
one of the tJlWft y^vf tr^s } h^vc fvpr fepn ;* its 
fpreading branches, like a great umbrella, over- 
fhadow the niches of the whole cloyjter, forming 
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or mote, foipmn and avrfiit kind of cpreriog to it, 
Ofizn otigitisiiMyf belonged to the place* The body^ 
of it is fix, or fix feet and' a half in circum^cxice^ 
and of that magnitude runs up a ftrait clean trunk, 
tQ the hei^t of fifteen t^i, 'till it nfi» abqve the 
ba^ttlemenis of the cloifters, and then fpreads over 
th^m in iargeand regular branches. 

The yew has always been fiicMd to. (uperftition, 
and none ever wa$ more fo than this ; numberlefs 
ajre the relations of fuperfiitious credulity here, of 
deaths and dire calamKies tjiat have, frcxn time to 
time, b^fel the facrilegious attempts upon this fa- 
cred tree, which, probably, vras jplanted at the 
time the fmcy was founded, viz. 339 years, finoe. 
The fieeplewas fmali, and capable of containing 
only a fiqgie belU and it 14 fupported by a Gothic 
arch or vault. The bell was not many years ago 
found in the adjacent. lougb, and by the infcrip- 
tihn, was known to have belonged to this priory, 
which from the time of its foundation, hath been 
^c ccmcnterybfthffMac^Carty- Mores, and other 
families. Thouiands of human (kuUs and bones 
are piled in heaps among t;hefe rukis. 

Near this liriary, are isveral buildings ajppropri* 
ated to the iron-works, the ore of which is found 
at no great difiance. At this place, and in moft 
other bloomeries in thefe paits, they ufe about a 
fixih part of the EngHih red hiine, to one of the 
native ore, which renders it left Inrittle, and more 
malleable than the Irilh ore would be if it was 
ufed alone. 

Nearer to Killarney ftand tlie ruins of GsAler 
hmgh, built oa a rook fiirrounded'by the lake ; it 
was entirely demoliflied in the wars of 1641. 
Not far from hence is Rockwood, the feat Arthur 
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Herbert^ Efqi which commands a profpeift of ihff 
)ake, and adjacent iflands, Rofs-Caftlc, and otlier 
buildings. 

Profpcd-hall, belonging to James Supple, Efqt 
looks over a fine landfcape of the oppoiite (pugti 
and its iflaods, and has its gardens well laid out» 
down to the water : the view frcwn this place dif- 
fers but little from what may be taken from th*' 
ruined church of Ajghadoe« except that it affords 
a nearer profpedk of the beauties of the lough, 
which have been already defcribed. 

To the w^ft end of the lough is Tomes, the 
feat of 0*SuHivan*More % and near a mile more 
weft on the river Laune, or l^ne, is Dunlow* 
Caftle, boldly feated upon an eminence j to the 
fouth of which is a very craggy, deef^, and ro- 
mantic chafm in the mountain. It commands aa 
extcfifivc view ^f the lake from the weft end, 
with^he meandering courfeof the river abbvemen* 
tioned, down to the harbour of Caftlemain. The 
floors of this cafile, and of the adjacent houfe, be* 
longing to Mr, Mahony, arc formed of viery fine 
planks of the yew tree, which is a wood, that if 
well wrought by a Ikilful cabinet-maker, has a 
beautiful grain and colour, not inferior to maho^ 
* gany ; but thefe noble trees, that formerly grew 
in fuch great plenty hereabouts, are now aimoft 
deftroyed. Adjoining to this caftle are fame good 
plant^ions and improvements. 

Not far from Dunlow, on\he north fide of tte 
river Lane, is New-Pallice, a houfe ajid im- 
provement of the late Mac-Carty- Moore, the old 
feat of this family^ galled alfo P^llicey^ fiaod/s in 
xuins.

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On the bankk of the fame river, more to the 
viftfty (lands a fmall ruined gaftle, eredted in the 
wars of 164I) by one captain Sultivan, as a place 
of defence. . . , . 

Two miles weft «f Djialow is M^-Giily-Cud- 
dy *s caftje. : it ftaodi^.to |he no^th of the mountains 
called' Mac-Gilly-C\iddy'6 reeks* 

Baliymalusjcaille, faid .tq have boen built by , 
the Moriarties, is alfe feated on the river Lane, 
and thefe are all the pUces of note that are fituat- 
ed on the banks of tlie faid river, from its e^^it 
oi|t of the lough to Kilorgltn, below which it dif- 
embo^es itfe)f into the h^y of Calllcitiain. It 
would be, a moft^jifeful work to the town of Kil- 
iarney^and indeed to all the adjacent country, if 
this river was rendered navigable for fmall veffeU 
of 30 or 40 tunsi a WQfk, which, frgm the flen- 
.iler obfervations made on the levels and courjfe of 
the water, I think might be executed by means 
of one, or at the moft of two lock?, befides fcour- 
ing and banking the. river, at the charge .of about 
zooqI a fum, Which^ if the whole was expend- 
ed, would fall light on the feveral gentlemen, 
wboft eftatcs are waflied by this river, or are con- 
tiguous to it. ^ The lands furrounding the lough 
and the town of Kiilarney, tc^ether with the com^ 
pany engaged in the adjacent mines, ail ought to 
Ihare in and forward the undertaking. 

This river, befidrs a great quantity of water 
with which it is fupplied from the lough, being 
;he only difcharge the lake hath, though it re- 
ceives the river Flefk, the waters of the upper 
Jake, ^nd levera) otlier brooks, hath the river Lif- 
bandine, or Gifbbandine, and another confidera- 
ble j^ivulet from the fouth, (o that there can ne- 
ver

There are al* 
r^dy fpMi" -jfjreat new roa^s finiftied to it, one 
from the CQuaty of (tork, which leads to that ci- 
ty; a fecpnd froni Ca.lUe Ifla^dt which proceeds 
to\yflij^s Limerick i the third is that to the river of 
Kenm,are before mentioned ^ and a fourth is lately 
made to Calllemain, from which laft place new 
road^ have been carried to Ttialee and Dingle. The 
nei^ba^rhpod of the mines affords employment 
for ^yeral people^ and will confeqiiently caufe a 
conjGiderable fufn pf cqoney to be fpent m it ;.a 
new ftr^et^ with ^ large coi;nmQdious inn, are 
built here 4 for the curiditiesof the neighbouring 
lake have, of Utc artrafted great nnmbers of curi- 
ous travellers to yidt it, a^nd no doubt many more 
will go thither to partake of the diverfions and 
amufements of that place, as they may be aCCured 
of being.coinP3odiou0y ^d cheaply entertained. 

Jbe principal ornament of Killarney is the feat 
ahd[ gsardens of Lord Kenmare, planted with large 
' nurferies oi fruit and timber trees. Not far from 
the houfe is a large and pleafant park, well wood- 
oi and liocked with deer, of which he hasalfo abun- 
dance in the forefts and adjacent mountains. 

Within two miles of Killarney, at the north end 
of the lakes, the ruined church of Aghadoe, an- 
tiently/Aghaboe, i.e. Campus Bovis, ftands on 
an eiQinence in a very fine (ituation ^ it continues 
to retain the name of a cathedral, although no 
Qther dignitary belongs to it but the archdeaconry ; 
it was dedicated to the much efteemed St« Finian,

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and is of grieat antiquity. There arc not the re- 
mains of an houfe or building near it, except the 
riiins of a fmali old callle, and the ilump of 
one of the round towers, which are a common ap- 
pendage to many of our ruined cathedral churches. 

To the N. of this cathedral is Barley-Mount, a 
good houfe and plantation. From Killarney we 
proceeded fouth on the New Road to the Head of 
the river Kenmare, about five miles from which 
we were fliewn a curiofity by the natives, called 
the Fairy Rock, on which are the impreffions of 
feveral human feet, Ibme naked, and others with 
brogues on, and thefe are of all fizes, from infisin- 
cy- to, manhood. The vulgar opinion is that of its 
being a fupernatural produftion ; but as there is 
nothing more common than for feveral kinds of 
clay to become petrified in time ; therefore, if it 
be allowed that this rock might have been once 
in a foft and imprcflible fbite, the wonder will en- 
tirely ceafe. 

About a mile further S. ar'e the veftigia of an 
ancient building, by tradition called the abbey of 
Oriel, and not far from it ArdtuUy, an agreeable 
feat with good improvements -, about two miles S.' 
from which, on the oppofite fide of the river, is 
Callan, amidft the moft irreclaimable lands in the 
whole county, and for about twenty miles, over 
which this barony extends, there is neither fair nor 
Uiarket, no cliurchin repair, nor refident prieft'f 
the eftablifhed worfhip. From thence we conti- 
nued our j'>U4ney weft ward on the north bank of 
the Kenmare river, and faw very little worthy no- 
tice, except the ruins of the caftle of Dunkerton, 
a^d of Cappanicufhy caftle, near which are a few 
fpots of tillage and potatoe culture fcattered among 
tue rocks, bcu badly kcured f rpm the depredati^ 
1 ' oni 
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ons of the cattle. In proceeding leftward, we 
pafl*cd the riiins of Templenoe church, and a lit- 
tle further, Ballybog, in the pari(h of Kilcroghan, 
and about a mile fcom the phurch is a curious 
hermitage or cell, hewn out of the folid rock, fitu- 
^ted on the top of an hill, by fome antiquarians 
faid to have been the refidence of St. Kieran, when 
he compoled his rule for Mcnks; on which ac- 
count the country people" hold the ltala6tical exu- 
dations of this grotto in great eftimation, ima- 
gining them to have many virtues from the fup- 
pofed fandity of the place which giveS birth to 
them. 

At Cahirdonal, a little further weft» is a circu- 
lar fortification built of "large Hones, feven fett 
high ; and yet further wcftward at Aghamore, 
are the remains of a fmall, abbey, founded in the 
7 th century. It ftands in a fmall ifland, near thf 
mouth of the river Kcnmare, having its walls fo 
battered by the fea that they Will foon be dcm^vi 
liflierd. About a league to the S. W. of this illn-d, 
which is at low water joined to the Ihore, there 
are two iflands, called ScarifF and Pinifh ; the 
former ah high mountain in the fea, and on the 
top of the higheft part of it is a ruined hermi- 
tage. 

Having viewed thefe iflands, we returned through 
.part of the bay of Baliinafkeligs, into Lough L<re, 
or Currane, which is of an oval form, three miles 
in length, and about half as broad ; it abounds 
with excellent whiter trouts and falmon. It is 
bounded on the fouth by mountains partly cover- 
ed With woods. There jare three fmall iflands in 
it, on one of which are the remains of a church 
and cell, and fome other vefligia of ruined build- 
ings. Towards the edges ot the lake, and, as 
S % the

the neighbouring inhabitants informed os, much 
further under the water, are difov^red Tevcral 
walls and other indofures, when the water is clear^ 
and the weather is bright ; whence it is probable 
that it hath been either greatly mertaftd df late 
years by fprings or that the mouth oi the rfver has 
been obftruded by fand driven in by the fca. 

, Proceeding wcftward, we arrived in about i 
mile to the river Inny, over which Wasaiiridgc, 
the piers of which how' reitiain -, the ^irch fell in a 
few years fince- It wis 24 feet wiidt^, 'MA but h 
yard thick, being only a mere footpath, which 
was afcended and defcended by fteps; it was of a 
confiderable heigth over th6 river, and being iniilt 
almoft femicircular, was generaHy called the Rain- 
bpw-bridgc. Indeed it had rriorc the rtffembhtticc 
of a triumphal arch than a bridge, kftd was 'crcft- 
lEd over a very deep J)art of the river, l^t at 
what time, and on Wfcit occafion, thet^e ik hot \ht 
lead tradition in the country. 

Near the mouth 6f the river Inriy, S. W. from 
the Raini)ow-bridgc, there Js ^ fitte e^^tenfive 
ftrand, remarkable for toeing alnioft thfe only 
fmooth place where a pcrfon might VcmHTC to pift 
his horfe to a gallop for many miles round it. ft 
is efteemed here alfo a rarity, all the cliffs of the 
coaft being exceeding high, and Walhed by the 
ocean at low water. On the verge of the bay ta 
Baltinaikeligs, where are to be feen theriiins of an 
ancient abbe^ or friery, formerly refiioved "hither 
from the ifland called thie Great Skdig, where 
there was a monaftery the time of its foundation, 
probably as early as the ftjtth century. At what 
time the rnonks quitted the ifland is uncertain, but 
by the large traces of ruined buildings, which thfc 
Tea is ebdtinually demolifhing, it appeafs that this 
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Mb^y twd h^ai formerly a ^padrai ediftoo. There 
ure (bme (ketches of a tova fttU fotnaiiitiig^ befidcft 
^iafmal) caftle built formerly o&ian ifthmus^ to djO- 
jfend tilt hsifbour agitiift piraiM. St. Midiflel's 
wdf. near thie place, is viftitd every a^th of Sep*. 
lember, by a gteat ooncouife of people, fome of 
^hoifn bring their fick, blind and Jame friends, mi 
order, as they imagine, to be heakxl by this mire- 
cubits Avatsr. AlittleweftofitisiQliemiyy which 
ha$ fome very gopd laod aear thediaFoh, wtMoh k 
in ruins. It Hands at the bottom of a loog bay, 
formed by Puffin iQand to the N. and by Bolus- 
i^ead to the 5. FVom tVi» bay tboi%nd of the 
SkeMgs range t^ a direct iine, W« S. W. Puffin 
iillind is but a fnnall diftance from the ^oie^ be* 
ing thetiioft weftem Head Lsnd isi tfaefe parts; it 
is madi frequented by the fowls called poffios, and 
43 alio w^ ftocked with rabbits. It is fteep and 
x?raggy, and hath a reniarkabie opening, br gap^ 
it\ ¥^ higheft part. Fiom Killamey hi^er i fear 
the defcription has proved as tirefeme to t<be read- 
er as it hath been fatiguing to^the traveller. Here 
Ve took a boat, and pafled overafinattparcbf the 
^eftarn ocean. In order to take a furvey of ifae 
€keiigs^ . wMch are at do great diftanoe f&am iIm 
pait of tiie^untfy. 

The firft of them, or that wiidi 9ies wKt the 
•fhore, (bring within ibpee miks of ir) 4s cdled the 
l.emon, which is a round rock aiways afoore water, 
^fid oonfc^eatfyvio ways dangereiis ta^ips, who 
rarely fall in fo ^lofe with the land, h bas'ht«4e 
^n it remarkible, except it being ^flodked wt^^ 
veral kinds of ^wl, afi is tbe fecond -^r Middle- 
<^elig, whidi i» afeout a league more to iS«e W« 
and about fix IriAi miles from the flrore. TMs 
rock is ^compofed •of a reddifb iciad of mai€(e, 
and It^ueiit^ '\^9i6i i»Cii(Bdtbletaoiirtier<tf^ gan- 
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nets, and other Idnds of birds, which breed upon 
it ; it is remarkable that the gannet nefkles no 
where elfe on /the S. coaft of Ireland, and-^ 
though multitudes of them are daily feen on all 
parts-of our coaftsjupon the wing, and in the fea, 
yet they were nev^r known to alight on any other 
land or rock heieabouts, except on this iiland ; and 
I have been informed, /that there is another rock 
on the north coaft of Ireland, where they alight 
and breed ill the fame manner, and no where elfe 
in this k'mgdom. 

In the fpring and beginning of fummer the coun- 
try people refort hither in fmall boats, when the 
fea is calm, to catch tbefe birds : they eat the fiefh, 
which is filhy and rank ; but the principal profit 
is made by the feathers. The birds arc exceeding 
fat; and the. perfons who take them, carry on a 
kind of trafEc with them, by exchanging two fal- 
ted puffins for a peck of meaL They eat them in 
lent, and on their fail days as well as fi(h. 

The great Skelig (lands about nine Irifh miles 
W. S. W. from Puffin ifland. It is a very high and 
ilupendous rock, which was, until thefe few years 
paft, vifitcd by great numbers of people, ever 
fince the time of St, Patrick, out of piety and 
devotion. The middle part of the ifland is flat 
and plain, confifting of about three acres of ground 
that were formerly cuUivared, This plac^ is fur- 
rounded with high and inacceflible precipices that 
hang dreadfully over the fea, which is generally 
rough, and roars hideoufly underneath ; there is 
but one track, and that very narrow, that leads to 
the top; and thisafcent is fo difficult and frightful, 
that few people are hardy enough to attempt it. 
In ftormy weather, or even when the ocean is but 
a little diflurbedy land'mg here is very difficult ^ 
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there are but two places round the ifland that arc 
proper for rhis purpofe, one is a kind of creek on 
the S. W. the other a ftnall flat fpot on the S. 
fide, where people land indifferently as the wind 
happens t6 blow. 

Upon the flat part of the ifland, which is about 
fifty yards perpendicular above the level of the 
fea are feveral cells, faid to have been chapels ; 
for on this ifland flood aiitiently an abbey, the fcite 
of which* becaufe of the extreme bleaknefs, and 
the hazard in going to and from this place, was 
removed, as I hive alrea^ly faid, to the continent. 

Thefe chapels^ or cells, ,with two wells of water, 
are, dedicated, to St. Michael, the Arch-angeL 
The foil is but thin, and yet the herbage is ihort 
and fweet ; the ridges where corn has formerly 
b^en fown a; e ftill vifiWc. Here are feveral ftpnc 
croffes ejreded, at which the^ilgrims offbr up cer-* 
tain ftationary prayers, and have peculiar orifons to 
perform at each ftation* When they have vtfited 
the cells and diapels they afcend the top rf the 
rock, part of which is performed by fqueezing 
through an hollow part refembting the funnel or 
(haft of a chimney, which they term the needle's 
eye. This afceat, (although there are holes and 
fteps cut into the rock to climb by,) is Car from 
being gained without trouble ; but when this ob* 
flacle is furmounted, the pilgrim arrives at a fmatt 
flat place, about a yard broad, which flopes away 
down both fides of the rock to the ocean ; on the 
further fide of this flat, which from its narrow- 
ne fs on the top is a kind of iflhmas, the afcent is 
gained by climbing up a fmooth floping rock that 
only leans out a very little, and this they calf the 
fl;one of pain, from the difficulty of its afcent ; 
there area few fliallow holes cut into it where 
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Ikpey fix thar IkuiAi md (»Umd by whi^ ihcy 
fenuafale up. Tkis kimi of ^ Do^ifijg wall its ^bout 
tmdn feet lii^, tnd tftip ddmpa^ of eiou^ting k 
fiMM tcDriUe^for if « porfiHHlfeiiM flip» M might 
tumble on either ficie of the ifthmw down ^ prccU 
pice headlong, many fathoms into the fea ; when 
liiia difficnlt paf&ge ia £KQnoiint'9|}» fh^ len^ainiiig 
pftit of the mzjf uf to the bigbf?^ fwimi^ of tits 
fodk « moeb left AVit^k.

Tha*feo^nd Action «wli^ thedeTolces have to

To get bad^down the flanc 
of pain is attend^! wiiti fome addrefs iti order to 
land fafe'ori <He heck of rocikV, which I Called an 
iftiirnus. Mkrt;^ perfohs ^ fe\v years ago, came 
fr6m the rieYriotfeft patts^ 6f IVeljind to pcrfbrrri 
thefe. penances, but the zeal of fuch adventurous 
d^voteeis'hatK been very much cooled of late. • 

There are two curiofities on this iflaad, the one 
of art', and the other of nature, which deferve 
fome attention. The firft is the curious workman- 
(hip of the cells or imall chapels, which are built 
in the antient Roman manner, of ftonc curioufly 
clofed and jointed* without either mQrt)ar or ce« 
mefit, alnd are impervious to the air andNvind, ber 
ing circular ftone arches at the top. 

The other curiofity is the wells of frefh water 
on this rock, which rife through it feveral yards 
above the level of the fea •, that they fpring from 
Xht pceaa is;cvideni, from the water being forae- 
what brackifli in its tafte. 

The fea at a (mall diftance round this ifland, is 
ntilels thari ilinety fathom, which is deeper than 
It isMh iny piart df the EngHfh channel, or be- 
tween Great Britain and Holland- 

Frbni the Skfeljgs we retiirned, and proceeded 
northward to the iflanrf of V alentia, which is ajbout 
live rtiites long, and forms one fide of a finef' har- 
bour, the fed runhing between it and the main, 
\\kt a river, which is in moft places about half a 
mile broad, and of a fufficicnt depth for veffels to 
fait through at any time of the tide. Oliver Crom- 
well'had forts ei^ected upon both ends of this ifland, 
which, have bcea neglefted fince his time. Vcf- 
fels miy enter into the harbour at either end, and 
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fail quite round the ifland, which is very fertile^ 
and cftecmed the granary of the country. From 
Valentia, on the oppofite (hore, nearly the middle 
of the harbour, there is a good chalybeate fpring. 

From therce we proceeded to C^bir, which lies 
to the north, eaft of Valcntia, and its church is the 
only oqc in repair in the whole barony ; near it arc 
the ruins of feVcrai fm^ll houfes, built formerly by 
the neighbouring inhabitants, as places of fandua- 
ry in time of war. 

N:^ar Cahir, about a nxile fouth, is a caftle called 
I/uiur ; jind uppbfitc to Cahir ftand the ruins of 
Ball year bery, by . whom ereded is not knowA : 
there is a large Rt\ix de lis carved on a ftone on the 
infide. . ' 

Near Dowlas-h.ad, on thia coaft, are fevcral 
large cav<^s, one of which has its entrance fo low, 
as hardly to admit of a boat with a man ftanding 
up in it, but farther in, the roof i« as high as, that 
of a Gothic cathedral : in this cave there \$ a very 
fmall but confufed echo, but when a perfon fpcaks, 
the voice is fo reverberated from fide to fide, as 
to feem louder than a fpeaking trumpet. 

Killenane lies to the north of Cabir i it has ma- 
ny mountains towards the fca, which are profita* 
ble only during the fummer months; one of 
tiiem, called the Hag's-tootli, is of a remarkable 
heigth, ^n the north fide of which are fome ro- 
mantic Iqkes. Thrfe mountains arc frequented by 
hea^ft of fallow deer that range about m perfect 
^curity, no b')dy diflurbing ihem in thelc wild 
places. The north fides are walhed by the fta, 
which forms one or two creeks. We then turned 
eatlWard, and pafled the river Fartin, which rifes 
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towards the fouth-caft, and is navigable a confi- 
dcra^e way up, from the h^rboiir of Vale ria, 
for bnaats. Oa the eaftern fide of which is Kiock- 
ane a large tradt of ten or twelve miles iquaic, 
and more than forty in circumference. Except 
fpme low ground near the river Laune, it is encum- 
bered with prodigious high mountains, called^Mac 
Gillycuddy*$ reeks. All, or the greater part of 
the hills and mountains hereabouts, were forrherly 
covered with trees, which have been deftroyed hiy'' 
the iron -works erefted near the river Carra at a * 
place called Black- ftones. On the weft ward of 
this trad is the high and fteep road aciofs the hill?, 
called Drutg, and CahircanaWay ; which road 
hangs in, a tremendous manner, over that part of 
the fsa that forms the bay of Caftlemain, and is 
not unlike the mountain of Penmenmaure, in 
North- Wales, except that the road here is more 
ftony and lets fecure for th(d traveller. There is a 
cuftom among the country people, to enjoin eve- 
ry ont that paffes tliis mountain, to make fome 
vcffes to- its honour, otherwifc they affirm, that 
whoever attempts to pafs it without verfifyihg, 
tnuft meet with fome mifchaicc : /a colleftion of 
theft itenerary rhymes would d<->ubrlefs be very en- 
tertaining. 

/ From thence we proceeded to Blackftonss, a 
fmdl village, furrounded. with rocky hills, and 
high mountains. Among the naked rotks there 
is plenty of evcr-greens, as yew, holly, and ar- 
butus, with numberlefa cafcadcs in winter, which 
form a very pleafing landfcape. It is hardly pof- 
Able to meet with more romantic profpcdts any 
^ where, than in thefe parts ; the rocks are extreme- 
ly high and irregular, appearing, in many points 
of view, like the prodigious ruin of a great city. 
Every half mile fhifts the fcenery, affording t 
T a pleafing 
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' pleafing novelty, that ftrlkcs the traveller witb 
aftoniflimcnt, at tfie rude kind pf .rpagnific^nce 
which appears in thefe ftiipehdous wo;ksof jiaturc. 

On climbing upYome of the high mountains, 
the clouds in many places feem to be njanifeftly 
beneath iis. To the north of the aboye-meritipa^ 
ed villajge of Blaqkftones, arc two ycrv cgnlider- 
^Je lakes formed by the i;i'ver XJarra^ furrpunded 
by very high mountains. Frorti the fecond, the 
river empties itfelf into the b^jy oi Caulemain, 
- In naoft of thcfe mountains are numbers of eagles,^ 
ind other rapacious birds. I have been ^"fliired, 
that fomc years ^^go, a certain jpoor.pian fri this 
part of the country difccjyered one of their nefts^ 
ind that by dipping the wings pF the^ eaglets^' arid 
fixing collars of leather about their throats, whiclj 
lireVented thern' from fwallowing, he daily fqunsi 
ftore of good provifions in the ji^u, jfych as vj^ridus 
kinds of excellent fifli., wild-fowl, ra^tits^' anil 
hares^ which tW old ones conf^antly brpgght to, 
their young. And thus, the mlan and l^is chil- 
dren were wejl fupported dUrips ap .hard fumoier^ 
by only. giving the garbage to.tnc eaglets (6 ke^ 
thern alive. 

From Blacfcftones we proceeded to Krtorgltn,. or 
Caftie-Conway, which ftands near the mputh of 
the river ]L?ihe, and by its neighbourhood to die 

* fea, is well fituated For trade, ajod would pirpb^bly 
be a place of more nptc, if the l)ar,bour of Caiile- 

' main was better knowa, or. rendered fiifcr for OJlip* 

E* 'ing. . The villageof KTilor^lin confifts of iiveral 
oit'les, looks tolerably wcU for this part of ,th^ 
kingdom, and is a configurable thoroughfare from< 
Cafflem^aiu to the morcfoiithern part pf this cpu^^ 
ty. The river tane, on which i^ 'i,s fituateflj 
^ui^d? with falmoh. I was fhe\yn a place near 
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the fea, a Httie to the fdtrjji-wcfft of thr^ wfierc an 
qdd accidem happened a lfiiwydirsj^go,occafioned 
by the Taddenjlhift;m^.d^ of fand, 

in a violeot ftorm, that tpresid it w over in an ad* 
jac^rit bog, which bcqa^e . foon afto* ^ good mea- 
dow :' iind not farfroip the1>og, ^ ftnnll Tough? was 
filled up by the fartie ftifcans, andl afterwards 'be- 
came good gr.ound. ' ' ' * 

Fr^m .^llorkjin, .we' proceeded porth ciift to 
KUcolman, or volp^ahV chifrcii^ dqw in ruins, but 
^^jjpears to jbe "^ery iiniient •, i;t is buift pt a browij 
freeftqne, broi^hf a jgreat v/ay from .the .moun- 
tains, of \whi9h kiAd of ftone ^ofl:"of oiir aptient 
ftrii.aurep wei;e bultt^ lalthough a goodrimcftonip 
might l>e *hacl on the.tpot: thcidafon why tljefe 
oldarchitefts reje(5ied Umeftpne, fecm? to be; that 
freeftorie, being more porous, was found^tp irhbibi* 
the mortar Wter, and grow harder in the air, zi 
is the cafe v^ththc Engl^fh B.athj^and Portland 
ftone J. and for thefe reafon^, I fuppqife, they ,pre- 
fejred it to tjie denfer fpecres. ' . 

The ruins' of the abbey of Kilagh ftapd not far 
ffom this church : the walls of the churdi ^re of ^ 
great length, and very ftrongj theft, with a. no- 
ble window of Gothic architecture at the caft 
chd^ ftill .remain entire. They are biiilt pf linie- 
Aprie, pr jatheir of ^ dar)c marble, as arc fome 
other curious window-frames, tkat have hiAertp 
r^fifted the iiy uric^ of time ; the manner of ^buifd? 
Tfigy befide the materials, befpake this ftru^lure 
to be njucji more modern than the time of the firft 
fouhdati^n above-Yncntioncd. Confiderableguan- 
tities'of wild hops .^royr nc^r the abbey, :whi9h 
yvcfe^proSbiibW planted here by ihe ixjohjcs. 

At 
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At a little djftance hence (lands Bulhfield, an 
agreqible feat in a mod pleafant fituatioh, and 
gcxxJ. (oil, en/ironed with plantations of fruit and 
timber trees ; and not far is the thriving village 
of Mill-Town., About a mile eaft of Buflificld^ 
Hands jCaft'emain, fo called from an ancient caftle 
that was ercfted here, on a bridge over the river 
Mang. On the reftoration, this caftle was kept 
in the hands of the crown, and a conftable is ap-* 
pointed to guard k, (although it hath been a long 
Htme in ruins) who has a frnall piece of land an- 
nexed to it for his falary« It is but a mean incon- 
iiderable village, and has nothing in it rciparkable, 
but bein^ .fttuace on the banks of the river Mang, 
which winds from hence in a ferpentine itream to 
the (cs^ and is deep enough for veffels of 50 tons 
and upwards, to fail up to the bridge at high-wa- 
ter, wb^re they may lie in fuft pozy ground to diG- 
charge tb^lr cargoes. 

To the* eaft of Caftlerpain, is Ballycrifpin, a 
good feat ; adjacent to the houfe are excellent gai- 
dens and handfome plantations, between which 
and Caftlemain, is the church of Kihallagh, fre- 
oi^nted by the inliabita its of that village, and 
liofe of the neighbourhood, near which is a drcent 
parfonage houfe* 

The foil hereabouts is remarkably good for fruit 
trees, an example of which I faw at Ballygam- 
boone, where there is. an orchard, in which are 
fingls apple trees that have produced (as the own- 
er aflured me) three hogflicads of cyder each. I 
meafured the diameter of the oppofite boughs of 
one tree, the extremities of which were 50 feet 
afiunder, which, if confidered as the diameter of 
a drcle, the fuperficial content will be 1264 (quare 
feet, o\ %\% fquare yards,^ which i^the quantity of

ground that this tree covers ., and if we (iippofe 
that a horfe when (landing, takes up a fpacc of 
ground equal to three fquarc yards, then there 
may ftand no lefs than 72 horfcs under thcdrip of 
this apple- tree. 

, Three miles W. of Caftlemain arc the ruins of 
Gtftle-Drum, which yras deftroyed in 1641. 

On the lands of Farnafs, near Caftlemain, is a 
good chalj/ beate fpa w. . 

Between the bays of Caftlemaine and Tralcc^ 
arc a range of confidcrablc high mountains, which 
divide thcfe arms of the fea : They go by the ge- 
neral name of Slievc Nfifs. The higheft pike of 
thefe mountairw, as meafured by a good.inftru- 
ment by means of two ftatioris taken on the Icvd^ 
ft rand in Tralee bay, was 75Q yards perpendicu* 
lar above the fea ; the other mountains that run 
wefterly go by various Irifti names. A remarka- 
ble one of thefe is called Cahir-conrigh, or Cauir* 
conrigh. On the top of this mountain is a circle 
of maffy ftones, laid one on the other in the man- 
ner of a Danifli intrenchment, fcveral of them art 
from tight to ten cubical feet, but they arc all 
very rude. 

From the fituation of the place, it refemblcs a 
beacon, or place of guard to alarm the country ; 
but from the prodigious fize of the ftones, it ra- 
ther feems to be^ monument of fome great adU- 
on performed near it, or perhaps a fepulchral tro- 
phy raifcd oVer fome eminent perfon. This piece of 
antiquity ftands on the fummit of a conical moan- 
tain, which is more than 700 yards above the le- 
vel of the fea, and forms a kind of peninfula be- 
tween two very fine bays. 

The 
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ThccQuntty people, from the height and deep- 
nefsof it, and the largenefs of the ftonos, vvilt 
Eavc it to be the work and labour of a giant ; and 
if feems indeed wondej^fiil^ how ordinary human 
ftreigth, unaflifted by engines, or any but ^^n- 
tic hands, could poifibly raife ftortes of (uch pro- 
* digiaus weight, to the ftimnatt of fo deep and high 
a mountain, . 

From Caftlemain we proceeded wcftWard^ v^h^rc 
are large trads of iriountains, which have beien 
fornierly cultivated up to the furtimit. Severarof 
them which are hut poor barren rocks^ have gr^t 
liuH^bers of pld endofurffsi, ajsd marks of culture 
on their fides, whidi are now negleded'; this is 
a further circumftance, t^adiog to prove ^hat Ire- 
laud has* been beacr peopled formerly than it is at 
prefmt. 

The ciouatry. people are prepolfeflRid With an 
opinion, that moft' of ti^ old fences m thefe wilii 
mountains were the wopfc of the Dai^> and that 
they niade a Idnd of beer of the heath which grows 
there; but thefe enclofures art more modQr«n than 
the time when that northern nation inhabited Ire- 
land. • ^ 

Among other roads lately made in this part of 
the kingdom^ th^t which we are now travelling, 
between Caftlemain and Dingle, ought to be no- ' 
ticcd, the greater part being new, and laid out in 
as dire£i: a Une as could poffibly be drawn between 
the two places. The foripei: road, befides its 
leaving been uneven, rocky^ and rugged ftv car- 
riages, went in fo winding a courfe, that the dis- 
tance by the chain was tliirty one Irifh meafnred 
miles, eilimated only at twenty ; but the ncw^'ay 
is but tweniy-two Iriih. miles, by which travellers 
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have not only an excellent road between ihefe pla- 
ces, but alfo nine qiiles Icfs lo travel. 

To the fouth of this road is Inch Ifland, as it is 
tailed, althouph properly aa ifthmus. It lies on 
the north fide of the entrance of Caftlcmain har- 
bour, and confifts of one continued ran'ge of fand- 
hills, fome of which arc thirty or forty feet high. 

Proceeding onward to Dingle, we paffed on our 
left hand the caftle of Minard, which ftands on 
the "fca-coaft,^ midway between Inch Ifland and 
Dinglt. There is a good quarry of brown free- 
ftone at no great diftance from it, of which the 
quoin-ftoncs of feveral of the old buildings in this 
county are compofed^ 

Dingle is the only town in this barony, it had 
a c^ftlc built about the y^ar 1580, which is faid to 
have bc6n the firfl^ that wa.s creftecl in this place, 
the Vaults of which arc now ufed as the town-gaoL 
Several of the houfes are built in the Spanilh fa- 
fhion, with ranges of (lone balcony >indows, this 
place being formerly much frequented by (hip? of 
that nation, -who traded with the inhabitants, and 
came to fifli on this coaft ; moft of them are of 
ftone, with marble door and window frames. 
Many of them have dates on them as old as queen 
Elizabeth's timc^ and fome earlier, but the beft 
modern edifice in this town beloiigs to the knight 
of Kerry, at the back of which are large gardens 
regularly difpofcd and kept in good order. The 
town (lands at the bbttom of a ftnall but fafe har- 
bour, at the mouth of which large veffels may 
ride fecuriSY and the channd lies on the weft fide, 
and jhips of an hundred tons may come up to the 
town.

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Here is a barrack for a company of foot, and a 
tolerable good Satufday market. 

Theparifh church dedicated to St. jaftics, is faid 
to hive beert fotthttlw built at t^e charge ot itit 
^iniard^. It was origihdlly ver^ large, but mtitt 
or ttie ©Id ttru^ture is gone to rum^ a part orfy of 
whieh is kept in repair ftJr divifle'ferVice, and is 
called St. Mary's cbapel. . 

On the lands of Bally beg, a mite oorth-eaft^ of 
plhgle, is a vitriofic fpfw. About a raile fouth-r 
v/cft ^roiti Din^e, is Burnhani,. formerly called 
5allingolin Caftlt, deftroyed in 1641 ^ it is now 9 
pleafaht feat, fituated delightfully on the foutlr- 
weft fide of Dingle harbour, of Which it com- 
ipand$ aa agteeable pro(pc£l. About a mile weft 
froth it is tfte ^artour bt Vcntry, whicli ipittiation^ 
fo near \^t great SVefterii oces^n, is a great detrir 
ment \otti growth of trees, the Weak fea wiada 
conftantiy pipping the (mailer brancb^^and 4hoQts^ 
wlich they rife to 4hy confiderablc height : Thf 
only pgflible refnedy for which is to plant them' 
ip clafnps cloie together, by which rtitthod, al- 
tiiough the ovitward trees wul fuj^ery j^et thofc id 
the middle vfitl be ftiehered, and thrive tolerably 
wdl. . 

The harTwur of Ventry is quiie opfen und expo* 
fed to Ihc (buth-^eft win^s^ but tolerably cbfen* 
ded frotn thcf north and efili. ll is divided from 
that oTlD^nglc jbry 4 pa^row iUhmujs. The y^eiP- 
tcthpomi IS called Cahir Tfant, w^ieVe there is an 
old Da-nllh 'Hit^cncb'ment, atid ano,tiier at Itathci- 
ifaoe, a ruihed ca^le. Tbe Vifli have a tradition^ 
that tlris ifthinus was the laft ground in IreVnd

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The fecond o( thefe*in magnitude they call In- 
nifmac-Keilane, or Mac-Keilanc's iflahd^ it lies 
fcven miles weft by fouth, from, the head land of 
Dunmpre. As it ftands too far oul in the great 
weft ern ocean, and the lands fc^ing low, and too 
bleak to afford Ihclter to inhabitants, there have 
been none here for many years paft, but there 
ftand in it the ruins of an antient chapel, in which 
an old ftone chalice and a baptifms^l font al(b of 
ft one ftill reamin, likewife a (mall cell, or hermit- 
age^ b^iog anarchof ftone neatly put together 
without any mortar or cement, wbich admits of 
no rain through its roof. There is one of the 
fame kind at Fane, in Yentry parifh, in a ruinous 
condition, and another entire one at Gallerus , the 
Irifti fay, that thefe cells were ercdted by the firft 
iniflionaries who jpreached the gofpd in thefe parts^ 
they have the fapie appearance within fide as the 
moil antient Roman arches, and were, like fheiii, 
built without mortar: They were probably the 
firft edifices of ftonc that were eredlcd in Ireland, 
and may poflibly challenge even the round towers, 
which ftand near feverai of our old cathedral 
churches, as to the point of antiqi;ity. Their 
form fecms to have been taker! from that of 
fmall huts, made of bended wattles, by the old 
inhabitants of the Britifli iflands, which being 
ftuck in the ground a,nd bent, fo as to form an 
arch at the. top, nearly rcfembled the form of 
thefe antient cells. 

The third iflaod is called laifr-ni-Broe, or Quern 
iftand, from its ronnd form. This ifland ftands at 
no great diftance from the fecond, and about four 
miles frprti the great Blafquet. - 

The fourth ifland is called Inis-Tuflcart or Inl- 
(huigh, i. e. the northern ifland. It is above an 
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Irifh.miipjh lengthy ^a^^ on it, 

C(Xcei>t onc.x>f the cells afevejm^ it being 

not inhabited. . ; " * 

Near the great ifland are three fmall ones, the 
firft is called/feg-Innis, i, e^ the little illand, which 
H i^ very fertile fpot> . confifting of about fixteea 
acres, t^jat will fatten, thirty bullocks, every futnv 
iiier t, The gfafs i^ moftly clover, and cinque-foil^ 
and is coitftantiy. enriched by thcTpray of ^the Tea, 
which al\y'ays leaves, a confiderabic quantit^y of fait, 
behind it V the other two arc ufed likewife to fat ten- 
cattle, but they are fmallcr. * 

Four miles weft: north-well from the greatifland, 
is an high ftupcndoui rock,, on the fide of which 
rifcs a f mailer pyramid not quite fo high. In the 
fpdng feafon this rock \s covered with an infinie. 
number of fea-fowl, which breed upon it, and 
great numbers are hatched on the other iflands, 
which are dcftroyed by the country people^ chief- 
ly for their feathers, of which, they collet fcvcral 
hundred weight, during the momhsof April, May,' 
and June. . Moft of thefe iflands are Hocked with 
(heep and black cattle j the latter are very diflScult 
to be landed on theni, being generally carried jn 
when about a year old ; and on fome c» the iflands 
they grow fo wild that their owners hunt tlxem 
down, and are obliged to kill them before they 
can carry them off. The hides, flefli, an I tallqw, 
'fufficiently pay for their pafture,foras thefe iflands 
are not inhabited, no profit can be made of their 
milk. All of them are well flocked with rabbits, 
which have fcarce any other enemy than the hawks . 
and eagles, arid they devour great numbers of them. 
The hawks of this coall are remarkably good, 
^nd were formerly in much eftcem : Thofeof the 
iflands kre accounted better than the falcons that 
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are bred on the continent^ becanfe tbey are always 
on the wing, and conftantly fly oyer tb the riiiin 
Jand in fcircn of prey. They fddom kill fei-fowl, 
nor will tbcy feed on their flefh, except they* be 
kept long fading.

When they are firft takcii, the country people af- 
firm, that they caft ^p about a tea-fpoonful of a 
vWy f efid oil oiri of thdr bills : they are almoft 
6itt laraY> of fat; when foafted of a tiioft deticioqs 
taftt^ and arc reckoned to etceed, -an ortcUn^ for 
urhScJr teafdfittle gentry hefeabouls call than the 
Wifh Dttelih ; thefe birds ate worthy of bemg 
tran'finitted a great way to market^ lot ortelans, 
if IS weM ktioWn, afe broagh.t from France to fup- 
pic tfe markets of London. 

' ' Hating dond with .tTiefe iflands, weptfocccded 
eAftwatd. fin fhe north fide of Srnctewick har- 
bouf ate the -f efnaiiiS of the fortification,, called l>y 
the •Span^arcfe Fon del Ore, which cdtlfijfled of a 
ctinamtweaiy yards long, a ditch, and two baf.^ 
tifeTte ; it wdis thrown^ up near the edge of a clift . 
th^t formed a fmail itthnnius of about, ten yacds^ 
fi^aare, fait6undcd alrtioft by the fea. Tlie upper' 
part of the ifthrniis was cut aw^y, iiiftea^ of which, 
th^'had a draiy-bridge to pafs oVer it into tktpo- 
nirtfulat. iThis wbr^fc was made in 4579, by fooie, 
Spaft/Artfis and ttafiaris. , The country peoJDfe fay^ . 
that lite Spaniards buried the Pope's corirccrated ^ 
bantict tetniewhire near t*his place, with a confider- 
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abte quantity of trcafurc. It is certain, that f 
few years ago, feveral croflets of pure gold were 
difcovcrcd pn thp lands near a fn^all ffaapel, wbjch 
the Spaniards had erifiSkcdl about a Riil^ jfrpm t|)j5 
fort. 

Bet)yeca the harbour of Smci-ewick 4nd Ferritp/^ 
cr«k, the land lies low, and hath been mqdi c?>

It feems difficult to determine how thefe build* 
iags were eredted, as mod of our modern vaults 
aivi arches were either built with cement, or hewn 
out of the folid rock. Some think that an heap of 
^rth was firll raifed^ in the form, of the infide of 
the cell, and that they built over it, and wedged in 
the key ftones at the top, over which are a range of 
loofe ftones laid like a ridge; and the ftruflure be- 
ing thu^finifhed, they carriiedout all the earth at 
the door} and lallly, Irnobthed the walls on the in* 
fide with chifiels, 8tc. The ftone is a brpwa freo- 
ftone, brought from the clifts oftbe fea fliorc^ 
which cuts readily, and is very durable. 

Thispaiifh, and. the church, is named Kilmel^ 
chedor, i. t, . Melchcdor*s church, and is faid to 
have been buih by the Spaniards, who formerly 
creded many other churches hereabouts.. 

Proceeding ftiH eafiward, at about iive miles 
north of Dingle, (lands St. Brandon's hil', eflcem- 
ed one of jhe highcft in the county, being little, 
if at all, inferior to Mangertort, or the Recks. 
The foot of this mountain is wafhed by the fea, 
on the north, and Dingle Bay lying to the fouth of 
it, occafionS it to be frequently covered with a cap 
of douds. Tbene iiS,' befides an oratory or chapel, 
dedicated to St. Brandon,^ a fine fpring of water 
near its fummit. . 

The bay between Brandon- head and the ifland*^ 
called the Magheries^ is extremely dangerous, be- 
ing full of fanken rocks befides the frequent 
fqaalls froYd the mountains previent any veffel from 
entering therein. Thefe iflands lie at the mouth 
' '*• • of 
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* <if this,dangcrQuS;b^y, but they have not been hi- 
tberlo noticed in ajjy chart or map of this coaiL . 
An iftbmus callcdMaghery-beg/ forms the cail! 
fjde of Brandon $ay. On tjjip land th«rc arc a. 
frefhaqd a fait water fpring, iJmod contiguous ta 
each other, the Utter is of a brackifh tafte, and 
feema 'tp be no other than the fca water filtereds 
ilhrough the iand, which being very loofe, and the 
filtration tliereby quickly perfoirmed, thefea water 
carrits.almoft the greater part of its falts through 
it, and fome people, wjio liave drank of it, fay^ 
^bat it purges gently. 

In proceeding from thence^ we IcftCaftleGrc] 
gory on our l^t band, ccarthecoaftof TraleeBay, 
Vrhich bay continues on the fame fide of the road^ 
rill we Arrived at Tralec^ which is iituated north of 
Caftlehaven, not above four miles in 9 firaight linc^ 
but the intervention of mountains renders it much, 
more. However, there is ai good road made at the 
eall end of them, between thofe4owns. 

Tralee, . or Trally, is fituatcd on the l)ank of the 
fmall river Leigh, which empties itfelf at the b6t- 
toitrbf the bay of Tralee. It is tjhe (hire town of 
the county, and is iacorporated. In the midft of 
the town is a fquare environed on the north fide 
with the county-cdurt-houfe, and the (hire gaol, 
and <n the other fide with houfcs and (hops. 
T|irough the middle of the to\vii Runs the river 
Ldtgh, over which are, fome fmall ftone bridges. 
Out of four qaftles formerly in this town, only 
one remains ; and fomd good vaults are all that is 
left gf an antient convent. 

The remaining caftle. was. the chief feat of the 
earls of Dtfmond, adjacent to which are good gar- 
dens, and an handfome bowhng-green. There 
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an? affo ferge pfantariohsf <tf oldfrort and timber' 
t^^es, • .with tprtie'-tpbd^rn mrpfoveht^nts.'

ders,' the pope*s nuflck), who >^ ftfnt over in 
1579, with a confccrated banner, and the pope's 
authority to'curfc and blefs at'his will and picifarc, 
all fuch as affifted or rcfifted the rebcb vrh6 oppo- 
fdd queen EHzabetli's gbvernment, died miferably 
of an ague and flux^ brought on him by want and 
famine, in the' wood Clonlifli, iri 1582. 

Leaving Ratafs and Tralee dn the left,- we went 
to Ballybeggao, which ftands about two hiiles call 
and by ^brth froni Tralee. It had formerly been 
flti'higH and fti^ng caftle, v/hich was reduced du- 
ring the wars in king JamesVtime. In whiphtiroc 
it was a noted pafi between Tralee and Caftle- 
llfend. Ne^r die? caftle is a handfome inddcrii 
hbufe, which was built foc;n after the revolution, 
the old houfe having been burnt down. Here are 
ibme good old improvements, which efcaped the 
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uniVcrfal deVaftation of the times; paftiatkrly 
fomc fioe avenue? of walnut, chefnut, and other 
trees ; with a large, old, but thiivuig orchard, 
planted in a' rich limeftorte ground, beneath \vh!ch 
are feveral iubtcrraneous chantibers, lined with* ftah- • 
ia<3ical exudations, Thefe caycs haven corDmu^** 
nicati9n with each other ; and theie is a large ft ream 
of niniilng water that iflows uider ground, 
trhfch crnptics itfelf at a c6nfi<fcrable diftatice inio^ 
the open air: and, What is ..v«iy furprifing, this 
under- ground current is not dcftitutc of wh, as 
not only eels, but alfo trout have been taken but

^ Froni Bally beggan,- we proceeded northward to 

Ardferi;, a bilhop^s fee,* and a borough town, but 

now greatly decayed. This is the principal fee in 

the tx)unty, having been htld inr commendam witb 

thatvoF Limerick ever fiiice ihe reftoration. The 

ruins of the nave, and choir of the cithedml; 

which is dedicated to St. Brandon, is but 26 yards 

long, and but 10 broad. Oh the foufh was an^r- 

;cade of four Gothic arches, which formed 'a»ifle 

on that fide ; the eaft window was large and lights 

feme, being 26 feet high. In the church are. a 

confiderable number of grave-ilon« without any 

ihfcription, one of which hath the efiigies of siiiU 

fliop carved in relievo, lying in his Pontificalibus, 

faid to have been the tomlj of bifhop Stack, who 

died in 148ft. There was probably another ifl« 

originally on the north, to render the buildiiig 

uniform, for that fide fecrns to have beenre-buih,' 

not long before the demolition of tb^ church, 

which happened in the wars of 1641, and hathre*^ 

nuuned fo ever fmce, except a fmall part which is

In the adjacent moiin^n are fome hcjrds of red 
deer ; and about two miles more to the weft is a 
lisaJi: chapel« dcdipited to an Irifh iaint^ called 
Mac*}da, where a. rood or image of the faint. ia, 
kept, which is held in great veneratioiu 

Very fine amfthjffts have been difcovered in the 
clifts near Kerry-bead, which has encouraged Tome 
gentlemen to form a company , to fearch for tfaofe 
preqoiis flones, which they have lately found in 
qopfidcrable quantities, and meet with more fuccefs 
tv^ry d^v. A fet of ear-ringSi a necklace, an4. 
other jewels, cpmpqfed of thefe amett^Ils^ were; 
pefented by the late countefs of Kerry to her Ma* 
jefty, quoen/Caroline. Near tWo inttea north of 
j^lyheigh is a fmall caftle, called BaUiogarry^ 
and not far from tc is the tlegapt leat of Caftle 
Shannon. - • ^ . ' 

Mpfe to the eaft frotn the feacoail is Minega- 
liane. The moll remarkable curiofity of this plape^ 
is a prodigious noife made at certain feafons by the 
fea, fomewhat like the firing of c^^nnon, which may 
be 4ieard at a great ditiance ; this generally pre^ 
cedes a change of ,the wipd and weather, and fre^ 
quently happens towards the !iippr9ach of a ftorm* 
The fame kind of roaiing is alfo heard on the 
county of Clare fide of the Stwiucn, thq. found o£ 
. ' ' which* 
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which extends a gjaeat way 'round the rountry. 
From th^tice we turned to the caft^ aoid about 
three miles eaitward of Minegahane, came to 
Rattoo, a genteel feat,with confiderabJe improve- 
ments, ftanding at no great diftance from the con- 
fluence of* the rivers Feal and Brick, and alfo'that 
of the Galley. Several t rafts .of land near this* 
place go by the name of the'Burgefs lands, from 
whence it is thought that Ratt6o had beeri former- 
ly a corporation. It is faid that there were for- 
merly feven churches in this place. ; and fome old 
manufcripts mention it to have been a biftioprick/ 
which notion the high aittient round tower ftand-. 
ing in the. church-yard (being for the moft part 
eredted near cathedral churches iii Ireland) feems 
to countenance. A mile north of Rattoo is Bally- 
haAiric*an, a new-built Tioufe. 

From Rattoo we proceeded to the fouth*eaft, . 
and croffed the river Brick to Lixoaw; the antient. 
feat of the earls of Kerry, agreeably, fituated on 
that liver, which is here cut into fcveral pleafant 
cafials. The improvements are very extenfive, 
moft .of the viftoes and avenues terminating . by 
difFercnt building?, feats, and farm-boufes. The 
tide flows* up to the gardens, whereby boats of 
a confidetable burden may bring up goods to the 
bridge near the houfe ; Here are two ftone. bridges 
over the Brick. 

The prefent houfe confifts.of a large building,- 
with wingpson each fide, and feveral Offices, that 
inclofe ahandfoiiie area v in one of thefe wings is 
a chapel, the walls of which arc" painted in frefco 
by ,a foreignier, called John Souillard, being copies, 
of the celebrated cartons of Raphael ; particularly 
the lame man healed by Peter and John, Elymas 
the foTcerer, Paul preaching at Athens, &c. ThC/ 
Y figures 
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figures are as larg^ as the life ; aixl o¥ec the dopr^ 
between feftoDos and other decorations^ 9rQ the 
head&of Homer^ Vicgil, ^(Iilt90^ and Pop^i ^l iri 
claro ojbifbuf o by the fame hgnd. 

The village pf Lixnaw confifts of one ft reel of 
toierahle go^ houfesy not £ar to the eaft of which 
is a noble iavenae of lofty fir-drcea, terminated by 
a nficmnt, wbereon is ere£tcd a montunentsd tow^r, 
beneath which in a vaults the late earl of Kerry 
lbs interred. This mamxt affords a fine p«o^>ei^ 
of the zdjstccfit cdunlry^ which, for a coi^iderabfas 
way tc^und this fcat^ is a deaci fiat AU ifiiad$ of 
timfcierp^trecs ftourifli rurprifmg^y weU in this foily 
wbk^ ia desp and ridi. 

About two miles foutb of Lixnaw la a (bat call- 
ed Crotto, which ftands in an agreeable ficuation^ 
eii.%beHii(hed with good.plamatipns. Between wbi:h 
feai and Ardf<2rt are the ruins ot' the antfaent abtioy: 
of Odomey, a venerable remain of antiquity;. 
Prom Liscnaw we proceeded nopth•^eaft to.Liflowd 
caftk, fitaaiod pieafantly pn the north fide of ti» 
river F^al ; fiom whence we turned weft^Mini^ and 
proceeded by the banks ef th^i fsvisr to the fiia 
tlifOFe, ne^r the mouth of the Shaonoq^ te vifit ^ 
caftles in th^ part^ before Mie proceeded ta liwtt^i 
rick ; the ^re is bete partly ocKtipdfed of high 
fand hills, and partly of fteep clifts, on which bft 
the ruins of fome caftles are boldly fituated, as 
tliofe calfed Ballybunian^ Duee^ adid iiok « this 
latter was cpeAed on a ro/ekv aloioft rarfoiLnded 
by the fea, to whioh therq was bitnsAy a diaw»« 
bridgo. The caflie of Dune was alfo buih onaa 
high oiifl ftanding perpendi^nlai; over the ocean. 

Between thefe caftles^ fome years, aga^ there 
was a ' land of volcano^ which burnt f6r feine ^time.

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The ruins ofBcalcaflic fland Hcgr die mouth* 
of the Shannon, in a fine fituation^ commanding 
a noble profpeft of the Shannon for fevcral mile$ 
up the country, which river is here three leagues 
broad, but it may be rather termed ar> arm of the 
fea. Near this caftle is a large warren well dock- 
ed with rabbits^ fronnl whence a finepleafantftrand 
runs along the Shanfion towards Carrigfoile, and 
the fliorc above it i^ beautifully wooded down to 
the high water mark, which in furrwner. renders 
this place extremely agreeable^ and is in winter 
the haunt of a prodigious quantity of woodcocks 
and other birds, infomuch that a fingle pcrfon vbath . 
(hot fifty brace in a forenoon, in the extent of one 
or two miles at moft. 

In this agreeable fituation ftands Littur, an 
houfe and feat, which commands a fine view of the 
river Shannon ; and more to the eaft is Afdee. 
Near Afdee is a large inclofurc of ftone, called in 
Irifh a bawn, formerly built as a plaq&of ilrength, 
to preferve cattle from being carried off by an 
enemy. 

To the eaft of the laf^ mentioned place, is the 
cailleof Carrigfcjle, built in a romantic and ftrong 
Tituation, in a fmall ifland, which ftands in a bafr 
tion formed by the river Shannon. It was defend- 
ed on the land Hide, oppofite the ifland, by double 
walls, the outermdl having fquare flankers, anjd 
the inward round baftions, built in the infancy of 
the art of fortification. At the back of the caftle 
is an ifland which defended it from being battered 
by fliipping. 

Near this caftle is Ruflieen, an elegant feat' 
that ftands on a kind of ifthmus, fovrwA by the 
river Shannon, and a creek which runs up from

From pirrigfoile we vifited the ifland pf Seat- 
tcry, now without iqhabKante, tboiigh l5)rmerly. 
it h# eleven chufchesy thcrruips of v^hiqh^ .i^' well, 
as an entire ro\iDd tower, i^^o.feet l^igh, are yet, to 
be feen.; apong the ri^ins ar^ thofe of its^aniient 
cathedral^ where we. rerqarked a ftpne that terrnt- 
iiated the. tojv of the .alt^r. window, which repre-^ 
fentsthe head of, St. Senan,,to whom the^hurch 
.was. dedicated^ with his mitre Wdly executed, 
.We were Xarptifed to.fifidit fo little defaced by 
lime; but this may be attributed to its (ituation, 
by its bang fo well defended from the fouth and 
eaft by the fine i;ound tower and the contiguous 
churches. Nearlo this x:hurch they (hew his mo- 
nument ; from thence we vifited Innis Cailtre^ or 
the Holy Ifland, another uninhabited iflaod,, in the 
)Shancon, which prefentedus with the remains of 
feven fine churches, aiid another round tower en- 
tire, which bcfpeak in miniature an elegance of 
tafte in building. From thence we returned and 
vifited Terbcrt, which ftands near the bounds of 
this county and Limerick. 

This houfe is finely fituated and commands 
ancxtenfive view of the river Shannon, where it 
is rendered above one half narrower; being confin- 
ed by a point of land, that ft retches itfdf from 
the north, or county of Clare fide of that river,

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only for having been the rendezvous of the rebel* 
lious rabble in 1641. 

From thence we made ho digreffions, but wbit 
ilrait on eight miles further, to Balruddery, a pod- 
town^ and a good thoroughfare to che north, fitu- 
ated not above one mile from the Irilh channel, 
nearly oppofite St. PatrickJs Ifle, wtuch we vifit* 
ed, t^ fee theruins of a cHurcb, dedicated to St. 
Patrick. It is faid this ifland, was the firft fpot 
on which that faint landed after his arrival in Ire- 
, land ; and that the church likewife was built under 
his own immediate , direftion, at wMch time the 
ifland was parted from the main land by only a 
fmall iiream of water at fpring tides, at other 
times acceffible on foot ; but the interval is now 
impalTible at the lowefl ebb of the tide, and on 
that account the facred^:piie has been fufiered to 
fall to ruins. On the (hore near this ifland Hands 
the filhingtownof Skerries, to whofe inhabitants 
the faid church originally ferved as a place of wor- 
(hip; tofupply which, they have now built ano- 
ther, and chriftened it St. Patrick*is New Church: 
This town fupplies the adjacent diftri£k for more 
than twenty miles inland, and particularly Dublin, 
with fifli. The houfes are little better than cabins, 
polled very irregularly, for it can hardly be faid 
there is a fingleftreet in the wljole town, tho* it 
confifts of a hundred houfes. The country here- 
abouts ischiefly divided into fmall enclofures, few 
exceeding three acres, feparated by mounds of 
earth only, in general ; tome few, indeed, are 
ituck in u flight manner, with furze^ willow, Srcx 

- The fides of the roads from Dublin, hither, are 
bordered with houles, or more properly cabins. 
The roads are excellent, and remarkably ilraight. : 
Ift travelling in one direftion you meet with only 

one 
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me tollgate in the fame country ; but what is 
laved in t(>lls, may bt readily difpofedof in chari- 
ty, if a travellrr has humanity in his breaft, and 
money in his pocket, as the road fwarm with mi- 
ferablc objeds, that crawl out of their cabbins, 
whofc very features befptak an extreme of poverty 
and diftrefs, that would foften the moft obdurate 
heart. In our road northward, we pafTed St, Doo- 
logh's Well i an ancient Hexagonal ftone covering, ' 
creded over a large fpring of very fine water. 
Soon after we quitted the county or Dublin, and 
entered that of Meath, over a ftieam that empties 
into the Irifli fea at German's Town. We then 
turned weft ward to Dunleek, a fmall poft town 
and borough, that fends two members to parlia* 
ment. From thence we proc<?eded to Trim, 
twenty three miles from Dublin, the principal 
town of the county ; formerly it had a caftle, the 
tuins of which, and that of an abbey, remain ; 
and now there is a barrack for a troop of horfe. 
Its church is called the Greek church. Here wc 
made no ftay, but went to Athboy, a fmall place, 
three miles northward j from whence we conti- 
nued to Kells, another poft and borough town. 
Kelts is a fmall town, with a round tower in the 
church yard. 

In the market place is a ftone crofs whh baflb- 
telicvo's, reprefcnting ftags and dogs, and near it 
the remnant of three other croffes, 

AJbout a mile from Kells is the feat of l>rd Bec-^ 
tive. The houfc, which is three ftories in height^ 
contains a range of eleven windows ; and two 
wings, of a fingle ftory, are annexed to it, each 
having fourteen windows in front. The whole 
building, both inftde and outftde« is quite plain,

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and very n6at, but [ont of th^ moft convcmcnt 
dwellings 1 have ever fecn. 

On leaving this place we returned through Na- 
van to Drogheda, fituated on the river Ispyne^ 
•about a: mile from the fea, and confifting of two 
chief ftreets, which iDterfe<5t ?^ch other at right 
angles. The Tholfel, gr Town-houfe, is a hand- 
fotii^ ftone building. About two miles fjrpm the 
town 5s a fquare ftone obeliik, of twenty feet, to ' 
each fide at the bafe^ and about 15Q feet high ; it 
is erefted on a reck on the edge of the river Boyne. 
The piopereft way to give an account of it is by 
infcrtmg the infcriptiohf , 'which arc ciit ui capitals^ 
oh the four fides of the bafe.

and folicit charity. Dunlecr is a poft town, and 
ftands on a fmall river, that empties itfdf ioto the 
Irifli fca. In our way from Droghcda to Dunlecr, 
we turned out of the road on the left hand, to fee 
the round towers at Monefterboice, which is about 
no feet in height j but one of the fidts i& broken 
at the top. It gradually diminilbes upwards (as 
I reroaiked of q}\ that we few before,) from its 
bafe, which itrthis was about eighteen feet in di- 
ameter. Near it are three crolTes; the largeft 
about eighteen feet high, is compoftd of two 
ftones, whic*i are faid to have been fent from 
Rome. It is covered with balfp relievo's, but 
through age, the figures are rendered very im- 
perfect. There are two other croITes in the 
chuich-yard, on one of which is a baffo relievo of 
a human figure fitting, and a dog oh its hind legs, 
on each fide. The other crofs app>ears to have 
been broken, and it is not above fix feet high. 
JFrom Dunlecr wc viXited Atherdee, and Louth, 
when we again returned eaftward, and after feyen 
miles riding alot g the fea fhore arrived at Dundalk^ 
where lord Clanbraifil has a houfe with fine gardens. . 
Dundalk is eighteen miles north of Drogheda, has . 
an open bay of it3 own name, but a very mean 
harbour, being io (hallow at low water, that peo- 
ple walk over^t dry (hod, and is little ufcd but by 
fi(hing boats. It has been fortified, (though no^ 
difmantled) as may be feen by the ruins of t|fe 
walls, and a calile deftroyed in 1641. From; 
thence we proceeded to Carlingford, eight mile$ . 
diftant. Here is one of thef beu harbours in Ire* 
land, ' at the mouth of the river Ncwry, on the- 
fouth fide of a large bay of its name, where the 
road is g^>od quite to the fea. The harbour is ca- 
bable of containing the whole royal navy of Grea^ 
Britain. Extending nine miles in length, and two 
in breadih, and having from ten to twenty fathom 

water. 
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water. The town is not dcfpicable, and cohtains 
feme deck-yards for building fhips. It is rather 
n€at than fine, and populous than large-, xiordc- 
ftituje of ftrcngih on the fide towards the fea, 
it has like wife barracks i a very narrow long 
caufeway has been niade here over a great impalfabjc 
bog. From thence wc proce^d^d through the courih 
ty of Armagh,; to Ncwry, in the countj- uf Down. 

Newry, thdiigh )iot the'^fliire towncf the coun- 
ty, is thq moft confiderable for trade and compafs 
' in it. ' It ftands ■J\^ njiles, diftanc from Dublin, 
featedona river, called* aftei: its name, the Newry 
Water* The fituatiohof this town is but indif- 
ferent, though, healthy, haviig been fprcad along 
the fide of a ftcep hill, occafioned by the follow- 
ing caufes : As it was a confiderable pafs leading 
through the bogs and mauntains between D.undalk 
and thefeeaftern parts of XJ 1ft er, with which at that 
time there was no otHef communipation by land, 
the Englifh ercfted fome caftles here as a neccffary 
fecurity to commafid the head of the bridge, un- 
der the proteftion of which the town toolj: ittJ 
: rife. 'Add to this, the refjrt^to its harbour, in 
' order to fecurc the infant fettleHienis pf tlie En- 
^^ilh. early planted in this coiintpy ; and the advan- 
tage, of a. fumpluous abbey founded hereiipt nia- 
;j|jniy years before their arrival. The tpyrn is aUnoil 
^furrounded by mountains and rocky hills, .ex^-ipt 
•to the north and north-weft, where a prof peft; 
opens tn^o a good country, through which the ca- 
' rial is carried. At the bottoni of it rjuns the Mew- 
* ry-water, over which, arc^'two handibme .ftone 
tiridges, one on the Dublin road of fix arcljes, and 
the other, in the way to Armagh, of ten. it ha? 
a good market-houfe ; and the turn-pilce roa4 
leading from Dublin to Belfaft, Antrim^ and Ar-

the fea, and have a falti(h taffe. It has an open 
profped to the inland country north and weft v 
but tlie huge mountain of Donard, not a quarter 
of a mile from it, bounds the. view to the fouth^ 
weft ; and at a diitance, feems as if it would tum- 
ble on it ; from the top whereof a brook iffues, 
which in its defccnt forms as lovely a variety of 
(heets and cafcades as can be well imagined, after 
which it i? loft in the fea, except a fmall ft ream 
conveyed from it for family ufcs, which, pafling 
through the brewhoufe and other offices^ fupplies 
a well in the yard, in which grauls, n fpecies of 
iinall fahnon, are kept for the kitchen^ fometimes 
more than a week, and are thoughr to receive a 
ftnfible improvement by the frelh water. When 
the tide is out, three miles of hard, and fmooth 
f^nd aftbrd in fummer a moft delightful airing. 

On the coaft near it is a deep narrow cave, 
wrought by the fea out of a rock of flint ; and on 
the brow of a hill, not far from it, is a large .hole, 
like the (haft of a mine, called Armur*s-hole. 

About two miles weft of Newcaftle ftands Bri- 
ansford, or TuUamore, near which on the fkirts 
of Slievneir and Slieve-Snavan mountains are two 
deer parks^ remarkable for excellent venifon, or 
rather one divided into two, by a wall carried 
through the middle of it, finely wooded, cnt rn- 
to.ridin^sand viftoes, and watered by a river runr 
Jiing through it in a channel of ro^ks and precipi- 
ces, which paflcs under a brid<:^e of hewn ft one, 
from whence arc beautiful profpeiSts of the fea. 

The antient name of Slievc^Donard was Slieve- 
Slairg, lb called from Slaing, the fon of Partho- 

larius. 
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JanttS) whais faid to have been buried here. A* ML 
igH St. Domangard, corruptly written Do* 
nard, a difciple of St. Patrick, fpent the life of a 
hermit on this mduntain^ and built a cell or ora- 
tory on the top of it towards the clofe of the 5th 
century, for he died (according to the martyro* 
logy of Taulaught) in the year 506, on the 24th 
of March» which day is facred to his memory ; 
but the patron day fecms to be the 25th of July' 
St. James's day ; for then the bigotted members 
of the church of Rome, in this neighbourhdod, 
climb up this mountain to do penance, and pay 
their devotion, perhaps, to both feints. 

On the fummit of this mountain arc two rude 
(Edifices, (if they may be fo termed) one a huge 
heap of ftones piled up in a piramidiqil figure, in 
which are formed fevefal cavities, wherein thede- 
votees fliclter (hemfelves in bad weather, while 
they h^r mafs; and in the centre of this heap^is 
a tave, formed by broad flat ftones, fo difpofed 
as to fupport each other without the help of ce- 
ment. The other edifice i$ compo(ed of m^ny fi* 
milar ftones, arranged into rude walls and parti- 
tions, called chapels, and conftitutcd perhaps the 
oratory and ceil of St. Doniangard.^ 

Slieve Donard is indifputably the higheft of that > 
whole ridge of mountains which extend from Rofe- 
trevor to Newcafl le, from .which laft place an emi- 
nence on the fide of it interceps the fight of its 
top ; but it appears like a huge cone, and a vaft 
buttrefs to all the jeft from the adjacent parts, and 
alfo fjrom Down-Patick, from the latter of which 
places it is feen to great advantage, the diftance be- 
ing fu'fficient to fiiew its full heighth and fuperiority 
over the neighbouring mountains. It is reckoned 
to rife three miles in gradual afccnt, and according 
Vot. U. A a to 
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to c^cperiracnls made by the barometer, it appear* 
cH, that between the foot of the mountain on the 
ftrand and the top of it the mercury .had funk 
three inches ai^d three tenths ; from whence, cifti- 
mating thi'ty-two yards to a tenth, the perpendi- 
cular hcighth is calculated to 1056 yards. From 
the northern brow cf this mountain ilfues an exu- 
berant fountain, which tmiis more than half a foot 
of water immediately rapid and pure. This 
ftream and many others confpirc. in their defcent 
to form a river, which, running through a chan- 
nel i^f white florie, by io,coo different breaks and 
Wildings, makes in fummer a profpedk of water- 
falls, cafcades, jet d'eaus, ponds, &c% the moft 
various and deligtitful i but in winter or autum 
'floods; the roar and impetuofny of this fail is 
greatly terrible. From the top down to the rocks 
hanging over the (ea is one contiriued delcent, and 
the lower parts, iliough craggy and rude enough, 
are covered v^iih hazel, holly, &c. thofe next to 
the fca chfts being old, bowed, Hunted 46id lan- 
guifhiug ; while it is worthy of notice, that thofe 
mx)re lemote, though higher fituated, are ilourifh- 
ing and healthy -, and all this on the face of a 
mountain expofed to a wide, open, eaftern fea. 
In the delcent louthward, near the bottom, ope is 
fv )rced to flitie pown a fort oi thatch compolcd of 
fuzes, long gralip, and juniper* 

A deep and narrow vale divides Slieve-Donard 
from Siieve Snavan, or the creeping mountain, fo 
called; b caufe it mull be climbed in a creeping 
poftur^; a 'd through this vale winds a pretty fer- 
peiitine ftream, which difci arges iifcif into the fea 
to the eallvvard of tiie mountains* The creeping 
mountain ftands t.o the louth-well of thisftiram 
aud prKentstothe view an huge rock, reftmbling* 
at adiftance, an old foiiiticaiion, very high, ovcr-

hanging, and detached, as it were, from the eaft- 
ctn Tide <f this mountain. After rain a ft^eam 
rufhes from the weft fide of the rocK, which 
(hcoiing from the top, falls in a large cafcade ; 
to the eaft of which is. a vaft natural cave, affiini- 
ing an entrance as wide as the cave itfelf. Tliis 
frightful chamber is lined with fern, grafs, and 
feveral other mountain plants, and inhabited by a 
vaft number of hawks, jackdaws, owls, &c. and 
at the further end of it, xhe light breaks in* tlirough 
natural crevices. To the left, of this you climb up 
through a very narrow paffagc to the top of the 
rock, and land on one of the moft beautiful, moft 
magnificent, and romance fpots, that can well be 
conceived. One there finds that the rock men- 
tioned is only the advanced part of a large fhelf, 
which projcds at about half the heighth of the 
mountain with a fweep, and leaves the (pace of 
about two acres on the top. Round the north- 
' weft, the weft and fouth of this area, the moun-. 
tdin rifes to a great heighth, and ftands like a va(t 
wall ; the area itfelf is almoft round, and flopes 
gently from all fides towards the middle, where is 
.fornaed a beautiful circular fake, as clear as chry- 
fial. To the weft you fee the rocky top of Slieve- 
Beingan, to the eaft Slieve-Donard's ftately cone, ' 
2md in, front the Ocean, the Ifle of Man, and in a 
clear day the Ihorcs of Englaild, and a part of the 
fouth of Scotland. We cannot pafs over unirien-i 
tion^d feveral verdant vales to be met with in the 
defarts among the mountains,^ which, by the help 
of due culture, would be exceeding fruilfful ; nor 
a remarkable flat rock on the top of a mountain 
here, called by the natives Sephin, through which 
fprings up tranfparent water, without any percep- 
tible fiffure, which never fails even in the warmeft 
feafons*- 

A a z • When 
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When you defcend from thefe motintairw to the 
.ftrand at the foot of them, fouth of Newcaftle, 
you come to a place ,whcre Teveral curious ibbjetti 
of the Zoophite, qr animal plant fpeciesfcavebeen 
difcovered. 

In going from l^cwcaftle to Caftle Vellen, we 
vrere ftewn a Cromlech, at Sliddery-Foord, near 
Dundrum, which fiands upon three Urge fupport^ 
crs, ^ch four feet above the farface ; the incum* 
bent ftone is flat at top, but bellying underneath, 
fills part of the empty fpace between the tripod. 
The upper ftone is ten yards in. ciicuftifcrence* 
three yards broad on the flat furfape, and between 
four and. five feet thick in the center, and hfts not 
above an inch dependance on two of the fttmes ; 
but the third, which ftande nor^h, has a flope in it 
to receive the great ftone. . 

Near this ftone altar is a circle of thefe pillar 
ftones, and an entrance into it, by two larger than* 
ordinary, fet up edgeways. 

Another cromlech, like the former, ftands in 
the town-land of Le'gaoeney, andparifliof Drum- ' 
goolan, on a mountain, called Slieve-na-boiU 
trough, being a pant of Slieye-Ctoob, near a 
fmall lake, lying in the valley underneath it* 
Thi? alfo ia.a huge* gritty rock, in the (hape of a 
moijlrous coffin, fupported, by three feet like the 
former, and is eleven feet wanting an inch long^ 
fi^e feet over in its brpadeft part, and. dilnini(hbig» 
gradually from thence to each end it) a point.. It 
is twenty inches thick inmofl: parts, in one but 
eighteen, and in others two. feet. Thethree fup- 
porters of this huge ftoufLaje proporjiorinble to 
the upper one^ and the caSty underneath is fuch, 
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that a man of fix feet and a half high can ftand 
upright under it. 

Among other large Kairns ^hcre is a remark- 
able circular one upon the fammit of the higheft 
part of S!ieve-Croob» being 77 yards in circum- 
ference ^i the top^ 18 yards in conical height on 
one fide, and not above fix on the other, occafion- 
ed by vts being placed in part on tlie fide of the 
ftmmit* ' Dn ^he top of the grand Kairn are tz 
fmaller Kkittis raifedj fome of them five, fome of 
them fotir, and otJiers not above three feet high. 
The ftones compofing this Kairn are of various 
fi'zefe, Alt portable, and moffily of the grit' kfnd; 
Matry of them are now fcattered, and they feem' 
to have been placed with more regularity than they 
appear in at prflent , the niountain on which they 
ftand. is boggy, and of difficult afcent. This is 
the largeft Kairn we have feen, except one at 
Karnbane (fo cialled from it) near Newry, on the 
edge of this county, bat in the county of Armagh, 
being 180 yards in circumference, and 10 yards 
in conical height. 

About the bafe of the coped heap of ftories, are' 
forty two of thefe columns, fome of. which are 
pitched upright, and others lie flat on the ground, 
turned out of their places j one of which mea- 
fbres fifteen fiset in length, two feet in breadth, 
and one ' thick. In an adjoining field fouth- 
warjd are eleven of thefe ftones, pitched on an end 
in theground, irregularly placea,, and bearing no ' 
form to each other, the furtheft of which is with- 
in 300 yards of the Kairn. 

A mile eaft of Briansford^ in the road to Dun- 
drum, at Mahera, arc the ruins of an old church, 
whereis a noted burial place ; and near it formerly 

ftood 
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ftoxi an high round tower, which about fifty 
years ago was ovei turned by a violent ftorm, and 
lay at length and entire on the ground, like* a 
huge gun, without breaking to pieces fc won* 
4erfully hard and binding was the cement of this 
work. 

Caftle-Vellen, now, changed into Caftlc Willi- 
am, near two miles north of Briansford, is plea* 
fantly fituated on the fide of a fmall lake called 
after the name of the place. A mountain, part 
of the manor, cloathed with wood, and a good 
proCpeft of tlie . fea to the fouth, . enliven the na^* 
tu«al wild beauties around it. The parifh church 
of Drumgoolan is north- weft of Caftk-Velien 
about three miIeS| and is remarkable for little lefi 
than a lloneK;rofs, credied about thirty feet from the 
church dfx)r, compofed of one entire coarfe gritty 
Itone fixed in a pedtttal three feet and a half 
ftjuare, and four feet above the farface. The 
ihaft or crofs part is ten feet high, one foot thick, 
and eighteen inches broad. The want of letters 
on it, and the coarfenefs of the work (hew its an-, 
liquity- North of Drurngoolan the country is 
rugged and mountainous, and more employed in 
grazing than tillage j for at the bottoms, and in 
the boforo of the large extended niQuntains, called: 
Slieve-Cxoob, Slieverna-boi!-Trogh, and other: 
mountains hereabouts, are to be/een more blacks 
cattle than in any other part of the country,. 



From thence we proceeded to Rathfryland, 
. four miles fouth-^aft of Uonoghmorc, and near 
feven eaft of Newry, qn an eminence, having, 
four great ftrait roads leading up to it and center- 
ing in the town. It is built on a free-ftone rock, 
of a fiAi clofe grit, fit for building, with, which, 
the adjacent lands abound, and is eafily cut into. 
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fquares, pilars, urns, and vafcs. At one end of 
the ftreet is a fmall decent cnurcH Here the dif- 
fcnters have a meeting-houfe, ancf alittlefouth of 
the town is a horfe courfe. On the fummit of the ' 
hill are the ruins of an old cattle, which has been 
much larger than at prefent. Near this ptace is a 
feat called Lifize, at the foqt of a hill ; and about 
a mile north-eaft is Ballyroney, another feat, near 
the verge of a pleafant lake of the fame name. 
South of Rathfryland the mountains of Iveach be- 
gin to rear their lofty heads, and, fexcept a few 
cottages, Htjlc elfe occurs to view. We returned 
therefore towards Nev^ry, half a mile eaft of 
M^iich are the rocks of Crceve, where we faw the 
remains of an old chapeJ, whofe name is loft. A 
little further, and raoic than a mile eaft of New- 
ry, is Crown-bridge, fo called from a Dan ifh rath, 
feated in the neighbourhood, which bears fomere^ 
lOTiblance to a crown. It is eretted on the top of 
an hill of eafy afcent, and furrounded by mea- 
dows, through which a river gently glides in two 
cliannels, forming an illand, in which the rath or 
hill is fituated. It is of a flat unequal form at top, 
being 63 feet one way, and only 27 another, fur- 
rounded by a deep foffe, 21 feet broad, out of 
which the rath hath been thrown up-, thecorhpafs ' 
.of it, taken at the bottom of ihe folTe is about 579 
feet, and the conical height near 110 feer. On 
, the weft fide of jhe rath, and feperated frorn it on- 
ly by the furrounding foff^s is a fquare Artificial 
platform, taking up about 13a feet "on each fide, 
and hollowed in- the middle, being of ^ear 30 feet 
conical height at a medium, fo chat the raih over- 
looks it, and has a a fofTe cnc^tnpaffingit about 
15 feet broad. This platform, if we may credit 
tradition, was erefted as an ar^a^ where two roy- 
al competitors in fingle combat decided the pof- 
^ ieffion of a crown, and the rath was raifed to per- 
petuate 
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petuatethe memory of theadion. Southward of 
the mount, on a liule hill, ^t the north end of a 
fmali lake, called Derickelagh, are th^ ruins of the 
chapel of Temple-Gaurin, which in the Iri(h dia- 
led: fignifies Goafs church. We now haftened to. 
Newry, from whence the canal pafles northward 
about fourteen miles^ when it joins the river Ban, 
not far from Lurgan, in the county of Armgah. 
^ It was began in 1730, and finithed in i^^^* 

In many places it is carried in a diredt lin^ for 
a coniidcrab!e fpace 5 in others it forms feveral 
angled. It takes a pretty equal <cour& between 
the counties of Armagh and Down, but the gfcat- 
e(t part of it feems to pais through the latter. 

In cutting a new channel for carrying on this 
work, ibuth of the place where the river Cufher 
falls in, at Stranmore, near Monalien, a foreft was 
di(bovered, or a great multitude of fallen trees of 
o^k,-alh, ald^tr, &c. lying for near a mite in 
length, uadera covering -of earth, in fom.e places 
fix, in others cigtit feet deep ; many of th^m of 
large bulk tumbied down one over another, fome 
lyti^ in ftraH lines, and otliers in an oblique or 
traulverfe poiidon. 

Difcoveries of this kind are very frequent Jn 
Ireland, and there are^ew bogs in it but what af- 
ford plenty of various forts of timber buried in 
them, deeper or fliallower, in proportion as the 
loofe and fpungy earth lies ib ; for all (uch.that we 
have obifervcd. He on a body of marie, clay, or 
gravel. It would be viiin, with the vulgar opini- 
on, to fuppofe that tbefe trees have Iain here fince 
the univerdil deluge, if trees thus found^ were 
felled by the deluge, they would all lie in one po* 
fitbn i whereas iii the inftance before us, the coo^ 
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trary appears ^ none pf them would be found with 
the mark of rhe ax on them, or in part burned^ 
as is often the calS. 

Between Pbintz's Pafs and. Terryhogan a rivulet 
from a bog falls into the canal, called in Irifh Ellen- 
money, or the Wonderful Bog, from the nature'of 
its current, that immediately on its rifmg fepa- 
rares into two branches, which take ja northerly 
and foutherly courfc \ one brarxh running to>yards 
Lough- Neagh, and the other towards Newry. 
Between.theie places lies the higheft ground of the 
"whote canal, where by means of two locks xht 
water is forcibly retJ^ned on a level for neairthrte 
miles ; were it not for this contrivance, as the courfc 
of the waters incline north and fouth, the intermedi- 
ate fpace would be left dry. Lough- Shark, Lough- 
Dian, and Lough-B>icklan lieeallof the canal al- 
moft oppofite Adion, the two fornier near the 
banks oi it, and the latter almoft two miles dis- 
tant from th2 others. It is faid there is a fubter- 
raneous communication between the three lakes. 
The water of Loiigh-Shark covers about eighty 
plantation acres, and is three fathom deep, and 
at the dried fcafon can emit a foiid foot of water, 
Lough-Dian is of fomethir^g a fmaller fi'ze ; but 
LoUgh*-Bricklan exceeds the fiift, as covering ten 
acres more. Formerly th^rte were three incumber- 
ed, pali'es, through bogs, woods, and moraffy 
grounds in this. nt;ighboux hood, affording a bad 
and dangerous, communication between thofe . 
parts of the counties of Armagh and Down,, call- 
ed Scarvagh's Pafs, Pointz's, alias Fenwiek*s Pafs,. 
and Lamb's Pafs, alias Tufcan P^fs, in Irifh Pais. 
Turrilhanc. The firft oi thele palfes is north-> 
ward of .Fenwick's or Pointz's Pafs upwards of 
two miles and a half, and nortbwar.d of eight v the 
ftcond is northv/ard bt Lamb's or Tulcan Pafs, 
Vol, 1L B b anU 
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and about two miles and a half alfo; and the 
third is northward of Newry upwards of thrqc 
miles. 

A caftle was formerly ere<aed at each of thefe 
paflfes, and the ftumps of thofc of Pointz'sand 
Tufcan Pafs ftill remain ; that at Scarvagh Pafs 
is utterly deftroycd, but near where it ftood is a 
good houfe, picafantly fuuated on a rifing grouinl 
near the caiiai and Scarvagh -Bridge ; near it are 
falt-works, 

Donoghmore, a parifh church (lands eaftward 
of Tuican Pafs near three miles, and is about 
midway between Loughbricklan and Newry. 
Luugbbricklan lies full north from Newry, and 
bat two miles fouth weft from Banbjridge. 

It i*-' a village confifting of one broad ftreet, at 
th« fouih end of w4iich is a partfli church; it for- 
merly liood arAghiderig, half a mile north- weft 
of this place, wliere the ruins are now to befeen, 
and the p.Kifli yet bears that name. It js a great 
thoroughfare, and the principal turnpike from* 
Dublin to Belfaft. From Loughbricklan wem^de 
an excu>fion to Armagh, about 12 miles weft ward, 
where in the maikei-place we faw a .crpfs of two 
ftones, with old bajfo-relievo's reprefentitig Chrift 
on the crofs be weai the two. thieves, and iomein^ 
genious fret-work. ^THis town, though an .g|rch« 
bifhoprick, and the metropolitan, fee of all Ire- 
land, contains orly one churchy and the ruins of 
fome abbeys. The arch.-bifhop of this fee has not 
only decorated his cathedral, giv.Mr it an ongan^ 
ard fixed a choir there, but has built one of the 
bell lioufes in the kingdom, a real palace, fuited 
to his elevated rank.

It was originally intended that bi/hops fliould 
refide in cities. Lord Coke i^of opinion thai the 
very refidencfe of a bi(hop cooftitutes a city. His 
grace therefore, with ideas truly epifcopal, would 
have Armagh a city not only of courtely, but ii 
reality, and to efFedt it> he makes it a condition with 
his tenants, that they (hall all build good houfes, 
and flatc* them. Nor has he flopped here. He at 
his own expcnce, has built and endowed a fump- 
tuous diofcefan library ;, and by his influerce and 
contribution he has erefted a magnificent hofpital, 
a college, and even a barrack. His clergy are all 
following his fteps, and new houfcs, new church- 
es, and fpircd ft^eples arc every day rifng through 
every quarter of his ditxjefew 

From Armagh we returned over the canal, and 
paffed on to B^nbridge, a village fo called fropi a 
none bridge built here over the river Ban,- where 
fome of the greateft fairs for linen cloth afe held 
five tir^es a year, conftantly attended by factors 
from England. Marfy proreftattts, efpecially dif- 
-fenters, have fettled near this place, where they 
have a mteting-houfe. The turnpike roads frorn 
Newry* to Belfaft * arid Randalftown divide here in 
two' branches ; that to Belfaft proceeds to Dro- 
more^ and from thence to Hilfbonmgh' and Lif- 
Burtt; the other^ by'Magherelin Moyia, and fo to 
Antrimi. A li^fle north of Banbridge you have - 
the parifh chufch and vicarage houfeof St. Pa^ 
trick ; and tWree i^ile^ eaft of it on the edge of 
the barony ftaridsthe parilh church and vicarage 
hoafeof Garva^hy. 

V^X^M Batibridgewe proceeded nprth through 

Sea4^tricV, hdVing Lough Kerwn on the left 

hand'. This lake, though fniall in extent, being 

not above half a mtle long^ a quarter of a mite 
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broad, and near twenty, feet deep in^ie jnidole^ 
was rendered remarkab-e by the papifts drowning 
rear eighty unhappy proteftints uy it in 1641. 
About half a n:ii(e nprili of it is TulHfti churchy 
near the banks of the JRivt't Ban, and near it is 
Hairs-mill, where is a bleaching yard of large ex- 
tent. The Ban water is eftcen>ed excellent for 
whitening linen, A gloomy plantation of^fir, 
called Monro's grove, on the fteep banjcs 6f the 
river, gave us no tinpleafing variety, as we had 
juft quitted an open, though hilly , Gountry full 
of corn. 

Lefs than a mile northrweft is Gilford, a village 
on the nver Ban. The ine^i[iders of the river 
about this p^ace, over which is a good ftonc biidg?", 
and the rifing grounds furrouric^ing it, adorned 
with wood, and the bottom var^^gated with 
bleach-yairds, afford altogether an agreeable prof* 
peil, efpecially in the bleachipg fcalon. 

From thence it is about three miles nortb-eaft 
to Waringftown, antiently called Clan -Connelly 
whicl|is a neat well planted and improved village, 
about two miles fouth^weft of Magherelin, and 
near fourteen north of Newry. In this town and 
the neighbourhood of it the linen manufafturc is 
carried on to great advantage. Near it is one of 
thofe artificial mounts called Danifti raths, which 
was opened about the year 1684, and in it was 
found a large flat quarry-ftone, placed upright, 
like a door, which bein^ removed, laid open aa 
entrance into a narrow low pailage,. about ten 
feet long, and only wide enough to admit a man 
to creep in upon his hands and knees. This paf- 
fage led into a fmall round vault, about fix feet 
high and eight feet wide, placed in the ceritre of 
the mount, in the middle of the vault four long 
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fmall (lonea were fixed in the ground^ e;}ch about 
two feet aiid.a half high, ftindi.ig upright as fup- 
porters to a flat quarry-ftone, two feet and a half 
long, and twenty inches br >ad, placed on them 
in a manner of a table ; under which on the grqu A 
ftood an handfome earthen urn, of a dark brown- 
iili colour, as if not thoroiigiily baked, about a 
quarter of an irch thick in its fides, containing 
broken pieces of burnt bones, mixed with allies^ 
and fragments of burnt wood. 

Several Gentlcihen have houfes ard pleaf4nt 
feats in and near this town, which are tok) nunier- 
ous to be mentioned particularly, and a greater 
nurfib^r of well built farm houfes, wuh plantatiop.s 
round them, appear within half a mile of it, tliaa 
perhaps in any other part of the kingdom of the 
fame compaft, all inhabited by induftrious Po- 
teftants, moll of whom are engaged in the linea 
bufinefs. 

The elegant feat of the Warings is at Waringf- 
town, and their houfe built on a rifing ground, 
commands the profpeft of a pleafant well improv- 
ed country. A fmall. walk from the houfe leads 
to a well finiftied church, roofed with Irifli oak, 
and reiriarkable for the workmanfhip of it. 

From Waringftown we proceeded to Maralin, 
or Magherclin, . a . frqall,. well pbnted, and well 
watered village, on the river Lagan, where the b5- 
;fhpp of Drdmore has a griod houfe. This village 
has a handfofine church, and a good bridge over 
the. Lagan 

From thenc* vfc vifited Lurgan in the coiinty of 
Armagh, diftatrf about two miles. This is one of 
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the prcrtieft little market towns in the north of 
this kingdorri. 

Its fituatiort is e^tfctnely plea&nt, in a fine fer- 
tile and populotis country, and in the midft of the 
lien manufadtory. It ftands on a gentle eminence, 
about two miles from, and corrimandirig a fine 
profpeft of' I-A)iigh Neagh, the lafgeftJake in the 
kmgdom. 

The inhabitants are genteel, fcnfible, and friend* 
ly; and though the town is not very conflderable, 
ycf, ftom a general concurrence in the fame agrees 
aWe difpofition, they have eftabliflied a vfery foci- 
able and erUertaining affeiiibly, to which, throw- 
ing a&de alt the ridiculous difl:'in£lions and exclu- 
(ions on the circurnftances of birth and fortune, 
the offspring of pride, upon vanity* and igiYorance^ 
every perfon is wefcorne, who is qualified to ap-^ 
pear with decency, and to behave with good man- 
^flers. They feera, indeed, to exert them felves to 
'fupport the reputation of their town, which, from 
tl^e fimilariry of its general figure of the language, 
iDanners, and the dilpofuions of its inhabitants, to 
rfibfe of the Engliflt, had, for many years, ac^* 
Quirfed the il^me of little England; and an Englifli 
man at Lurgan, iridfied, will think hlmfelf in his 
own country, ' 

The coumvy,. from hence to' the eaft\«^*fd, by 
"liiburn, on t6 B^lfuft and Antrim, is rich^ ferdle,, 
and as well cultivated and eh(?lofed, ^as any in the 
nbrih part of Ireland. Bat the greater part of the 
north Ulftei;, as well as the mod fouthefn jiarts of 
Munfter, and almpft the whole of the province of 
Conna^Igftt; jtire opfetf infl mouBtainQus; 
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t'rom IfUrgan we vjjfited Lough Neagh, or 
Lough,Eag)i, of which wq.fli^H.give fomeiaccourrU 
It IS ll^e laiggftJ^ke, or meer, in. Ireland, Lqugh- 
Earn .in the county of Fermanagh not equalling 
it in Atsarea ; and though the latter is Jivore diver- 
fified by numeious iflandjs and wpods, yet cosfi- 
decedjis a piece of water, itis far inferior" to this. 
It exseeeds iacorijipafs any frelh water lake in Bri* 
tain^.iand ;perhaps few in Europe go beyond ijt^ 
thoie of Ladoga -and phega 10 Mufpovjr, and of 
Geneva in S^witzerland e^cgptedi It i;^ pretty 
mixqh of an oval figure, iadeoted wi()i fome irre- 
guiajkie&.onievery fide, and reckoned to be ti^en^ 
ty Engliili miles long-frpr^ t}ie. north weft point to 
the fouthreaft,. near fiFteen miles of the faoic mea- 
fure froni north-eafttto fquth-weft, and £i;om tea 
to twelve miles broaid at a. medium, ovjcrfpreading 
near. iC>o,oQO acres of land. We. do not reckon: 
in tbefe '^imenfions a fmaller lake, called t/^ugh- 
Beg, or .the Little Lake, that lies At the. north- weft 
end of ; it, which is. near four miles long^ and as 
much broad, and detached From it by a narrow 
channel. The great lake is fed by fix confiderable 
livers, four of fmaller note, .aisd feveral brtx^ks^ 
yet has but one narrow outlet to difcharge this 
great flux.of water at Toom^ firft into Lough-Beg, 
and from thence through the Lower Ban into the 
northern fea, This narrow outlet, and leffer lake, 
being within a fmall matter on a level with the 
great lake, do not afford fufiicient vent, to difcharge 
the waters of it in the v/mter months and rainy 
feafons ; by which crteans the water in Lough- 
Neagh is at fnch times raifed eight or ten feet 
above its level in fumrner, and overflows the bogs 
and low grounds that lie on iiscoalt, thereby an- 
nually gaining on the high grounds by wafhing 
them away , whilft: the, mud and fand continually 
life at Toom, choak up the narrow pailige, and 
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. confequenily raife the water in the lake every year 
more and more. The country which encornpaiTcs 
it is lb level, thdt the fartheft oppofite (hore can- 
not be difcpvered from one end, and it appears 
like an ocean ; in ftbrmy weather its waves break 
fuddenly, by reafon of their being frefh vriter^ 
and are much more dangerous than thofc of the 
fca. There is an ifland in it, c^^lled the Kam, 
on which te a round tower. * Tins lake is remark- 
able for two properties-, firft, for a warm and 
healing quality in the water ; and fccondfy, for 
Convening wood into ftonc. As to the firll pro- 
perly it is a* queftion, whether it be difFufed thro* 
all parts of the lake, or confined to one fide of it, 
called Fillung Bay, bounded by the fchool lands 
of Dungmnon, .on the weft fide of it. ' ** This 
bay is about haif a mile broad, has a fine fandy 
bottom without ji pebble in it; fo that one may 
walk in it with fafety and eafe from the depth of 
the ankle to the chin, upon an eafy declivity, at 
lead 360 yards before you come to that depih.'* 
This dc/cription is taken intire from the words of 
thtj author ; becaufc from the fituation a conjee* 
ture may arife, why the lake may rn this quarter 
have the property we are inquiring after. For it 
is well known, that the neighbmrirg lands (and 
l>robably the lands here ovei fpread by the lake,) 
abouiid with bodies of coal, which are ftrongly im- 
piegnated with fulphur and bitumen, thro' which 
the mineral waters and ftieams pnfling into 
the iakf, and mixing with the water of ic may^ 
perhaps, have fome (hare in prrducing'the mcdici* 
nal quality, and the warmth before mentioned. 

The (ccalion of firft taking notice of this bay 
for any cure is (aid to have been in the reign of 
Charles 11. in the mflancc of the fon of one Mr. 
Cunningham, who had the evil to a (hocking de-* 
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gree. He was touched by the King, <to whofe 
royiii perfon a virtue was at that time afcribed of 
heating thiis difleaiper,) and all imaginary means 
were unfucceftfiiHy ufed for his recovery ; his bo* 
dy was fo w$tt.^ that he could not walk } but at 
kngth lie was bathed in this laugh for eight days, 
in confcquence of which his fofcs were dried up, 
and he grew heahhy, married, begot children, and 
lived fcveral years after. From that time, many 
frequented the lake, who were afflidled with run- 
ning ulcers, and returned home perfedly healed. 
Thefe inftances are fo well atteiled, that they ad«% 
mit o( no difp^te. Yet we can {carce be per*. 
fuaded, but that this* lake was much more -early 
reiparkcd for a healing property than the period 
here afligned ; though it might in a long tra£t of 
timp have gone into difufe, and been neglected and 
forgotten. The very name of it feems to hint at 
this quality j N^g and Neas in Irifh fignifying 
an ulc^r orfore. How eafy Is Neafg corrupted in- 
to Neagh ? The chymical analyfis of this water 
difcovcra nothing, in it peculiar or different from ' 
the contents of otha lough or bog waters in this 
king om, all of them exhibiting very nearly the 
fame fortc( refiduum, as particularly appeared by 
experiments made in concert on the waters of this 
lough, and the famed Lougb-Lheighs, or the 
healing iough* in the county of Cavaci^ each yield- 
ing upon evaporation a Imall quantity of bitumin- 
ous, or at leaft fulphureous matter, from which 
they both feem to de^ve their healing quality be- 
fore hinted at. For it is obfervable that the folid 
contents of thefe waters dififer greatly from thofe 
of moft common fprings, which generally con- 
tain ft diffolvcd native lime-flone, which the wa- 
ters of thefe bughs do not ; but a dark brown 
vifciid matter, fparkling, flinking, and burning 
black on a red hot iron i and herein they differ 
Vou IL C c greatly 
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greatly from other petrifying waters of this king- 
dom and Great Britain, which abound with lime- 
ftone, and whofe petrifaftions are a true native 
lime-ftone. And this gi\es fome countenance to 
the opinions of thofe virtuofi, (how fallible foever 
in the main it may hereafter appear,) who attri- 
bute a petrifying quality aicribed to this lough, 
rather to the foil of it, than to the waier ; which 
q^iality we (hall proceed to examine in the next 
plqce. 

The fecond property afcribed to this lake, of 
petrifying and convening wood into ftone, chal- 
lenges fom'c attention ; and the more fo, as anti- 
quity and univerfal confcnt have confpired to give 
it (his quality. Credulity has been fruitful in ad- 
ding a remarkable particular to this property af- 
crib d to the lough, viz. that the wood is turned 
partly into lionet, and partly into JKon, or that the 
part fixvid in the earth becomes irpn, and the mid- 
dle of it, as far as r.emains in the water, is con- 
verted into ftone, the upper end above the water 
retaining its tormer nature. But though univer- 
fal conicnt has been fo favourable to tradition, as 
to aliow Lough- Neagh ftone to be holly, or other 
timber petriticd ; yet whether the petrifying vir- 
tue <cfides in tiic water of the lough, or in the 
neighbouring loil,. has been the fubjeft of fome 
difpui«". I'nat the vater id not poHeffed of any 
fucli viiiue has been determined by an exp.'^riment 
purpoPrly made, by drivi g.a ftake of holly into 
tiie ground within the verge of the lake, which 
was tound to continue there many ) ears without 
any altera jjn or petrifaction j and, perhaps, up- 
on.a ^. impartial iciutrny, there will not appear any 
inconfeftibtt evidence of the foil poflcfling this vir- 
tue, or, m other terms, that Lough Neagh ftones 
were ever ouco-woodi . * 

Having 
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Having examined !..oirj;h Neagh, we fct'inied 
through Lurgan to Moycali> a thriving, village, 
confining of one good ftieei, vvncFe't!Ti^4«icrr%5'i; ; 
nufaftare is canied on to advantage.. . Ai the • 
nouh-eaft end of the town is a hardTom*^ v/ !•- 
planted avenue leading lv» the houfe of the late 
Sir John Rawdon^ where the impioVemtints imd 
gardens, are extenfive, and furni^Ti'd wi;li variety - 
of good fruit, a':d mauy eK0Ucs-l>iO«g!at thither 
from Jamaica, which thrive well. On an tmi- 
nence in view of it is* a hnndfjme pariHi ciiiiich 
finely fituated, the front of which, and part of tbe 
fteeple, are we!) execuiea in hewn ilone. Here 
is a . good charity-fchool, for twenty four piw>r 
children, and the diirenters have twb meeting- 
houfeshere. . 

A fmall walk extending to the weft~ end <>f 
Moyrah is Maghereinch, a good feat, ^ftanding 6n 
an eminence, and having a beautiful profpccl of 
wood, and the m^andej^sof theriverJ.^gah V near 
which is Woodfort,. and northward oft ihi^'lfciwh, 
near tiie. edge of tbA Q<^uoty, Drumbane, another 
good f^at, . / . - . 1'. ' 

Prorn thenc^^ we vMitcd Lifburn, ki tb^ 0ount'y 
of Antrim, and then returned acrofs tfle'L^gan 
river, . to Hilllbornugh ; in the way theYic^ we 
paffed tiie Mafe Oiurie,.^ place appropria^ted for 
the public diverfions of hoj^fe-racing* It is aibbut a 
mile north of .Hill(bprough>.near the banks 6f the 
river Lagan. A rifing hill in the middle of the 
courfe, ; about twp piites in circumference, gives 
the Q>e<5i4tors $ full yiew/t^f the whole field. About 
three miles from Liibjrn is Hillfborouehi a town 
finely, fituatcd on a healthy gravelly foil, 'in view 
of Lilburn, B^lfaft, the bay and town of Carrick- * 
fergus, and commanding a great extent of prof- 
C c 2 pect 
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poft into a well improved country* It is a market 
anid borough to>yn. The old parifli chuich ftocx! 
neatlbe^udgl^ at the entrance into the tow a. The 
nobleman, who takes his title from this place^ has 
lately built here a neat and elegant church at his 
own expence, with a fpire, an organ, ?md painted 
windows ; and has alto ereded ranges of ne.w 
houfes, to each of which is a garden, &c^ befidee 
feveral other public and privane buildings. 

In digging the foundatioti for a linen manuffte- 
tory-houfe, a great number of pieces offilver, of 
the coinage of queen Elizabeih^ king James I. 
and Charles I. were thrown up, (bppofed to have 
been buried there in the war of 1641. In- this 
town king William the third, foon after his lafxlv 
ing at Carrickfergus, halted two nights, and from 
hence gave orders to his army to take the ficld^ 
' and march to Dundalk. 

About three miles foutb-eaft from thence is Ana- 
hilt church, a modern ftrufture,' from whence we 
proceeded weft ward about four n)iles to Dfomore, ' 
which, like many other places in Ireland, borrows 
its name from its fttuation, and figniiies the great 
back of a liill^ being.a clouer of hoUies fpread on 
the fide of a hilL It is a market-town, and the 
fee of a bifliop. The cathedral is but finall,' yet 
cotnmodious and neat ; it is not built like^ other - 
cathedrals in the form of a crofs) nor has it any- 
revenue, for fuppoiting cathedral iervice. • 

The church lay in ruins until it was rebuilt afttr - 
the reftoration by bifhop Taylor, and dcdiealed-^ 
*• toCbrift our Redeemer," as appears bythe al* 
tar-plate whi<^ he gave to the church. Thttr^arc 
four prelates of tbifi fee interred fn one vault in the 
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chancel, vli. T^aylor, Rufr, Digh(y^.;^n<l V^rif€ma:n, 
vithbut any' riiontinicnt or infciiplion. 

At the weft entrance into the towrii aretwt) 
decent alitis-haufes. On one fide of thefe ilaildfr 
the yiocefan fchool-houfe,,an(i on a hill at the fotith- 
eaft end of tKc tqwri are twd meeting-houfes. . 

In the fquarc is creAed a market^houfe on ftonc. 
ardies. Confidcrable quantiticSjOf .Unen-clojh lafe : 
fold in the nrjarKets and fairs held here ; and in aftd' 
near thf^ town are many linen weavers ;. they have 
ftore of firinj^ in the neighbo^jring. turbaries i^ and 
inarl6 ifvtheadjoiningUaDids. The tu((xpike-!roaU 
from 'JDJublih to Belfaft pafles bene. The river La « . 
gan divides the town, but Has a bridge over it of 
two arches for entrance and communication. The 
firft protcftant blood flied in the memorable y^sif 
1688V was in this heighbonrhood, and it was thro' 
this town our great deliverer king William march- 
ed 6h the 24th of June^ 1690, to join his army.. 
At the north-eall end of the town is a high Ditniih 
rath, of jgreat exteiit^ confplcuous tq travellers, 
and the adjacent country* 

The circumference of this large rath is 630 feet 
4n ttie'bafe, the conical height 80 feet, the perr • 
jiendicular height 44 feet, 3 inches, and the. dia- 
meter at the top 63 feet, wjth a large battlemcrit 
incircled with a rampart between 80 and 90 feet 
.broad, and a fpacious parapet. The trench be- 
tween ten and twelve feet wide, terminatep'pn a 
precipice, with two arms embracing a fquarfe fort . 
100 feet diameter. From the river Lagan to this 
antient fortifieatibn, upon the afcent of the preci- 
pice, is a covered way 260 feet long, feven feet 
wide,' and nine feet deep: 

' GilMiall, 
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Gill-hall, a mile and a half weft uf Dromore, 
is a liandfortie feat, on the riv^er La'gan, oVer which 
is a ft ens bridge near the houfc. 

About two miles weft of Dromarah church 
llands^Waringsford, fituated on a branch of the 
river Lagan, and near three mi'es north of it on 
the fame river, and about the centre of the ba- 
rony. We proceeded thence towards Down Pa^ 
trick, through Dromirah ; the old parifh church 
of Dromarah, about three miles fouth-^fouth-weft 
of Anahih, lay in ruins fince the general devafta- 
tion of churches' in 1641' 5 but good part cf the 
walls, out-braVihg the injuries of time, were 
lately repaired, and the church rendered fit for 
fervice. Near thischuich a good flate quarry has 
bedn found. 

The face cf the couatfy* hietekbouts is rough, 
Weak, and tinimpfroved, yet produces theneceua- 
li-s of iifc-fufficient to fjpport ja, large number of 
inhabitants, who have little other bread corn but . 
cats, of which they make great quantities of meal 
to lupply rot only themfi:lves, but the neighbour- 
ing markets. They are an induflrious hardy peo- 
ple, and may be j>;operly faicl to earn their bread 
with the fweat cf their brow,, the coarfenefs of the 
land obliging them to great labour. The coldncfs 
of the foil eccafions their harvefts to be late, yet 
by due care^nd cuhure, it yields rye and great 
quantities of flax. The plenty of cheap firing got 
out of bogs and rnoflVs tliroughoiit this whole cojjn- 
ty does not a' little contribute to the fervice of the 
linen trade. , • «. 

There is an artificial cave in the parifli of Dro- 
rharah iand town-land of Cargagh, about fix miles 
fouth-eaft of Dromore, fituated on a rifing ground, 
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fomething hlghqr than the . a.djacent lacds. /.The 
entrance is, pf a quadriljit^ral forpiy each fide msai- 
jTuring jtbout three feet in leogth> and defcending 
ncarjbefame.nuipberpf feet froni thc:f^ 
the lo>frer, jwt of the :aperture •, lifee. that hear 
Waringftown, it cannot be entered other wife than 
on the bellyj but feme few.ftset front the entrance 
it is fo wide and high, (liat a xn^n can.ftandralmofl 
erev^ vfi it. This cavern is in mod places fix feet 
broadi at the lower end f)methi^grnQrc, and runs 
^01^ a diredl line thirty two yards from, north to 
fouth^. jind is five feet and a half high from the 
floor to the roof in moft places, but at the extre- 
mity exceeds that meafure two inches j it is form- 
ed and covered in the ftme manner as jlie other. 
There is a femiciicular nich in the wall on the call' 
fi !c, eight yards and a half from the aperture, and 
on the wefl^jfidc, near the pool of w^ier, towards 
the end » ^ quadrangular nieh, much inferior in • 
fize to the other. On the .weft fide, about eleven * 
yards and a haU from the entrance, a chamber 
branches off from the princi-pial paliiig^ eight 
yards \ong^ and iwo broad, the workmanlhip of 
which is more regular and better finilbed than that 
of the lt)ng entry. The fl jor is fandy and tokra-i;^ 
biy level, but covered with wat<:r moft intcufely 
cold, and exceeding limpid, for the fpace of fif- 
teen yards, leading to the extremity of the long « 
vault, v/hich gradually b 'comes deej^er, being two ' 
feet,and upwards at the utmoll lirnil* 

From piom^;;ah we; proceeded eaft ward to B iN • 
linehjinch, which is the principal, and aim oft only - 
place of ar^y i;qte in this barony, and ftands near * 
the centre of the ounty on a htle river. It lies 
in the inidft of tiie great roads leading from Lur- • 
gan, Dromore, L'lbjrn, and hiilifbjroujh, to 
Down Parricic, and fri>m thence to the e:u^ern 
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- coafis of the county. The country about It 
ia extcemely coarfe, fuU of rpckisandhil^ which 
render all acceg to it troubleforne and unpleafant^ 
and it is juftly complained of by travclfers^ who 
can only hobble through the broken and narrow 
csuleways; from this terrible tspndttion of the 
roads ; it h$s obtained the nanie of Magheredrol^ 
or Field of 'Difficulties, which it triify dcferves. 
The parifti cHiiucH, and rcfidcntiary houfe, are a 
fliort way from .Hie^eharity fchool, j^nd the diffen- 
tera have a niccfing-houfe here. Atxnit two miles 
fouth-wcft ot thiH^lace, on die (kirts of the 
mountain, called Slieve^roob* is an excellent cha- 
lybeate, luiphureous fpaw. 

It is a Very clear water, exceffively cold, and 
cf a moil 'difagretab^e talie and fnlell, like the 
fulphureous waters cDf • Aix-la Ghapclle, or like wfiat 
has been ufed in fcouring a foul gun. The quan* 
tity of it commonly tak^n, is from three pints to 
three quarts j fonie ic vomits, others it purges j 
but thcle effcdks feem to bt only a^i.dental, the 
chief operiatton is by urioe. Its virtues hitherto 
found but by experiehce, appear to rcleroWe.tbofe 
of other (iilphurous waters, particularly its great 
efficacy in fcobutic di(<)rderF; both by bathing 
and drinking, of which there happened a remarks 
able iriftance fpme years fince, in the^^cafe' of a dif- 
fcnting miniftcr, who c^me to this well, over-run 
with leprous eruptions on the ikin, wluch had rea** 
dered his j^)ints fo rigid, that he couU neither hold 
his bridle, nor feed Wmfdl; he return -d home 
fupple arid clean, after haying drank the water, 
and bathed in it but a mpnth. There are fcveral 
other examples of the like happy fucccfsfrom tho 
ufe of it in cifes of the like nature^ and of its re- 
moving fcorbuiic pains in the head and limbs. 

Tvr© ' 
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Two miles foutb-fouth-eaft of Ballinehinch is 
Maryblrockj.ftatcd on a rifing ground^ near a 
fmall lake, and two niites to the eaft of this, on 
the verge of the barony, Kilmore, a fmall village, 
ftands on a rocky ground, near the river of EaltU 
nehihch, which, fouth of this place, falls into a 
branch of the lake of Sfrangf6rd. On the fame 
river, and likewife dole to the edge of the birony^ 
ftands Annj^cloy, foulh of Kilmore, near which is 
Loughin-ifland, a frndn ifland in a lake, to which 
you have an entrance from the land. In this ille 
ftands the old parilh church, which is now tran- 
flated to Seaford; 

A mile fouth of Seaford is Cloilgh, a well laid 
out village, in which is a good manfion-^houfe, 
and neaft it a Danifti rath, furrounded by a broad 
deep fofs,' and (what is fomething fingular) on 
the top of it a plain ftrorig caftte of ftone, the 
building of which is afcribed to the Danes. 

From thence we pafled to Dundrum, now a 
mean village^ but formerly a place of foine con- 
feqiieifice, on account of a'ftrobg foftified oftlc, 
the ruins of which remain. It is bcJdly.fealed on 
a rocki commands 9 view of the whole bay, the 
gut or harbour within it (called by fome the inner 
b^y) the main Tea to the fouth, a great part of 
Lccale to tlie ca,ft, and ^f the high mountains of 
Mourne and Iveach to the fouth and foulh-wdft. 
Its caftle was difmaiitlfed by order of Cromwell, 
and has ever fince' been fufFered to fall to ruin. 
From DuTidrum we cfoffed iti inner bay, which 
is fmall, and very fecure 5 it extends from the en- 
trance near three miles northward, and is in 
breadth about one at a meditinii, except a fpur 
that ftretches out from the fouth end weftward, 
and receives a little river,''cal led Slidery ford river-. 
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but the outward bay is Ih^low anidangerous, on- 
ly fmall veffels can ride in the middle of it, and 
that too at high water. 

Having crolFed, we proceeded to Killough, now 
called Port St. Anne, which is feated north of St. 
John's Point, feven miles eaft-fouth-eaft of Dun- 
drum, and five almoil fouth of Down Patrick. 
It was of late made a town and commodious har- 
bour. The town is agreeably fltuated, the fea 
flowing all along the backs of the houfes, where 
Itiips ride in full view of the inhabitants. Some, 
.meichants and other pirf^ns of con ruion live hert, 
a; d It has a decent church, and a barrack for two 
or thr^^evtioqpsof hoile. There is good fi/lji-^g 
in tb<e bay, but the principal trade tf the place 
confifts in the exportation of bailey^ and the 
imjoortation of fuch commodities as. are confum- 
eJ in the adjacent country. Fifteen flilps belong 
to the port that deal in foreign and domeftick 
t^ade, and about tvvei»ty boats are employed irt 
fiOiing. Pi manufacture of- fait is alfo carried on 
hue with greater advantage than in many other 
jp laces. 

In acorn field about a quarter of a mile from 
Killough, towards St. John's Point, is a cave about 
twenty yaids long^ wuich has a winding palFage 
two feet and a half bioad^ and it has three doors 
"beiides the chief entrar.ee, which lead to a circu- 
lar chambc;r, three yards in diameter, in which 
is a fine {coi limpid wdl, fupplied by a fpring 
jo it. i- 

Another beautiful grotto, urder a hill, is, at* 

the extrerriitv of Bally-Cam Bay, mar Killough, 

with this difference only, that at tlie bottom of the 

tatter i^ <i well feven feet deep, and intenfely coKi, 

. , . ' which 
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wtiidi always coqtinues tbe..fam3,,and is fed tjy a 
water.perpetualj^v oozing (top the top of tte cave 

through a vein of; Ilme-llone^* .\ ' 

At KiiJough is a trcrriafkable well, called St. 
Scordin's well, higlily efteenied for^ts watdf, afjd 
the application of it to all manner of * ufes ; it ilTues 
out of a high rocky bank^ciofe upon the fhore ; 
never diminilhes in the drieft fcafons, and produces 
y 2^ hognaeads in 24 liour.s. There is allb a mi- 
neral well nqar the charter- fchool, both purgative 
and emetic. 

" At a fm^ll diftance beyond Scordin*sWell,' near 
the verge of the fea, is an oblong hole in a rock^ 

x^ which, at the ebbing or flowing of the tide, fends 
forth a ftrange noifc, fomewhat refemblmg the 
winding of a horn ; as the waters beat up under 
the rocks, or retire, they force rhe airout, or e!fe 
the air ru(birig in at this narrow vent, and meeting 
the water in its progrefs, bccafions'thefe untifua! 
founds ; hold your hand oyer it; and you feel the 
cold. air burftlng forth with a mixture of fpray, as 
the waves advance to the fhore ;, but as they re- 
treat, the fucViQn is ftrong, in feme degree like 
thatof anaif pump. 

When the tide is out, the ftrand fs paffable 
from Killough to Ardglafs, which is not then much 
more, than a mile dillant ; 'but at High water the 
journey is full four miles routid the head of the 
bay. ' . 

> • 

There is a natural cave with, a very large en- 
trance on the fliore within the riorth-eaft point of 
Ardglafs harbour, and extends about twenty yards^ 
under a hill of earth, covered with a green (ward, 
like the neighbouring grounds, arid is divided into 
D d z one 
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one large and two leffer chiambcrs. Fi om the arched 
roof of this grotto, hang lumps of ftonc of various 
figures, all ending in a drop,df the ftalaftitc fort, 
foft, unduous^ and gritty ; the fides are tpcruf- 
tatcd with exudations or exftillations of the fame 
petrifying fluid, ilfuing put of the tidghbourtng 
rocks, I he .whole forming a .^reat variety of clc- 
gant fhapts, 

Ardglafs, although in the reign of queen EUia- 
beth one of the three principial towns in the county 
next to Newry and Down, is now in a mean con- 
dition, con&fting only of a few ordinary cabins, 
and four or five old decayed caftles, befidcs a large 
T uined building ; one of ihefe caftles, called the 
King's Caftle, has been a large ftrong buHdrng, 
near whiqh aire the ruins of a church ; Another 
called J^oru C^flje, is only a plain building, yiet of 
fomc ftrength for defence ; a third is called the 
CoudCaftle^ but tjhe natives could give no ac- 
count of the meaning of the word, ot the reafon 
of the name. Another caftle plain and ftrong, 
flands detached from the long buildings and feema 
to have been credted as a flanker of defence to it, 
and to correfpond with a^anker at the other end, 
which joins to, and is a part of the long building ; 
. we had like to have paffcd over Jordan's Caftle, 
which, thougjii not fo large as Hit Ring's Caftle^ 
is vet hand loiner than that or any of the former, 
and was a fort of confiderable ftfength. A range 
of buildings yet fubfifts here, 234 ifeet in lengthy 
(including a flanker at one end) and 20 feet broad 
in the clear, with a batilpnient op it on the fide op- 
pofed to tiie fea biea'ft high^ and there is a plat- 
fl>rm o: fpace 4)! round it to walk od^ juft under 
t'le batilements. Three equi-dMlant tpwcrs ftand 
in the front next the Jard, two of which are a part 
of the building, but the third is detached a little 
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dlftihcfc from it ; (feere are no windows, except 
ff>ike-h6les, in the fide n€Xt the fea. ' In the froat 
will, to the lahd^ are fifteen fquarc windows and 
ftxteen ar'died ftoDc doors, a door and a 'wiixiow 
being placed alternatdy clofe to each other H\ 
along (hti ranfge, ae'isufualin trader^s (hop^s, bo- 
fides a door m each flanker. Thefe okcumftances 
may induce a belief, that this long range of baild- 
ings was irttiently a place where wares were fold, 
as well is a fortification 6{ ftrength, and that the 
caftles afld fi4nkers W6rc ^refted to defend met-- 
chants fr^m the infiilis of the rieighbouring Iri(h# 
The town is fiiuated in a creek on an iron (bore, 
fuMof ttxSks, and fit only for fifliingboat^ to- en- 
ter ; near it is ArdhoU church, feated on an emi- 
nence» .now in ruins. This church was the ani- 
ent parifll church of Ardglals, but was removed 
into the town (as tradition fays) on account of its 
being defacrated by a cruel murder committed by 
the clans of the Mac-Cartanes on the whole con- 
gregation, at the Chriftmas midi-night mafs. 

At the head of Killough bay two roads break 
off, one north-^aft leading to Strangford, the 
other north to Down l^atrick. In tfeis latter dfftrift 
lie the churches of Dunsford or Duniport, Bally 
Culter, and KikHief, the latter being felted on the 
entrance into die bay of Strangford. 

On the weft fide of the road leading from Kil- 
loiugh, is callle Screen, now in ruins, built within 
ia Danifii Rath, and near k are many remains of 
heathen monuments % about a mile «aft of it is a 
famous well. On the eaft of the road is a druidi- 
tal Cromlech, on the furiitnit of a hill, called 
Slievc-na-Giidcal, i. e. the mountain of the Grid- 
del (fo called from the refembiance this msnument 
bears that ir.ftrumeift.) It is compofcd of a huge 
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6at unlicwn rock, of the Lapis Molar iSr or grtt' 
kind, intcrfperfod wi.ih a mixture of red and white 
flint, in (hapeTomething Ike a lozenge in heraldry, 
or a diamond on the cards, eleven feet two inches 
lojng from point to point, ei^lii feet 9.pd a balf broad 
in th^ greateft dimerlfion, and a foot and a half thick 
in molt places though in fome not mote tlun a foot. 
Hk is raifcd upon two rude fiipporterp.of jhe fame 
Hind of ftonc placed edgeways, one of which is 
eight feet long, three feet broad, anc} a foot thick ; 
the o*her is not above three feet lorg, and feems. 
lo be a natural rock ftand'uig on its original pcfiti- 
vn ; but by the advantage of the ground, the up- 
per or table-ftone ftands pretty near on a level, 
though .with a fmall inclination. The^caviiy un- 
derneath is fuch that a middle fized man^ by loop- 
ing a little can pafs thtough it, and the i^ratum 
upon \^hich the fupportijjg-ftones (lands is a fo- 
lid.roclc. 

Having parted this mountain and BaTly churchy 
we arrived at the celebrated wells of St. Patrick, 
Other wife called Struel- Wells, from a town land of 
ihat name, whereupon they fpring ; to which vaft 
ihrongs of rich and poor refort of Midfummer- 
Eve, and the Friday before I-.ammas, fonae in hopes 
of obtaining health, and others to perform penan- 
ces enjoined them by their popifh priefts from the 
water bleffed by St. Patrick ; they are four in num- 
ber, each covered with a vault of (lone, and the 
wa$er is conveyed by lubterraneous aquedufts 
from one to the other ; but the largell of tjaefe ' 
yauhs is the moft celebratied^ being , m dimenfiorw 
16 feet and half by i f, and is more particularly 
faid to have recpiv^d St. Patrick's benedidion.

The other wells are applied for walhing particular 
parts of the body, as the eyes, head,, limbs, &c» 
'All thefe vaults feem to be very antient, and near 
one of them are the ruias of a fmall chapel, de- 
dicated to St. Patrick. 

A large mile, almoft weft of St ruel- Wells Hands 
Down Farrick, i. e. Patrick'is Mount, on the 
foutherii or fouth-weft branch of Lough-Coyn, or 
the lake of Sttangford, and was reckoned one of 
the moft antient towns of the kingdom, being 
noted in hiflory before the arrival of St. Patrick, 
in Ireland. 

At prcfent the town is of a confiderable corapaf?, 
compofed of four long ftreets, centering near a 
point, not to mention lanes and other fmaller 
llreets. It is diftinguilhed into fcveral quarters, 
as the irilli quar-ter, Englifli quarter, Scotch 
quarter, &c. It is a borough and market-town, 
and was made the feat of a bifhop by St. Pa- 
trick, which has been united to the fee of Connor 
ever fi nee the year 1442.- The Cariiedfal ftands 
within 200 paces of the town on the afcent of ' 
a hill, and is yet venerable in its ruins ; the roof 
was fupported by five handfome arches, and com- 
pofe a centre aifle of twenty-fix feet broad, and 
two lateral aifles of thirteen feet vvide each j and 
the whole llrudure is one hundred feet long. The 
heads of the pillars- and- (tfches, the tops of the 
windows, and many niches in the walls, haye been 
iadornrd v*ith variety of fculprure in ftone, fome 
parts of which yet rent lin. Over theeaft window, 
which is very lofty and augull^ are three hand tome 
antient niches, in which the pedeftals Hill continue^ 
whereon it is foppofed the fiatues of St. Patrick*,, 
St. BfigiJ, and St. Columb formerly ftood, for

tradition and hiftory inform iw, that thefe three 
faints W6re depofited here. 

Two fquare columns adjoin the call end of thip 
cathedral, one of which is folid, gnd the other 
hollow, and in it twenty winding fteps remainii^ 
which were fuppofed to have led up to the roof. 

On a ftone over the eaft window is a very antt- 
wt infcriptbn. 

There is at tlie weft •end a very high pillar, that 
was repaired at the expcnce of Dean Daniel. 

This church and monument were deftroyed by 
Leonard, Jord Grey, lord depijty oflrdand, A. D. 
1538, the profanation of them being one of the 
articles of impeachment laid to his charge and he 
was beheaded in three years after « 
» 

Among the ruiiis of the abbey have been lately 
dug up an. Agnus 'Dei, or figure of a Lamb, cut 
in fteeilone as big as the life, and not ill executed ; 
and fome years 4igp a gentleman in making a new 
garden on. ChapeT-hill, found another Agnus Dei, 
and vaft quantities of human bones, which he de- 
porit.ed in one capacious grave; 

It }frM made the feat of a bifHop by St. Patrick. 
Large pieces of ftained glafs, and \^indow l^^ad, 
have been lately turned up cm of the ruins of the 
building i the ^lafs but rudely painted and fcarce 
tranfparent, probably done in the infancy of the 
invention i but the lead was like pewter, and far 
beyond any ufed in the prefent tim^s. Several 
cells, have been .alfo difcovcred behind the abbey, 
•ne wliereof was floored with fmall painted tiles,

No andeal laonvincBt remains ^ the old ab» 
bcy^ but here is a round tower^ which Hands 
about forty feet from the oid cathedral, is fixty- 
fix f€et higb,^ thetbickDefs of the waiifi. three feet^ 
and the diameter on the infide eight feet. On the 
weft fide of it is an irregular .gap, about ten feet 
from the top j near a third oi the whole circum- 
ference being bcoken oifF by the injury of time ;

The(4.t9«^S:&0eff from^each /)tber |n degrees 
of height, fome not exceeding thirty fevcin f^t^ 
others amountinp to fifty, and others being one 
burrdr.ed Md Ihirty^twoi, ^as that at Kildarc; tg 
whicb.aJfo^ one^c^^i^p Ip the j^^thedral of {Kil- 
kenny is not much interior^ their outward cirgu^ 
at the bottorn rarely exceeds forty-two feet, the 
cavity witj^iV is ibldocn ^ore tJb^xx eight fieet, fo 
that tibQ;W«tlI$ are about tUx^ feet thick; they 
graduftlly! diminifii according to the juleg ofatichl** 
tedu(^ li^m bottom to top, which is covered with 
a roof G^F .ft(«ne (j!^rninatipg in a pointy and they 
all feem to have .been originally ei;e£ted in th^t 
.condition ; but as they have been much negledted 
cwirh regard to repairs, time, or the violence of 
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ftorms, has dcftrpycd th^ roofs of fomc of them^ 
And left the walls of fuch naked and pretty level, 
and others jagged and broken, fo as to appear 
from the bottoni fomething like battlenients. It 
is* maniJFeft alfo, that fome of them have had arti- 
ficial battlements added to them in latter timesi 
witnefs the tower at Kildare, which^ having been 
pointed, and repaired within thefe few years, had 
then a regular neat battlerhent raifed on it, which 
before was only an irregular broken wall. 

; The Walls rifing- in a ' gradual contrdftion, ad- 
cordinjg to the ftories intended, had fuf&cient but- 
rrtents to reft lofts of timber on, to which people 
mounted from one ftag^ to another by means of 
Istdders. In fome of them may be feen blocks^ 
tiriiber^ fticking in the walls, being part of the 
beams that fupported fuch lofts, and in feveral the 
cavities that received the (aid beams, but no tita- 
ber in- them. To the ftages in itioft of thefe tow- 
ers were ldop*holes, or little windows through the 
walls ta admit light, and near the top Wejre four 
vacuities or windows looking different ways. 

There are the remains of no left than five reli- 
gious houfcs in Down Patrick. 

^ The [irefent churdi, which is ninety feet by for* 
ty in the clear, ftands in another part of the town< 
and wasTebuiit in 1735, : . • 

' Befide$ theft ftruftutes, the town is adorned 
yjnth feveral other handfonie buildings, as a^ioce«> 
fan fchool-hodfcj a large market-^houfe of : 6* feet 
by Jo, a horfe barrack4 and a* prcfl>ytfeHan meet- 
ing-^ioufei but above all, a felfion-4i6uft' claims 
atir hovic^^ ' ^' * 
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This building is faid to have cod between two* 
and three thoufand pounds, Near the court-houfe* 
in the ftreet, lie the feveral pieces of an old ftone 
crofs, on the (haft of which is carved a crucifix, or 
iniage of Jefus, it is generally called the Market 
Crofs ; yet probably it ttoqd in one of the church* 
yards, and was ?re£ted for fuperftitious purpofes. 
The pedcftal is one folid ftone, in form of a cube, 
about three feet high, the fhaft or pillar twelve 
iufhes by fifteen, and five feet high, and thecrofs 
about four feet high, all of th? Lapis Molaris,. or, 
grit ftone. 

On a rifxng ground near the feflion-^houfe are acr 
conimod^tions for three . cleigyn^ens widows of the 
diocefe, who hay^ ^ch a convenient holife and gar*- 
den, with twenty pound? a year raifed by fubfiprip-^ 

On the declivity of the hill, leading from the 
Qld cathedral to the town, aqd in view of the lake, 
is an hofpitai. The whole building extends z^$ 
feett and is divided into ^ nxiddle rang;i^, and two 
Qontiguoua projed^ing win^s^ of which die middle 
building tal^s up i^q feet, and the two wings oc- 
cupy the reii^aiiider. ^ ha^ndfomecui^la is raifed 
of free- ftone over the great gateway in the center 
of the houfe, a^d the; >yhole front 1$ built of neat 
brickwork, ornaraentfed with free-ftone, and exe- 
cuted in fughan^elegant manner, that it ftrikesthe 
the eye with pleafure, and sjippea^rs both ftrong and 

The bagk part of this building is n^ade of ftone, 
and behind it is a range of little offices for turf, 
lumber, &c. with a garden walled in, and divided 
into fourteen plot s ; two of w hich are appropriated 
to the ufes of the two fchools, and twelve to the

• ' ©thcr inhabitants, men and women. On a riling 
ground, at the entran<ic into this town, fvirmerly 
ftood a noble houfe of the right honourable the 
lord Crodlwdli burned down by the Irtfh rebels 
in.t64Ti This gentleman Came over into Ireland 
in the reign of king^ James I. and was captain of 
an independent troop at Dawn, where he built this 
hnufa^ fome of the rains whereof yet appear, and , 
in which he lived with great hofpitality and credit. 

About. a mile fouth of the town is a noted horfe- 
eoiirfe. The hills hanging over thetown, on the 
road leading to St. Patrick's Wells, command many 
beautiful prpfpefts. From their tops you have na 
\ Jefs th^n fourteen different views of the lake of 

Strangfbrd, with many peninfula's and iftands in- 
terfperfed through it, the town lying below, and 
all the towiis and villages withb bx or fisven miles 
plainly appear ; the fea at Killough is in full view; 
and the Ifle of Man vifiblc from ^nd.to eod : nor 
/" are you without a fight of Scotland in favourable 

weather ; not to rnention the gentlcmcns^ feats that 
lie around it. ThV whole county is remarkable foe 
a number of fmall hills, which are compared to 
wooden bowls inverted^ or eggs fet infirit; and 
from thence it is feid to have taken the name of 
Down, which fignifies a hilly fituation. 

The fort or rath at Down-Patrick, lying on the 
north- weft fide ot the town, takes up a vatt extent 
of ground^ and comprehends at leaft three quar- 
tet of an Knglrfh mile within the pircuttof all the 
works* The circumference of it is 2 loo feet, the 
conical height 60 feet, the diameter at the top 
Bearing a proportion with the othet parts. Three 
great artificial ramparts furround it, ^e moft cpn- 
4ideraWe of which is 30 feet broad, • 

* ©ppdKtc 
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Oppofite to thp old cathedral bf Down, in the 
4fle of Inebt or Inis-Curcey, in the weftcrn branch 
of Lough-Coyn, arc the ruins of the abbey and 
abbey cnurch of Inch, tranfl^ted from Carrig, near 
Eryndch, to this places which is a peninfuta^ having 
a land paflageinto it on the nojth fide. The church 
of this abbey was crcfted in the form of a crofs, 
part of which rehnjins, and on the fouth fide fccms 
to have flood a fteeple, fupported by an elegant 
arch, of which' fome of the beads or ftrings arc 
yet to bcfeen. 

At tlie eaft end of the church are three large 
arched windows, upwards of twenty feet high; and 
on each fide in the north and fouth waUs are two 
- windoAVs corapofed of two arches, little inferior in 
• hcighth or elegance to the great window on the 
eaft. Thefc windows, for light And ornament, 
mutt have had a grand effeOi, when the church 
was in its fplendor ; in th*? fouth wall remain yet 
three tops of ft^lls. The whole body of the church 
is fo filled with rubbifti,arid overgrown with weeds, 
that w*2 could difcovcr no monuments, nor any' 
thing more remarkable about it, Except an ordinary 
cabbin at the weft end of the church, which has 
a moft 1)eauriful ftone door cafe, made up^ of fome 
of the ruins. 

^In the faid ifland, immediately after the entrance 
into it by a caufeway, is an old church, which 
perhaps was a chapel to theijreat abbey, over the . 
fouth door of which is a piece of fculpture repre* 
fenting the image of Chrift on the crofs, and a per- 
ibn on his knees, with his hands elevated praying 
to him. - 



From Down Patrick the paflage to the ifland of 
inch is by Coil-bridge^ compoled of fix archeis, 

and 
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.and has a caufeway Qver one end of it vperhaps it 
ihould be called Coyne bridge, as it aflfords a: fafe 
way over a branch pf the Jake, antiently called 
Lough Coyne, and gives a (hortcut froni Down 
Fatrick, in the barony of Lecale into the baronies 
of Dufferin and Gaftle-R^agh. The quay, for 
(hipping to the port of*. Down Patrick is a quarter 
of a mile below this bridge, and abi)ut a mile from 
the town, it is called ICmg p Weftpn, from a feat 
jn England belonging to lord ClifFoidf the fame 
iandloid. Ships of fifty tons and upwards can 
come up to it, and there ^re good . ftoic-houfes 
creeled ftt the quay. 

There are feveral gentlemen's feats near Down, 
viz. Fi^nibroge on the nprth fide of the lake, 9 
good houfe; Hollymount, another feat finely 
fituated on the well arm of the lake ; the gruund 
clofc to the hoi^fe being on a declivity, tt-rmlhates 
in many agreeable profpecls of tlie water, on »which 
ar_e numbcr/sof fwansand wild fowl V BalUdorgan^ 
another (i^at, (lands fouth of Hollyraoun!, on the 
verge of the lake where w as formerly a large flrong 
houle, with a drawbridge and turrets for defence, 
burnt down in 1641. Qppofite to it is Swan Ifldr^d^ 
fo called from the great nun^ber of (wans that 
fcpuild on it. 

From iDowp Patrick a road extend§,ea{lward, 
keeping the diftance of about a ^lile from the 
ftiore <jt the h^ke tp Cf^ftleward and Strangford. 
In this journey abc^i;t a piile from the towii.we 
fa A- the abbey oJF Saul» This was, perhaps, oi?e 
of the firll founded monafteries in the ki. gdom^ 
being ere*11ed by St. Patrick in the year 432 ; but' 
\ve muft not conceive it to have been then built of 
ftoriein the ftately manner it has fince appealed. 
l,arge ruifs remain of this abbq', and-thfere aie 

heie 
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here, two fmall vauljted jrooms ojF ftone yet entire, 
ami a half lirdad, with a frtialt window placcdl on^ • 
oiie fide ; perhiaps tlicfc 'ftnallchamWrs were eon- " 
feffional^ or places for private, devotion. ■Oiie*6f'' 
them is no\v clcrfed up, and u(ed by fortie fAmiliet- 
for a ton^b, the church-yard being a great buriar • 
pfoce of the natives. At fome diftance From the 
church, on . the Touth-weft fide, ftands 0*'batMe« 
men ted caftle, and two fmall towers, but no ttbne ' 
flairs in the cdftle leading up to the top of it, as is- 
u(ual in foch fabrics. It is propable there were 
flairs of timber- in the body of thebuilding, by* 
which. people might.afcend from ftory to ftory ; in 
the weft angle^bf each^ of which ftories ar^ neat 
fihiilied arches within the wail, rifmgin yarioua - 
fciStions to the top, where they terminate in a-cir* ' 
cte. At fome diftance from the monaftery is to be * 
feen, in the fide, of a ftaple wall, a ftone, which ' 
forrnerly belonged to the monafterv, infcribed with' ' 
thefe letters: NNO, for anno, thercft being de-* 
faced; it is adorned with two Heur de lys*s anid 
two trees ; and in the fame wall on the dppofite ^ 
fide of the door is another ftone, with the letter 
F infcribed, amd the figure of a rofe. 

Nothing elfe remarkable appears on the north 
fide of the road, except two old caftles near the 
flioreof thelake, the one called Walfhe's Gaftle, .

We then proceeded north ta.Killelcagh, a town . 
fituatcd on an. arm of the lake of Strangford, 
which fupplies it with fifli. It is near five miles 
north-caft of Down, and feven miles fouth^eaft of 
St.. Field. It is built on'arifing ground, dry and 
healthy, and has a commanding profpedt of the. 
lake, the Ardes, and St. George's channel; and 
befides is a market and borough town. Here is a 
calllc Handing at the upper end of the ftreet, 
now converted to a gentleman*s feat, and at the 
lower end of the ftreet is a little fafe bay, where 
fliips lie ftieltercd from all winds. In the town 
are fome good houfes, a market-houfe, a horfe 
barrack, and a prefl)yterian meeting-lioufe. 

. North of Killeleagh, on the fide of the lake of, 
Strangford, is .ilingnaddy, noted now for its oy- , 
fters,'but formerly for its caftle, which, together 
with another caftle, erefted on the ifle Scaterick 
not far off", formed two places of defence for thofe 
parts. More northward ftands Ringdufferin, and , 
between that and Cumber, the parifll church of 
Killlnchy, feated on a high hill, and therefore by 
fbme called in Jeft, the Vifible Church. 

We then proceeded to Porfaferry, the fir ft 
town in the barony of Ardes, after pafling over 
the rapid Jerry of Strangford, on the other fide 
of which it lies ^ it is a^markfit-towPji but irre- 
gularly built.

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The caftle of Portaferry is the anlicnt feat . of 
the Savages. Confiderable Additions .were itjjide 
to this taftle, and finifhed in the year 1656, ^ 
af>pears by an Infcription; dn the arms of me Ra- 
vages over the door. From the high lands aboitt 
Portaferryi are fine profpeds extended overnhe 
whole lake, the barony of /\rdcs, Lecale, jbc 
fea, and the Ifle df Manj atid the<taftle, toge* 
ther with the toWnfrbm the bppdfitc fide, makes 
a. beautiful landfkip. Three miles nppth-eaft of 
Portaferry, dlofe to <ihnt chur^-yafd, in a plan 
field, is an arlificial cave, formed after the *fa- 
jfhion of a fprral walk, about fifty yjards in length. 
The entrance is about thlree feet' wide, butfb low, 
(occafioned by ftonts and earth tutnbted' irx) t^iat 
it muft be crept into on the ^belly, arid whisn you 
arc in, you muft ftoap to pafe ihrbtigh it. Wi(h- 
in the entlrance, it confifts offive^deicents, at each 
of which is a ftep of two feet dept^, where pro- 
bably flag-^oneswcte placed to:ftop thepaifi^ge df 
purfures. It is teritiirlated by an ovd chamber 
twelve feet long, eight broad, arid flvejiigh, aqd 
the whole fpirai walk, together with th^ qlamter 
at the end, is formed of large ftat ilpnes, ^uilt 
like a dry wall without cement^ a;nd roofed with 
long flag ftones, jplaced horizonlally, whidharc 
fupported with other flones prqjedtrag about fix 
inches from the fides walk. 

At a littlediftance from Portaferry is BaHyphilip, 
where ftands the old ehurch, which is a coarfe 
building, of an odd contrivance, being a roompf 
37 feet in length, 16 feet broad, and 20' feet high, 
capped with a coved arch of ftono, fo cl.ofe and 
firmly cemented, that it does not appear to admit 
any water, to which caufe itprobaWy owes its fe* 
curity hitherto from ruin. On the fouth fide of 
the wall are three niches, covered like the heads 
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of fa Vffzny ftalls in foiiDe antient choirs* C!lo(e 
adjoining to it is apother bullc^hg, hlL^vkk covered 
witn A covci-cd ardh b^tlonc^ arideoitfiftiag of twp 
apartments^ appearing to have been tof^/and' 
from .whence is a,paffj^ by a door. into the church. 
This l^ttqr place leeips tol^ave been the ^f^bufe 
wi^e the incumbent had his refidence before the 
tranflation of the parifh lihurch to Pprtaferry. The 
prejtbytcriaps have a meeting;- houfe ^t PortJjferfy, 
and thepapift}5.a niafs hpufe ne^r the town, 

ffrpm Tortaferry the rqads 1>feak offlitjto two 
brjinch^s, one leatUnjg ;alonjg i;he (hore <jf the l^ke 
to t^ew-town, ^fxd frotn thefehce norrhto Bangor 
and Donaghkdce ; ikit (Jther extpndiog ailong the 
call or back Ihore of the Irifti channel to Donagha- 
dee. 

About two miles noTth <^f Portaferry, near the 
like of Staangford, .ftands Abbacy or Ardquin, a 
good feat ; arid a mile north-^ft from thepce is 
Ardchin, an aot^ent feat, very p\eafantly leatcd pa 
the lak^. The name of tMplace imports an high 
hread, and with great propriety, according to jhe 
atitient fituation of the feat, whiph was a calcic and 
dwelling-houfe ine4ofed within a rampart, andiland- 
ing boldly over ^helake on a pretty high^ hill -, byt 
this fituation being found inconvient on account of 
its gr^at expofure to florms, the late Hugh Savage, 
Efq; ,demolitl)ed.thehoufe, and ereded a new one 
lower down on the fhore of a lutle narrow bay^ 
formed here by the lofugh, called tl^e Dorn, per- 
haps from fome refemblanc^ it bears to the haft of 
afword, which the word fignifies in Irifh. 

, Twp4Tii,les from Ardchin to the north Hands 
Rheubane, prEchlinVyalla, The Ipiritof agrl- 

9MUur,e, 
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culture, fo pcueliarly ncceffary to the welfare of 
tlie nation,, has here been carried on to ftngular 
•^vantage. " \. ; ^ 

. About two miles nort^i of Rhcubane, and threes 
fguribs of a nule eaft of ibe, lake, is Inifliargy,^ 
anptbtr feat, havjng two frefli water lakes to the 
north and fouth of it ; ^nd ftill more north, near 
two miles, is Rofemounr, once the nianfion of Sir 
James Montgomery, who built a noble houfe here,' 
which was deftroycd in 1695 by fire. The gar- 
dens behind it were laid out in tjrm of a regular 
fortification, fome baftions of which are yet to be 
fcen ; however, the prefent proprielpr has a n^at 
and commodious houfe here.' . 

He has made the old town of Gray Abbey, a 
novor^e, and entirely regular, by takix\g in a large. 
piece pf land ihat the lakcof Strangtord overflowed^ , 
on which he has credted handfomc brick houfes. 
covered with flatc:, for ,thc haJbiration of manu* 
fafturcrs. The other two ftreets of this vilFage are . 
now carried ftraif,. and decent hoqfes built for the 
inhabitants, who are floutifhing in the linen trade. 
The dilTenters have here a nieeting-houfe. 

Gray abbey ftahds very near Rofemount, no- 
thing but an orchard imerpofing between them. • 
An image madie of grey free-ftone in alto-relievo, 
muph defaced, with her hands clofed in a pofture 
of devotion, is yet to be feen fixed in an arch of 
the ^aH, on the left hand fide of the high altar. 
The remains of this abbey fliew it to have been a. 
large and fumpt nous building The eaft v(indow 
of thochttrch is a noble piece of Gothic ftructure, 
Cf>mpofcd of three compartments, each fix feet 
and more wide, and up>yards of 20 feet high. On 
each fide of the altar in the north and fouth walls^ 
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is alfo. a fta^tely windp^v, of free-ftonc neatly hewn 
and carved, of the fame breadth ' as tbtj gteit eaft 
/vvindow, but {;)methin.g lower. They, ^re tiow 
grown over with ivy, which gives therh an'ay^ful 
appearance. The cells, dormitories, and pthcr 
buildings for the ufts of the family are in ruins, 
and only enough remaining to trace out' the Gom- 
pafsof ground which the whole ft rudurc occupied. 

' A part of the wfft end of tliils great building is 
roofed, and fitted up fur church fervice. 

In the g;radens of this abbey i^a large well of 
good water, over which is raifcd a high vaulted 
arch, ornamented with heads, and fome other fculp- 
ture in ftoiie, which feems to be the fame that ftood 
here when the abbey fubfifted. A bell metal pot, 
about eight inches high,* made in fonu or a Jug, 
ftancjing on three feet,, with a fpout proje<iting 
cut of the fide, like a tea-pot, and a .handle on, 
the dppbfite part, was fouiidm 17 2 z, twelve feet 
deep in a bog near the abbey, and is noW depo- 
fitcd among other pieces of Antiquity ip the uni-* 
verfity of Dublin. "•.',* 

From Gray Abbey we proceeded* to Newtown,,.' 
agrceaWy fituatcd on the moft northern point of. 
the Jake of Strangford, which at low water affords 
a fine level ftrand for many miles. 

*> 
. The lake of Strangford is navigable, and the] 
tide flows up as far as this town ; yet the princi- 
pal and moll beneficial trade of it is the linen mar,* 
nufad^ure, and it is elpeciaMy in repute for the fale. 
of great quantities of fine diaper linen. ^ The qua-* 
fers have a factory in it, and the preft)ytenans 
two meeting- houfes. - . 

Thr 
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Ifhe otd chtirch of IsJewt6wn is a ttfgebaifd- 
ing. divided intp allies, by four haitidfome li6nc* 
STOICS tt the Doric order:^ finiflied ifi f 632 ; thd 
ftecttte *isfirtirfiedin i€^6. The door under the 
itetple tean'afch euribudjr binamemedwith cal'V- 
cd i^brk, in ftonc. The ttdeple is not high but 
nieaity biiilf, a^ well ai the ftorie fpire oh it. The 
chu^th is phly Kept roofed, but is" cntittlf 6ul d^ 
repair withinfide, avid th^ feats, except a fe\y, de- 
ftroyed ; fot divim.* fervice is performed in a cfia* 
pel adjoining; to i/, the eht ranee into which is by 
a large ftone drjor caCe, xuirioufly.adorne4 w^th 
fculptdre:. Th/s chapis!! is the licatc^ piece 'of 
church' buikJib'i withihfide thit is fo be met with' 
Id Ulfter; the pulpit isffiilely carved and gilt, arid;' 
fo arre tw6 large feats pliced oh each fide the jgfeat 
dobi, oVcif UHich are the king^s arms. 

"flic old houfe of the Motitgomea^ fa;ihijy ftopkj' 
pleafently jfeated on the edge of the lake, and the' 
gardeii^ corifalriing nine ^cres, are fccibfed whh' 
a high and firm wkfl> i^ith bankers at each cor- 
ner, ft Was'b'jrned down fince, and afl the' re- 
mains of it are the gate-houfc, (over which afc 
fixed the .Montgomery arm?,) and foo^e offices 
which arc ribW convened irfio a dwcUiig-houle 
and cotttnttofi brew efy. 

The market-houfe of this toWn is a handfome' 
ftrufture, on the weft end of which is ereded^ a 
cupok With a public dock; before it ftmds a; 
neat oftagbn buHding of hewn ftone, adorned 
With a flendcr ftone pitWon the top, of thr 
fame forfti*, which fervas f!ic town fur'amarkei 
crofs^ 

As the fituation of this place is very pleafan! , 
fo Che air is pure and beaiihfuL It iaiheltcrel 

to 
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to the north and weft by hills» which ferve to 
bieak the winds on one hand, as the flowing oP 
the tide twice every day up to the town^ helps by 
its motion to keep the air from any ftagnation. 

From thence we proceeded to Moville, culled 

alio tVIaigeville, a monaftery of Auguftin canons,* 

which was founded in 550, and llood near an En- 

' glifli mile north eaft ot Nev/iown, on the road to 

Ponaghadcc. 

Part of the ruins of the abbey church, yet re- 
main, and the vefligesot large foundations appear 
withinfide the cemetry, which is ufed as fuch to 
the p'ariJh of Newtown, there being no church- 
yard in th'^ faid town. 

From Moville we proceeded to Bangor, which 
flahds' on the fouth fide of the bay of Carrickfer- 
gus, near four miles eart-nortlveail of Newtown, 
a market town and a borough. 

The manfion houfe is only a low moderate ftruc- 
tur^ ; but (he garden^ make ample amends, which 
are large and handfomr, and filled with noble 
ever-greers of a great fizc, cut in various fhapes, 
among which is an ever-green oak, which, though 
it grows as a fl^rub in molt other places, is here a 
tall tree, and of a goi^iderable guib. Near it to 
^the eaft, and a part of the manor of Bangor, is 
the great bog ot Cotton and Grandfhaw, contain- 
ing at leail 1000 acres. 

The church of Bangor was built within the pre- 
9in(^sof the old abbey ^ about 1647, ^^*^ ^^^ ^^^ 
finiftied till the year 1623 ; both which particulars 
appear from dates on a Hone in the fouth walls, 
and en an old oak pulpit, row lying in a corner of

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the church. The fteep!c of k through which the 
entrance is into the church, is fupportcd by an arch 
of nine ftrings or beads, not centering in a pointy 
as many others do, but fpringing iat equal diftances 
round the arch from fide to fide, and an infcripti- 
on thereon declares it was raifed in 1693. 

Bangor was antiently famous for an abbey of 
can<»ns, founded by ^St. Cbngall, about the year 
555. It took its name, a Pulchro Choro, from its 
liilr ar*d while choir, being called fo from the ele- 
gance of the building, credted of lime and ftone, 
which is faid to have been the firft of the fort.made 
in Ulfter, but that 'it was before called the Vale of 
Angels. A fmall part of the ruins of Nfalachy's 
building yet fubfifts, and the traces of the old foui>- 
dation di (cover it to have been of great extent. 

In the neighbourhoodof Bangor to the-eaft, be* 
t ween it and 'Donaghadee, is nothing remarkable^ 
except the feats of two or three gentlemen; a« 
ichlin*s Grove, &c. &c. 

From thence we proceeded toDonaghadee, feat* 
ed en the north-eaft fide of the Ardes, oppofite to 
Port Patrick, in North Britain, from whence^ leav- 
i-ng the fame point of the compafs, is a paflage of 
about ten leagues ; it has a good market, and \b 
the port where the Scotti(h packets land, which 
promote its trade. 

The quay of Donaghadee is madeof large ftones 
in form of a crefcent, without any cement, and is 
128 yards in length, and about 2 1 or 22 feet broads 
befides a brcall wall of the fame kind of flones, 
about fix feet broad. The town cor fifts of two 
principal ftreets (bcfides crofs lanes) one open anrf 
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cxpofcd to the fea, and the other at the back of it, . 
whicli is well paved. 

The difientcrs have a large meeting-hoiife here, 
and the conformitts a decent church, which, tho* 
an old building, is in good repair, and ert^ded in 
forni of a crofs, vvith narrow golhic archtd whi- 
dows. At the weft end of it is a (quare fteeple, 
not fo high as the church, and feems never to have 
been finifhed. The church Hands on an eminence 
at the north weft end of th^towi^ and may be. 
feen in clear weather from Port Patrick in Scot* 
land. 

The rath of Donagliadee ftands on the ncM-tfi* 
eaft fide of the town, on a Natural hill of a toler- 
able height, which has been by art formed and 
Ihaped rounds fo that the mount appears as if pla« 
ced on anoiher of the lame fort. On the top of It 
a bellow is cut from.eaft to weft,, the earth of which 
thrown up^ has rasfed part of the mount bightr 
thaii the reft, and feems to h^ve been intended as 
a place for a watch to difcover better theapproaehn 
es of aiti- enemy ; it i&enCompaffed by a large dry 
foft, 3^ feet broad in fome places,, in fome 27, 
and in oihci-s left, out of which (he oiotrntw^i 
formed. The ctrcumference at the hottcm.of the^ 
trench is 4&0 feet^ but i!nuch more if meafared 
from tlie Outfide. The cicuniference at the top is 
1 1^ f^e^, and th^ coni6iL height on tlie mtf tbAde 
is 146 feet 5 you afcend the mouat by Cfvcral nar- 
row paths, which are carried about it fpWaliy, and 
appear to have been originally made with the 
lAtxi'flt; from the top of which the beaiinga of fe- 
vcril parts of Scotland md of the Ifle of Man ap- 
pear very vifible in favourable weatbdr. It is prcr 
bable there is an arched gallery within the body of 
tbe mount, which, together with the- town, are 
G g 2 com* 
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commanded hy a r'.fing 'ground,- r:bn{n a'diwirtef 
if n mVe to the I'mth, called Ca'-j^a'.hen-.hiH, or 
Scots-hill ; and on the f >uth fide of the ra'h is an* 
afen, or Kvel piece of fine green PkI/ on which 
3000 men may be drawn np m rank and file. 

The other rrtad llretdiinac from Portaferry .to Do- 
naghadee, cU>fe to the caftern coa'l, affords not 
many things remarkable. The traft of country 
i^ofth and Couth of J:*ortaferrj from north of Kirki- 
ftown to QMintin Tay IVinc is ufiially called, the 
1' jtlte Ardes, to diftinguifti i: from the Great Ard-s, 
that extend northward f.om thefe bounds to Do-. 
raghadee. As this purt of the c<;untry has been 
nfien the feat of war betxween the Irifh Septs and 
the fiivages, whofe eflate it antiently was, and a 
good part of it ftill is, we may expt^ft to fee 
feveral cadges in it ; of which, befides the caf- 
Ve of Parraferry befjre-mention:d, there «re 
three yet remaining on the coaft, as Q^iintin- 
Eay Caftle, lying two , miles fouth of- Portafcr- 
ry, an inconfiderable place called Tara ; New- 
Caftle, Handing boldly over ♦he f/a on a neck 
of Jand, three mileaenft of Portuferry ; a*id KirkV- 
ftov/n-Caflle, near four miles north-eaft of the 
fame place. Kirkiftown i^ an Englifh caftic, fur- 
rounded by a high waM, ftrongly built. A little 
weH -north- weft of Kirk'ftown, is the o'd ruined 
church of Slane. About half a mile weft cf Slanc 
ftand the remains of an old building, called Caftle* 
tuy, or Johnfton, once a preceptory to St. John*s 
bf Jerufalem. 

-from Kirkift*oA-n, pafling along a light fandy 
fhore, we^ came in lefs than four miles to the village 
of Bally ha! bert. 

From 
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r Rom thence we proceeded to Spring YaIc for- 
merly called Bal!ymagown,afeatand g od improve*, 
ipent, Handling or) the taftcrncoaft j and wt far 
frorm ii, Bally water» a fmall village, containing 
nothing remarkable \ and about a mile fouth of 
Donagliadee^ Temple Patrick or Cragutboy» re- 
tTiarkable for a fpring of very fine waier^ (rcquenu 
fed for the cure of i lie head-ach. Wethenpro-^ 
ccededagaii to Newtown, not far from whence 
iare feveral gentlcmen*8 feats, v\t. Ballvleddy to 
• the north ; Crawford^sBurn, Cuhra, Dunlady^and , 
Caftlehill; nor mud we omit Orangefield, a new 
and elegant houfe^ about a mile ancTa Jialf fouth* 
tall of Belfaft ; having vifittd 'which, we return* 
ed to the neighbonrhoud of Newtown j and went 
to the hill of ^c^aHa, vvhich begins to rife about 
half 2im\\t fouth of Newtown, and from its top uf* 
fords a vaft extend :dprofpect» 

About two miles north of Scraba is another 
hill much higher^ though in appearance lower, be- 
caufe it rifes more graduallyi called Kar>Gavr, 
or the Goats Mount* 

We then went to Cunr>ber, or G^Derer, near 
three miles fouth-wcft of Newtown^ which ftands 
pleafantly en a branch of the lake of Strangford, 
and near it is a pretty feat Here h at low water a 
pleafant ft rand of Lome thoufands of aces, and 
near, the town a horfe courfe of a noted fine fjd 
two miles in circuit. 

The country fouth and fouth-weft of Cumber, 
for fevpral miles i^ coarfe and hilly, <\nd all we 
iiiw in it are a few fcattered ordi.ary yillajjes, till 
we arrived at Saintfidd, where is a goo. Heat and 
Confiderablc improvcmentii i from . wh^^nce we 
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turrtfed rtorth-\;^cft, ^cf found the country but 
thinly inhabited, till we apprbached the river La^ 
garr, ^here it opens mto a fairer profpe^, and 
theye ^i xAtt with feveral gentlemen's feats, as the 
caftle of HilUHall, near Drumbo, a fquare fortifi. 
catioti with foUf ffahkers; fiallylaffon, Purdylburn, 
and Down, a good feat, which ftands on afmal! 
rifing hill in View of the river, which here runs in 
mfeand^rs down to Driirribridge on the road from' 
Liiburn tb Belfaff- Wc went on to Belvbiir, a' 
itianfion. about two ratles fouth of Belfaft, piea- 
(ant ly featcd on the river Lagan, whicfe by th^ 
help of the tide is navigable for boats to tlite foot of: 
fhe garddn, the water there being from two to- 
three feet afnd a half deep. The avenue is large,' 
Kandfome, artd well platntcd ; the gardens aref 
fofrmed oat of an irregular glen into regular waScs^ 
beautified with canals^ 

About half a mifc eaft of Belvoir, on an emi- 
nence, comrtiandirtg a profpcdk of Belfaft, the bay 
and town of Carrickftrgus, and the country rotfnd 
it, appears the parifti church of Breda, a building 
the neateft and moil a>mplete perhaps of this 
kind im the knigdom. Ii is, eicluCfvc of the chan^ 
cfcl, 50 feet by zs^ and 25 in heighth. Front 
the micldfe' of tht chureh oh ea^h fide fpfings d 
femicircte of* 18 feet dianict6r, which, btfides en- 
larging the room, adds greiatly td the beauty of 
the buildmg. The' itefep?e^ with- the Q^ire,' buitl 
aca>rdingto theexadt pioportionaof ai^chiteSkurc^ 
etches the eyes of all travellers. 

Not iWuch mttr* tlfeh two niilts eatl of BelVoir^ 
and about as much fouth-eaft of Betfaft bric^ 
are the rilim^. of an airicieht caftle, called Caffltf- 
K6agh, from vrhence the biirony of that name is 
clenoniinated, (t is f^uated on the top of a hill* 
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Arid in one of thofe fprts, the Predion ^of which 
isufually afcijibed lo th^. Efanes. This fort.h^s a 
foffe which encompaifcs three fourths of it^ and 
once probably furroilpded the whole. In the 
midft of the fort ftqod the qaflle. 

Three miles foulh of Belvoir, on the hill of 
Drurnboe, are the ruins of a chur-ch, 45 feet in 
length, and 20 broad -, and at the norlh-weft cor- 
ner of the church, 24 feet diftant from it, ftaivis 
an old ropfld tower^ about S5 f^^^ high, 47 in 
circupferenqe, and 9 in the diiameter in the clear^ 
the entrance into which is on the eaft, 6 feet from 
the ground. It is the opinion of forae, that there 
has been a fmall fortified town on the hill of 
Drurnboe, and that the foundation of the wall of 
it is at this day eafy to be Teen ; and it is obferved 
that thp fpot of ground vw hereon the. tow.n feems 
to have Jftood, is more fertile tjian any other round 
about it, which is in;^gin^d to have proce^^ded 
from the lime and rubbifh of the haufes. 

The Giant's Ring, an artificial rath, ftands 
^lotth of the tower of Drurnboe near two miles, 
and is regularly thrown up, encompaillng 2526 
feet in circumference, but it has no advantage of 
height. The ground about it is often ufed as a 
ractfrcourfe, and contains 842 paces. About the 
middle of this rath flands an antient Druidical 
monument. Contiguous to the rath, there was a 
fmall mount, formerly dug through to get ftones 
ft)r building, in the middle of which, great quan- 
tities 6f bones were found. 

We proceeded to Belfaft, in the county . of An- 
trim, where there is a bridge, under which the 
river I^agan empties itfelf into Carrickfergus Bay, 
and is one pf the moil ftateiy in the kingdom, 

con- 
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confifting of twenty«one arche?, all turned with 
hewn frtceftone raifcd ia the hiil of Scraba, of 
which tighteen are on the coumy of Down fide^ 
and three in the. county of Antrim, the channel 
tlividing the two countiea running through the 
third arch. The whole bridge, including the 
dead work at each end, extended over the maifliy 
grounds, [% z^6z feet loi g, r^f which the twenty- 
one arches take up 840. teet, and the dead woik 
i^ZZ fdm. The breadth of the arched oar t is 
twenty-two feet^ and of the reft nineteen. It was 
built at thf joint txperce of the two counties, and 
coft about BgooK (fome fay ia,oocl.) TIr foun- 
dation f f it was laid about the year 16S2, and ic 
was not ct>mpbttly finithcd until the Revolution, 
The town is r«*gulariy built, and the Itrectsare 
broad and ftrait; Lord Dungannon h^s a feac 
here. I could ndi help remarking the great nun;- 
ber of Scots that reudc in this place, and who 
Carry on a good trade withScvnlaid, Ftom thence 
we proceeded eight mile& d&wn the river to Carrick- 
fergus,. its fe^-port, which is filunted in a bay of 
its name in the ui(h Channel, where is an excel- 
lent harbour, with a ftrong caftle on a high rock, 
and an antient palace, now converted into a ma- 
s^jzine for arms. It is a borough and market-town, 
t<)rtified, walled, and has fome m dern out; works. 
Here ii as fafc and Ipacious a bay as any in. Ireland, 
fomc few in the counties of Kc^rry and GaKvay ex- 
cepted. The entrance into it is b^ld, being about 
5 miles wide, and havii.ga d^^pih oF water tjom 20 
ro 12 fathom, which grows grndually fhajlower 
till you advanc: oppofii^r to fhe town of Carrkk- 
fergus, where it is fiom five 10 * ighi fatlK.m deep 
in the middle of the load. It gruws narrower by- 
degreed, for fcverarte'4g4fs from the mouth to die 
bridge ot B^ Ifafi, whtrc it is not above three quar- 
tcis uf a mile b,oad, if lb muc j ai.d there, at 
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full fca, it is i^ot^alpve ei^t or nine feet in depth, 
"afid^at fdw Svsitif . Aot fibove a ftxit; except in 
Tr^^illies,' wfi^;fofeiitWng deeper. At a mite dtf-

The bay of Carrickfergus will forages te come 
ht fanabus for the landing of duke .

/cnt by WilUam III. The king himfelf folbwed 
the ^ekr after, and Unded hear Carrickfergus, 
June 14, 1606. 

The French under Thurot, made a defcent

From Carrickfergus we ret ur ned. thro* Bclfaft to 
A^itrlni, which is fituated within a mile of Lough 
Nfeagh', on thfe.bankis of the Six-mile- water, over 
Yhich'it hafi a bridge. Near it is a fine park and 
a noble maiifibh.- ^ 

Frorn^Antrim we proceeded northward fix miles, 
to'Balle(nenah, and on'the road faw a round tower 
at fpm'e^ diftdrice j on the call of which arc the 

• Slctilih Mbuptains. This village ftands on the 
'banks of i branch of the Ravill Water, which we 
ag^ihcrolfeli at Cloghbridge, a^ five miles 

ifurtherom Here we'inclined to the weft ward, and 

. jifbcecded to Baflymoney ; then turned eaft- 
ward to Bafiycaftle, a lilllc rb'the weft of Fair* 
hqad, and almoft the moft northern point of 
laijddf Ireland. From thence the road paffed 
weflward along the coaft to the Giant's Caufeway, 
Vat- IL H h ' about 
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about thr^ miles dtftant, clofe by the lea, intp 
-which it ruQS out, in a diredion veiy nearly north 
.from the foot of a tofty cliff, that preyed, to 
an angular point between two finall bays, which 
arc about half a mile widci f^d about half 
that diftance de^f). The fituatioQ ol* th^ caufeway 
between thefc two bays, or rocky lofty amphithe- 
atres, on either hand, has (omethihg pbculiarly 
ftr iking, and adds greatly to the natural curiolity 
of the caufeway itfelf. The principal or grand 
caufeway, (for there are fcveral lefs confiderabje 
and fcattered frskgmttnXB of fimilar worknjianfhip,) 
confirts of a moft irr-cgular arrangenaem of many 
hundred thoufajids of coluniins, faced with whitiCh 
freeftone a)lour, but internally a black kind of 
Tock, or baCiltes, hard as marble. Thefe cotumes 
arc oJF unctiual height and breadth j fomeof the 
higlieft, vifible above the (urfaee of the firand, 
and at the foot ot the impending ahgualar preoi- 
pice, may be about twenty feet -, they do not ex- 
ceed this height, I believe, at leaft none. of the 
prificipal arrargement. How deep they were fixed 
m the ftrand, was never yet difcovered. This 
grar.d arrangement extends vifibly at low water 
about 200 yards into the tea, how far beyond is 
uncertain; from its Ihelving appearance, however, 
at the ebb of the tide, it is- probable it does not 
Spread uiidt r water to a diftance any thing equal 
to what is leen above. 1 iie breadth i)f the princi- 
pal caule way ^ which' runs cut in one cpntinued 
f^nge of columns, is, in general, from twenty .to 
thirty feet, at one place or two it may be nearly 
fb ly, for a few yards. .1 exclude, in this account, 

- Ihe broken €^nd icatiercd pi^cces of the faqie kind 
of conib u<ai(>n, lyi*g detached from the fides of 
the grand caufeway, as ihey did not appearto rne 
to have ever been coniiguous to the piiocrpal ar- 
rangement i though ihey have frequently been 
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taken intothc width* which has been tlie caufe of 
fiich wild and diffimilar reprefentalFons exhibiicd, 
in different drawings. The htgheft part is narrow- 
eft at the very foot of the impending ctiff, fiom 
whence the Whole projects, where for four or five 
yards; it is not above 10 or 15 feet wide. The co- 
Idmrtsof this narrow part, incline from a {>erpen- 
dicular a little to the weft ward, and form a llope ' 
on ^heir tops, by the very unequal height of the 
cculums on the two fides, by which an afeent is 
made at the foot of the cliff, from the head of- 
one coiumn to the next above, gradatim, to the top/ 
of the gfeat caufcway, which, at the diftance of 
lalf a dozen yards from the cliff, obtains a pr-rpen- 
dicular pofition, and lowering in its general height^ 
widens to between 20 and 30 feet, and for 100 
yards nearly is always above water. The tops cf 
the columns ft)r this length being nearly of an equal 
height, form a grand parade^ thkt may be ealiJy 
walked on, rather inclining to thewater^s edge. • 
But from high water mark, it is perpetually wafb- 
cd by the furgc on «very return of the tide, the . 
platform lowers confiderably; and becomes more 
and more uneven, (6 as not to be walked on, with- 
out the greateft' precaution. At the diftance of ^50 
yards from the cliff, it turns a little to theeaft for 
20 (H* 30 yards, and then finks into the fea. Thus 
fdr wehave traced the general figure aad outlines 
only of this extraordinary fubjecl : 1 will now « 
point out' the circurhftances belonging to it, that 
are" particularly curious ;. which are the figure of 
the columns, their conftrudtion, and clofe combin- 
ation with each other ; together with the general 
cfiipdfition of the feveral phsnomina of thb kind 
about the place. The figure of the- columns is in 
general pentagonal ; ibme few there are, of three 
fbur, Ti^ and feven fides,. but the generality of 
them are pentagons^ and the fpe£lator muft look

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very nicely ta find any of a diflTereni conftruCliqh : 
yet what is very wpndeiful,; th^re^re not two co- 
lumns in many thoufands to b^ found, that euHer 
f, h^ye their iides edual among jthemfclves, orVjiibic 
figures are alike. Nor ^s jihc ;ccmpofiiion of theib , 
columns or pillars, lefs.deferving the aitentipn .^^^ 
the curious fpeftator. They arc not of jow {u(i(i 
ftone in an upright ppffjlion, but rpade up of feye- 
ral (hort lengths^ curioufly jointed, xvol vfithflat 
furfaces, but articulated into eachother^ Tike Kau 
and fcjcket, ox like th.e joints in the v^rtelpriq^ 
of fome of the larger kind of fi(h^, tlie ojpeend 
a.t the joint having a cavity/. iptq whtch.tjip 
cpnycxend of the oppofite is exaftly ^^led^T^^^ 
is not vifible^ but by disjointing the two fturiei..

that hardly a knife can be introduced between them 
either oh the fiiids oiraiigfes. And it is rj^^ally qo 
ftttall enter taitiment^ to.:examlne the- nice infertibii. 
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of fuch an infiniie vaticty of angular figure* as arc 
exhibited on the furface of this grand parjide. 

The cliffs at^ great diftance, efpeciaUy in the 
hay to the eaftward, exhibit, at tnany places, the 
fame kinU. of columns, figured ajjd jointed in all 
refpefts like thofe of the grand caufeway ; fome of 
them arc feci near the top of the cliff» whi^h, io 
general, in thefc bays, to the eaft ai?d weft of tlie 
caufeway, is near jo^ feet high, others again about 
midway^ and at diSerent elevation&,froi»ihe ftrand. 
A very oonfiderable range of them n^ay bcobferved 
likewife at the very bottom of the bayto ibc caft- 
ward, near a hundred rods from the caufeway, 
ithcre the earth has evidently fallen away from 
them *»poh the ftrand, and laid open to view a 
dufter of them, in a perpendicular pofition, fuf- 
taining, in appearance, a cliff of different ft rata of. 
earth, clay, -rock, &c. to the height of 150 feet 
or more dbove them. Some of the(e columns are 
lie^ween 30 and 40 feet high, from their apparent 
bafe, the Jongeft filling the centre of the group,, 
ft-hd diminifbing on either hand this arrangement, 
iscialledihe organis, from a fancied, rude likenefs, 
in this particular, to the frobtal tubes of that in- 
ftrument ; and as there are very few broken pieces 
on the it rand near it, it is probale that the out fide 
^nge of columns that now appears, is really the 
original exterior line to the feaward of this col-. 
Icflion ; but how fsr it recedesinto the bowels of the 
clifF, may be worthy of examination ; in order to 
trace the extent of this particular arrangement, 
which is compofcd of the loftieft columns that are 
found hereabouts. 

T*-- vety fubftance, indeed, of that part of the 
cliff which projedts to a pointy between the two 
bays on the eaft and weft of the caufeway, feems 
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corhpofed of the fame kind of materials \ for, be^ 
fides the many pieces that are feen on the fides of 
•the cliff, particularly the eaftern^ there is at the 
very point of it, and jufli above the narrow and highh 
eft part of the caufeway, a long coliedlion of them, 
whofeheadsjuft appearing beyond the (loping bank, 
plainly fhew them to be in an oblique pofuion. Thcfc 
heads likewife are of mixt furfaces, convex, and 
concave, and; the columns evidently appear to hav« 
been removed from tlieir original upright, to their 
prefent diagonal line, by the finking or falling 
of the cliff; nor do I. make any doubt, but 
that the whole caufeway that runs out from thence 
tothefea, was originally concealed in the very 
bowels of afuperincumbent cliff, which by degrees, 
f has been peeled away from it ; and theloofer 
earth being removed has left this more folid nia& 
of coKimns expofed to view, and which will pro- 
bably remain tor ages a monument of the exquifitc 
workmanfliip of nature. 

The romantic fiippofition of its having been a 
caufeway from Ireland to Scotland of 30 oi* 40 miles 
in length, is ridiculous and abfurd at firft vjew ; 
nor is the opiniori in fome of the o'd natural hiftories 
of this kingdorti lefs abfured, that this as well as 
Stonehenge may have been orignally a Druid 
te«ip!e. 

Such, and many more whimfical conjeiStures, 
' were popular, as long as it was commonly fuppofed 
to be the only curiofity of its kind in the world ^ 
bat the modern tafte for natural hiftory, and the 
fpirired inxeijigations promoted by it, have brought 
to light (everal others of the fame clafs in different 
parts of Europe, and even in the near neighbour- 
hood ; for th^ difcovcry of which we are-indebted 
to the celebrated and ingenious Mr. Banks, who 
hasdifcribed the ftupendv>us colleAions he found

It is tins latter circuroftance 
which chiefly mull fill us with amazement. Leav- ' 
ing the Giant's caufeway with thefe refledlons, we 
travell^ about two miles (buth-weft to the village 
of Buih-imilUjfituated on a river of thefamc name, ' 
from whence we proceeded to Colerain, fix miles 
further, a neat little, town, on the river Ban, the 
principal outlet of Lough-Neagb, over which it 
has a bridg^ to the county of Londonderryi and 
^wr it a fndall kearn or mouat, -tafily diftingtiifhcd 
trcp(i a ratlj, by not being fiirrounded by ditches 
'or esntrcnchments. Many of which I remarked in ; 
the county of Dowr^, . We preceded from Cole- . 
rajin ten ipjles we^ward to the fmall borough but ' 
thriving market-town, of Nevi^town Lamnevaddy, 
fituatcd oi;i the Roe-water, near Lough Foyle j 
from* thciici? wf kept clofe to the borders of that 
loifgh, ti}l\-we arrived at MufF, a (mall village, 
about, eigifu miles' dil\ant; where we turned more 
tp the foMth- weft, and paded on to Londonderry, 
perhaps uhexcepti©nabl>, the cleanell, beft built, - 
and moft beautifully fitnated of a*>y town in Ire- , 
land, and excepting Cork, as conveniently as any 
for commerce, foreign, or domeftic ; and, but for 
the reftridions oa thp txade of Ireland, would, in 
a few years, become a fl<;urifhinjg and wealthy city^ 
It is fituated on a gentle eminence, of an oval forrh, 
and almoft ^ periinfala at the bottom, and iaa nar- 
row part of Lough or Lake Foyle, which fur rounds 
for a quarter of- a mile broad, two-thirds or more 
cf the eminence, and might eafily be brought entire- 
ly round the city. Through this lough, it communi- 
.cates with the fca, oh the very north of Ireland. 

The whole ground plot of this city and its liber-

The next day we arrived; at Ballylhaniiop, a 
fmall town, fituated near the jfea, with a iyridge of 
"fourteen arches, over a river, which runs out of 
Lough Erne, which a little lower falls down a ridge 
of rocks, ^bout twelve, feet, and at low, water fqrms 
one of tii^ molt pi£turefquecajfcafl€« I ever faw. It 
is rendered ft ill more fingular and 'intercftipg by 
being the principal f^lmoh-lsap in Ireland.

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This pla^ wtks on- atolerable ti ^e^^pd is well 
iiihabitedf for its fituation among bogs and lakes. 

Ftom theacc we. proceeded to Belleek, a fmall 
village^ about five miles eaftvr aril, on the weftefn 
extremity qf^ Lough Erne •, and from thrice vifited 
oaft'le CaldAvcll^ on the north of the lough, from 
whence ijs^'mo^ beautiful profped of the lough, 
and Its Ulaiuls,' wWch are oeautifully difperfed in 
the two lakes, and exceed foil r hundred in number. 
Itis not^afy to determine whether that number be 
greater in lumcncr or in winter -, during this latter 
feafon the water rifes eight or ten feet, and thus 
many low illanids are overflown, and new oiies 
fornied^ by that element encompafling rifing 
grounds. In fumpier, when the waters decreafe, 
tbefe bead -lands are re-united to the Ihoies, or to 
other iibnds, and others again appear, iviany of 
them o^re pf i(cpnfi4erab)e iize, well planted with 
trecs^ and inhaUted. Ifht greateft depth of the 
kkc is^bout.^rty .yards ? there are many gentle- 
men's feat^ among which pftle Hume is the moft 
c^onfpicuous, delightfully Tituated. in the neigh- 
bourhood, and verge, which rifes in gradual llopei?, 
bounded by mountains, embellilhed with trees, tlie 
verdure of which conftitutes one of the ohief na- 
tural beauties of Ireknd. 

This lough is divided into two pretty equal 
parts, which are termed the upper and lower Idke ; 
and juft where they unite, tlie town of Inoilkillcn 
is built on a (mail ifland. i^hc upper lake is twenty 
miles long, and nine in the broadeft part. 

1/he whole town of Innifkillen, (famous for 

producing that brave and gallant regiment of its 

name, in the wars of king WllHm, againft Tames 

in Ireland, is the moft rurally fuuated of any inland 

1 i 2 tow» 
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town in the kirigdom, andptrhjrps tf any in}an<l 
town in the kif>g'$ dommions,* upon ah :ifland of 
Lough Erne, and at the fame time extremely well 
placed for trade, b) means of^ the lake," which ex- 
tends to ihe fomh-eaft and north^weft of the towA^ 
and communicates with feVeral counties, and with 
the fea on the north-weft bay a river that mi^htbc 
made navigable ; but at many places thelake \s but 
narrow, and its grcateft width not moi^than fcveh 
nr eight miles. This lake would be of infinite 
fcrvice; to the inland trade of this pArt of the king- 
dom, were there any eflablifhed at Inmflcillen or 
elfewhere, oh the borders of it, if a* navigation 
were made for about four or five miles, frotti a 
little above Belleek, at the lower end of the lake K> 
the Tea, at Ball) fli'annori, in the north- weft, where 
the waters of Lough Erne difcharge themfelves 
into the fea, through a river, that from Bellcck tb 
Bail}ftianrion, is one continued ferie? of cafgades 
and water- falls, many of them extremely bcawti^ 
ful. The dcfcent of the river in this ^iftance of 
about three or fourEngUfti miles, fircwTi the iake lo 
the fea below the fall, has been found by obferva-^ 
tion, to be about 700 feet. 

Innifkillen is cjne of the moft confiderable inland 
towns in the kinjgdom, and if a profpedt is taken 
of it in th? fummer feafon, its fituation is delight* 
ful, on one of the iflands in the narrow part be- 
tween the upper and lower lake, and which you 
cannot enter but by a bridge, at either end of 
the town. 

Lough (which is the native Irifli for lake) Erne, 
is almoft every way furrounded by mountains or 
lofiy eminences, from many of which a general 
profpev5t of the lake, with its verdant iflands, is 
extremely fine.— The profpcd like wile from the 

^y town. 
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>town, w from die idsnd on whidi it ftands, is in- 
conceivably rural and beatitifuU for the iflands are 
pl&nted (b thick, efpedally on the upper, and fa 
.intermixed on the fur face of the lake, that look 
a'htch v.9y you will, the vifibic and broken parts 
of tlie for face appear like fo many pieces of wateif 
irregularly laid out among the rifing woods, for 
every iiland unexceptionably almoft, is fertile of 
wood of various kinds. The fhade of thcfe >yoodi?, 
and the coolnefs of the water, thediverfion of fi(h- 
ij^, and the infinite variety of figures delineated 
b> the illands of thisextenftve lake, many of which 
are extremely rich and fertile, were they well culti-^ 
vated by the ichabitants who live on them, (tho* 
you hardly fee a houf^ in paffing t.he length of 
the lak?, ihey are fuch low inconiiderable cabbins, 
and concealed by the furrounding woods,) would 
make this indeed a kind of rural VTenice, where the 
woods appear to be the habitations, and the bro- 
ken and wii ding fuiface of the lake, the fireets 
that lead fom one part of this aqufcon-fylvan com- 
monwealth to another. Such an infinitely varie- 
gated and mixed profpcft of water, woods, ill inds 
and mountains, as almofi every where on the lake 
prefents itfelf, maifes a voyage on Lough Erne, in 
the fummer feafon, incxpreflibly pleafing and en- 
tertaining ;o a ftranger unacquainted with fcenesof 
this kind- 

Inniikitien is joined to the main-land by two 
bridges, one of lix and the other of eight arches. 
From this town we went in a boat to the ifland of 
Devnifli, about three miles off, and there faw the 
mod perfect round tower in Ireland j it is exadtly v 
circular, fixty-ninc feet high to the conical covering 
at the top, which is fifteen feet more. It is forty 
eight feet in circumference, and the walls are th^ee 
feet five inches thick ; thus the infide is only nine

Abbilt fevfeft ttides fft)in InniikiUcn arc two ca- 
vam^ Whfch we went to fee, but foand them fdr 
i«fef tor to the account Ycfated of them by tbe in- 
•babitartts bf their hdghbourfaood ; we therefore 
(h^(ied our Cbtirfe direftty Iduth to the viUnge of 
Sw^nlmgbar, in the county of Cavan^ a fmall 
place, near which is a fulphiireous-^nitrous fprlng, 
much reforled to for health and pkafure, the wa- 
to riiuch i^^emblirtg thtft of Hurrpwgate. 

Prom thehce, paffing over Siieve RulH^il moun* 
tains, through the i^iHages of Lifnover and KiUi- 
fhandra, Wfc arrived at Granard, ia the county of 
Longford, near which town is a large bath, or 
ftiouhs ihclofed with circular intrenchments ; from 
the top of Which is a very feKtenfive profpcdk, va- 
riegated with woods jand innumerable lakes. We 
then proceeded S. W. about fix miles, to Edge- 
worth town and Ardagh, a bifliop's fee; through 
Which we paifcd to l^ariefeorougb, twelve miles 
diAant, fituated On the banks of the river Shan- 
non, tfvct which it has a bridge into the county df 
Rofbortim^fn. It has barracks for a troop of horfe 
and a coiripany of foot. We croffed the Shannon, ^ 
and aft^r fijt or eight miles travelling S. W, came 
to Rdfcdmmdn, in the county of the famre nanac, 
which is -fortified with acaftle. During oiir (hort 
flay here we Vifited the mdnaftery of friars, preach-

Sh^imoOy runs into it. 

From 
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From hence we made an* excurfioa of .fix wai^ 
to fee another bridge over the Shannon v it was. 
erefted in 17599 and confiftsof nineteen arches, 
thcmgh the river runs through forteeo only ; k is 
abait fifteen feet broad, upwards of fisur.bii&dred 
long, and is neatly built of flone* 

Three miles from this bridge are the ruins of 
feven churches, with two round-towers^ the larg^ 
of which is broken towards the top 1 the door is 
twelve feet above the grdund : the ihialisr: tower 
is tolerably entire. Here are aifo two ftone/csoiSbs^ 
fomewhat like thofe at Monefter^Boice *. they are 
each of a fmgle ((one, infened in a large iqikare 
one, which ferve as apedeltal. One of thefe is. 
fretted in Balfo-relievo ; on the grouod'lie the re- 
Itialns of two other croffes. 

The nobte rivcr Shannon, which is the Tuoft 
confiderable that is to be found in any Europesm 
tflahd, takes /tls (burcelfrom a fprbg among the 
mountains near Swanlingbar | it then falls into the 
Lough Alien, which is a grand ibect of water, 
eight or nine miks in length, and four or five in 
breadth It afterwards runs through Lough. Ree, 
a lake of about fifteen ndlts long« and beautifully 
diverfified with upwardsof fixty iflands,aiid (hortly 
after into a third, called tlie Lough Derg, which 
isftiil larger, and upon which about fifty iflands 
are fcattered ^, the mod ext^nfi ve of thofe, called 
Hanmore, containsahuve one hundred acres, well 
cultivated and fertile; on another called HoW 
Ifland, were the ruins of feven churdies, and a 
higd round tower. The Shannon tlien flows on to 
LtitierickJ^nd from t'-encc is imyigable to the fcji, 
which is^ft^amt fixty-three mihs. There arc in 
all fourteeia bridges over this liver^ which above

It i^ howeveri, a pleafiire to fee them 
cominginto the cuftpm; of fowir^ rape on the(e 
bogs^ aqd other unprofttable grounds. This cul- 
ture is owing to thi^ DubliQ Societyt which gives, 
yearly .preitlium& for its ei\couiagement. The 
^reat advantage of rape is, that it operates as a 
manure, and reclaims grounds, originally unable 
to yidd oat^, tofuch fi degree, tha( they will after- 
wards gi^es crops of- l^rley and v^h^tt. ^ 

From tbenee eatering the cQn^ity of Tipper^ry, 
and proceeding fix reiilc% wepafifed tluqiigh Burra^ 
fakane, a poft town, and about ieven miies fur- 
ther arrived at He$^gb,.a noater vi^ftgc^than ufual, 
in^this county orproyipce* Here ^nds the ruir.ii 
>of gn old caftle <ial)ed Nenagh Round. It is ir-* 
deed a poft town, iiit<ated on a t^hch pf the 
Shannon that runs into Lx)ugb D^fgv FroiT> thence 
we madean<xc.ii£bn into the county of Clare, < n 
the oppofrte fide of the Shannon, and vifitcd

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Kiflaloe,? the fee of a biftiop, i;*hich has fevcjral re- 
mains of the antient grandfeur, and among them, - 
adjoining to the cathedral, are )ret fomc relics of 
the MauCileum of Briern Born. ' At the weftem 
end was the entrance, now cldfed up, but the arch 
is vifible, fopported by two piliars, which, though • 
low, are covered with capitals of the Ionic older 5 
which is a convincing proof of the elegance of the 
building in fo early a time. Fcom Nenagh we pro- ' 
ceededfouth, and paflcd by the filver mines, as* 
they are called ; and at about' fourteen miles arrived 
at Limerick. 

The coiiritry north of Limerick is more disfi- 
gured with turf bogs than on -the other fides. But, ' 
difagreeable as their appearance is, they are not 
ihe leafl: profitable grounds j and when the canals 
arc fiuffhed, they will become Hill more beneficial' 
by lowering the price of fuel. The fpinningof 
Atc, which is a fedentary bufineft, employing on- 
ly ope haiid and one foot, could not be carried on 
without them in this kingdom, fo deftituteof wood, 
and fo unable to purchafe coals. Whereas the 
ipinL'ing cf wool, by giving exercife to the whole 
body, does tiot Ibind fa much in need of fires ; 
and therefore leemsto. be the only manufafture 
which can fucceed where fuel is not abundant. 

A great ftiarc of the cduntry we rode through 
hither was rough, and in €ome places, mountain- 
ous, yet ft afforded- greater pl^fure than the moft 
fertile parts; for it (hewed incomparably more 
cultivation, and m6re figrts of population. The 
houfcs, \\e rtmarked, grew more frequent, >nd' 
lefs wretched; whlerever tlie grounds were bad. 
For lot bei^'^g ifi'^ for pafturage, th^y a re obliged 
to till them • t»lbge iequii»es human crejitul-es; who 
muft ihare ioaic pit'.aoce of their o\Vn labpurs. 

Within 
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Within. a (:et>tury, Limerick was rej^kond' the 
fecond city in Ireland. At prefen^ii^doeift.mtt fcei^ 
to be half as large as Cork. It has [oft its rank, 
not becaufe it thrives iefe^but b^ufe Cork thrives 
piore 'f for, it is in lb flc^rilhing a ftate, that it hs^^ 
taken th^ leacj^of palway apd Wa^rfo?:4 ,,> ,.

Limerick is C<^?T|JH(ed<^f what they call the Iritli 
and the fenglilh town. The latter llands upon the 
fouthpart of a piece of ground three miles in cir- 
cumfer^^nce^ called th? Kind's iflaqd,' formed by 
the Shannon, .>vhicli di^vides ;tfel£ about half a miie 
aboYCj the city. * ^ , . 

That part called the Irifh Towny'^i? filthy and 
beggarly hfcyoud defcrip6on ; but the. other part - 
is not fo deTpicable^ eipecially about the quays, on ^ 
one of which a neat cuftom-houfe was erefted, in 
1765, and a few ftraggling houfesof briclr ivere

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Killmallock muft be a place of high antiquity* 
It is reported to have hecn a willed town before 
the Englifli got footing here. Sir James Ware re- 
lates, that an abbey of dominicans, or black fri- 
ars, was Iniilt there in the thirteenth century by 
the fovefeign, brethren and wmmonalty. It for- 
merly gave title to an carl, and preferves a great* 
er (hare of magntBcence, even in its ruins, than 
any thing I had yet feen in Ireland. I call it the 
Irilh Balbcck, 

There is but one ftreet now (landing entire ; 
but from fome fcattered piles, and from the foun* 
dation of others, there is reafon to fuppofe that 
• there have been more. The walls round the town, 
which in many places ftill remain, are of an ob- 
long fquare. At each angle has been a caftle, like 
thofe under which the traveller pafles, at the ends 
of the remaining ftreet. One of thcfe is the jail 
of the city. WhaJt muft we think of the jail of 
Killmallock, which is iifelf the raoft dreary of all 
prifoiis. 

From Killmallock we proceeded eaftward to 
Tipperary, in t' c county of the tame name, and 
having compleated my fourth and laft rout 1 re- 
turned to Dublin, through Calhel, Killynaule^ 
Killkerny, l-aughlin- bridge, Carlow, Ballinglafs, 
Killcullen, Naas, and Rathcool,all of which plades 
have been dcfc'ib?d in my former journies. 
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
